HISTORICAL 


DURING  the  summer  of  1899,  the  citizens  of  Watauga 
County  and  friends  elsewhere,  began  a  movement  to 
establish  a  good  school  in  the  town  of  Boone.  A 
site  was  donated  by  D.  B.  Dougherty  and  J.  F.  Hardin  in 
the  pines  on  the  east  of  town.  The  interest  in  erecting  the 
building  was  general.  A  list  of  the  contributors  is  pre- 
served in  the  library. 

Messrs.  Dauphin  D.  Dougherty  and  Blanford  B.  Dough- 
erty began  the  school,  which  was  called  Watauga  Academy, 
in  the  fall  of  1899.  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  acted  as  county 
superintendent  and  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty  conducted  the 
school.  The  town  school  was  taught  in  connection  with  the 
other  work.  Watauga  Academy  was  conducted  in  the  old 
school  building  till  the  new  house  was  ready.  Mr.  D.  D. 
Dougherty  and  Mrs.  D.  D.  Dougherty  taught  the  public 
school  at  a  salary  of  $25  for  both.  The  spring  term  was 
begun  in  the  new  building,  and  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  helped 
in  the  work. 

This  work  continued  for  four  years.  During  this  time 
Messrs.  D.  D.  and  B.  B.  Dougherty,  from  their  private 
means  erected  three  cottages  and  a  home  for  boys  and  a 
home  for  girls. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  was  preparing  teachers 
for  the  mountain  schools.  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  in  his  work 
as  county  superintendent  of  Watauga  County,  had  occasion 
to  visit  several  mountain  counties  and  conferred  with  other 
school  men  on  the  need  of  better  facilities  for  teacher  train- 
ing. Capt.  E.  F.  Lovill,  of  Boone,  entered  into  the  movement 
to  get  the  State  interested  in  doing  this  work.  He  greatly 
-assisted  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  in  getting  the  matter  before 
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the  1903  Legislature.  Mr.  W.  C.  Newland,  the  member 
from  Caldwell  County,  introduced  a  bill  in  the  House  calling 
for  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  annually  for  maintenance, 
and  $1,500  for  building  when  a  like  amount  was  given  by 
citizens.  Little  opposition  was  offered  in  the  House  to  the 
passage  of  the  bill.  In  the  Senate  an  unfavorable  report  was 
made  by  the  committee.  Mr.  R.  B.  White,  of  Franklin 
County,  offered  a  minority  report  favoring  the  bill.  Mr. 
Clyde  Hoey,  of  Cleveland  County,  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Justice,  of 
McDowell  County,  spoke  and  worked  in  favor  of  the  school. 
The  bill  became  law  on  March  9,  1903. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  C.  Fields  and  A.  S.  Carson,  of  the  county  of 
Alleghany,  J.  D.  Thomas  and  T.  C.  Bowie,  of  the  county  of  Ashe, 
Adolphus  Taylor  and  W.  P.  Horton,  of  the  county  of  Wilkes,  F.  P. 
Moore  and  J.  M.  Bernhardt,  of  the  county  of  Caldwell,  Moses  H.  Cone 
and  E.  F.  Lovill,  of  the  county  of  Watauga,  J.  R.  Prichard  and  T.  A. 
Love,  of  the  county  of  Mitchell,  and  J.  B.  Ray  and  E.  F.  Watson,  of 
the  county  of  Yancey,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corpor- 
ate under  the  name  of  The  Appalachian  Training  School  for  Teachers, 
and  as  such  may  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  the 
courts  of  the  State,  may  purchase  and  hold  real  estate,  receive  donations, 
and  do  all  things  useful  and  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act. 

"Sec  2.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  in  the  town  of 
Blowing  Rock,  in  the  county  of  Watauga,  in  month  of  May  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  at  the  call  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  organize  by  electing  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall  meet  annually  thereafter  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  fixed  by  said  board." 

Other  sections  state  that  books  shall  be  opened  for  sub- 
scriptions; that  when  $1,500  is  paid  in  the  State  shall  pay 
a  like  amount;  that  $2,000  shall  be  appropriated  annually 
for  maintenance;  that  tuition  shall  be  free  to  those  who 
pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the  State  for  two  years,  and 
that  the  county  superintendents  of  Alleghany,  Ashe,  Wilkes, 
Watauga,  Caldwell,  Mitchell,  and  Yancey  counties  shall 
meet  with  the  board  of  trustees  at  their  first  meeting,  and 
choose  a  site  for  the  school. 
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State  Superintendent  J.  Y.  Joyner  called  a  meeting  of 
the  trustees  and  superintendents  at  Blowing  Rock  on  May 
15th.  At  this  meeting  the  friends  of  Watauga  Academy 
offered  the  free  use  of  their  building  and  a  subscription  of 
$2,500  if  the  school  should  be  located  at  Boone.  The  towns 
of  Blowing  Rock  and  Montezuma  also  offered  inducements. 
The  school  was  given  to  Boone. 

In  June,  1903,  the  trustees  met  in  Boone  and  elected  Mr. 
B.  B.  Dougherty,  superintendent;  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty, 
principal,  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Cheek,  teacher  of  English.  Later, 
Mr.  W.  M.  Francum,  Miss  Maude  Harris,  and  Miss  Lela 
Thompson  were  added  to  the  faculty.  The  first  term  began 
in  October. 

Watauga  Academy  was  donated;  the  Administration 
Building  erected  in  1905;  Lovill  Home  Annex  in  1906;  Mc- 
Neil cottage  purchased  in  1907 ;  Nevvland  Hall  built  in 
1908;  Science  Hall  in  1911;  Lovill  Home  in  1915;  Light 
Plant  in  1915;  Arts  and  Crafts  Building  finished  in  1917; 
Justice  Hall  finished  in  1920. 

The  Coffey  farm  was  purchased  in  1905  and  the  Edmin- 
sten  farm  in  1908.  Several  small  purchases  of  land  have 
been  made  from  Messrs.  R.  M.  Greene,  J.  S.  Stanbury,  J. 
F.  Hardin,  Tyre  Elrod,  De Vault  Bingham,  Bynum  McNeil, 
E.  S.  Coffey  and  D.  D.  Dougherty,  George  Keller,  D.  D. 
Dougherty,  B.  B.  Dougherty,  and  George  Spaulding. 

The  legislature  of  1921  changed  the  management  and 
object  of  the  Appalachian  Training  School. 

NEW  CHARTER 

The  Legislature  of  1925  changed  the  name  of  the  school 
and  modified  the  management  of  it.    Briefly : 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  Appalachian  Training  School  of  Boone, 
North  Carolina,  is  hereby  changed  to  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School  shall  consist  of  nine  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 
Within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  name 
five  members  of  the  Board;  and  in  naming  the  said  five  members,  he 
shall  designate  which  members  of  the  present  Board  are  to  be  succeeded 
by  the  live  so  named.  Within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  Governor  shall  name  the  four  other  members  of  the  said  Board  and 
in  naming  the  said  four  other  members,  he  shall  designate  which  of 
the  members  of  the  present  Board  are  to  be  succeeded  by  two  of  the 
four  so  named.  The  term  of  office  of  the  first  five  named  by  the  Governor 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1927.  The  term  of  office  of  the  last 
four  named  by  the  Governor  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1929. 
Any  vacancies  occurring  in  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor. 
The  Governor  shall  transmit  the  names  of  the  Trustees  appointed  by 
him  to  the  Senate  at  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  con- 
firmation. (The  rest  of  the  section  gives  the  new  Trustees  possession  of 
all  the  school  property.) 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  hold 
at  Boone  an  annual  meeting,  at  which  meeting  they  shall  qualify  and  or- 
ganize, and  consider  recommendations  of  the  President  of  the  Normal 
School,  and  such  other  business  as  may  properly  come  before  them.  The 
Board  shall  elect,  at  such  meeting,  a  chairman  and  vice-chairman,  and 
appoint  such  committees  among  their  membership  as  they  may  deem 
proper  and  wise.  They  may  also  hold  such  meetings  from  time  to  time 
as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec  4.  (Empowers  the  Trustees  to  use  all  the  property  of  the 
school  for  the  purpose  of  the  school.) 

Sec  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  pro- 
vide for  the  spending  of  all  moneys  whatsoever  belonging  to,  appro- 
priated to,  or  in  any  way  acquired  by  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School;  they  shall  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  buildings,  the  making 
of  all  needed  improvements,  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the 
physical  plant  of  the  said  Normal  School,  and  may  do  all  things  deemed 
useful  and  wise  by  them  for  the  good  of  the  school,  not  contrary  to  the 
educational  policies  of  the  State  or  laws  of  North  Carolina;  Provided, 
however,  that  before  letting  contracts  for  the  erection  of  any  new 
buildings,  the  plans  for  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  and  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  elect 
the  President  of  the  said  Normal  School,  to  fix  his  salary,  and  his  tenure 
of  office.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  President,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  elect  other  officers,  teachers,  and  employees, 
to  fix  their  duties,  tenure  of  office  and  their  respective  salaries. 

Sec  7.  (Provides  the  duties  of  the  President,  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board  giving  authority  to  call  meeting  of  the  Board,  being  the  execu- 
tive head  of  the  Board  to  prepare  the  annual  report,  etc.) 
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Sec.  8.  That  the  central  purpose  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School  shall  be  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina.  To  that  end,  the  President  shall  prepare  course  of  study, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent  to  visit  the 
Appalachian  State  Normal  School  from  time  to  time,  and  to  advise  with 
the  President  about  standards,  equipment  and  organization,  to  the  end 
that  a  normal  school  of  high  grade  shall  be  maintained.  The  standards 
shall  not  be  lower,  in  the  main,  than  the  average  standard  of  normal 
schools  of  like  rank  in  the  United  States;  Provided,  however,  that  no 
person  shall  teach  in  the  regular  classes  of  the  Normal  School  unless  as 
a  substitute  or  temporary  teacher,  whose  academic  and  professional 
qualifications  are  lower  than  that  represented  by  graduation  from  a 
standard  college,  or  its  undoubted  equivalent. 

Seo.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
County  Superintendent  of  Watauga  County  to  cooperate  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  in  maintaining  a 
practice  or  demonstration  school.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  furnish  buildings,  equipment,  water  and  lights  for  such 
practice  school;  while  the  County  Board  of  Education  and  the  local 
school  authorities  shall  furnish  fuel  and  janitors,  and  shall  pay  all 
teachers  in  practice  school  the  regular  State  or  County  salary  schedule, 
with  the  proviso  that  any  excess  in  salaries  on  account  of  specially  qual- 
ified teachers  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Normal 
School.  The  qualifications  of  Teachers  in  the  practice  school  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  nomination  of  such  teachers  shall  be 
made  jointly  by  the  County  Superintendent  and  the  President;  but  the 
practice  teachers  shall  be  elected  by  the  school  authorities  of  the  local 
school  district.  The  practice  school,  while  under  the  general  adminis- 
tration and  control  of  the  Normal  School  authorities,  shall  remain  an 
integral  part  of  the  County  School  system,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  as  to  supervision,  standards,  records  and  the  like  as  other 
graded  schools  in  the  County.  In  case  of  any  disagreement  between 
the  bodies  herein  referred  to,  said  dispute  shall  be  referred  to  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public   Instruction,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  10.  (Authorizes  the  establishment  of  a  loan  fund  and  gives 
authority  to  use  the  net  proceeds  of  the  New  River  Light  and  Power 
Company's  plant  for  this  fund.) 

Sec.  11.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  hunt  or  fish  on  the 
premises  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  without  written  per- 
mission. Any  person  so  doing  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court.  He  may  have  a  preliminary  hearing  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  or  before  the  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Boone.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees may  fix  a  fee  for  hunting  or  fishing  upon  said  premises  and  set 
aside  any  proceeds  therefrom  for  the  loan  fund. 
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Sec.  12.     (Makes  all  new  Trustees  to  hold  office  for  four  years.) 

Sec.  13.  (In  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  1923  being  turned  over 
to  the  new  Corporation.) 

Sec.  14.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  in  conflict  with  the  provision 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification  and  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
provided  herein. 

LOCATION 

The  town  of  Boone  has  a  population  of  about  fifteen 
hundred.  It  is  among  the  mountains,  and  has  an  elevation 
of  3,332  feet.  The  people  are  rural.  There  are  four 
churches:  Methodist,  Baptist,  Lutheran,  and  Adventists. 
Mail  and  telephone  facilities  are  good.  The  Linville  River 
Railroad  has  its  terminus  here.  Merchandise  of  all  kinds  is 
kept  and  sold  at  reasonable  prices.  The  Boone  Trail  High- 
way goes  through  Boone. 

The  town  is  well  located  as  to  the  good  road  system. 
The  Boone  Trail  from  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  to  Bristol, 
Tenn.-Va.,  passes  through  Boone.  Route  69  makes  good 
connection  with  all  the  towns  toward  the  South  to  Boone. 
The  road  toward  Asheville  has  been  greatly  improved  and 
will  soon  be  in  first  class  condition.  The  town  will  soon  be 
connected  with  Virginia  by  a  system  of  roads  through  Ashe 
County. 

The  town  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  has  a  fairly  good 
water  system.  The  Watauga  Telephone  System  connects 
with  the  adjoining  counties  and  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
has  an  office  here.  Improvements  are  being  made  on  the 
sidewalks  and  streets. 

HOW  TO  REACH  BOONE 

Students  coming  from  sections  west  of  Boone  can  come 
on  the  Linville  River  Railroad.  This  road  connects  at  Cran- 
berry with  the  East  Tennessee  and  Western  North  Carolina 
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Railroad,  which  connects  at  Johnson  City  with  the  Southern 
and  the  Clinchfield.  Students  living  east  of  Asheville  can 
usually  get  here  in  one  day.  Students  coming  from  the 
South,  the  cheaper  route  is  by  rail  to  Lenoir,  N.  C,  and 
then  by  auto  to  Boone.  The  Carolina  and  Northern  Rail- 
road  connects  with  the  Southern  at  Hickory,  and  the  Sea- 
board at  Lincolnton.  The  train  arrives  at  Lenoir  at  1 :45 
p.  m.  Autos  bring  students  and  valises  the  same  afternoon 
to  Boone  for  $2.50.  Baggage  checks  should  be  handed 
driver.  Auto  transfer  will  charge  about  $1.50  for  bringing 
over  trunks.  Elkland,  the  terminus  of  the  Virginia  and 
Carolina  Railroad  is  ten  miles  north.  The  mails  can  usually 
bring  passengers  for  $1.00.  Baggage  extra.  Many  come 
as  far  as  fifty  miles  through  the  country  in  automobiles, 
hacks  and  wagons.  It  is  better  for  strangers  to  write  to  the 
superintendent  a  few  days  before  they  expect  to  arrive. 

From  North  Wilkesboro  the  jitney  service  is  $3.50. 
Trunks  cost  $1.00  extra.  This  is  now  the  best  route  from 
the  central  section  of  the  State. 

GROUNDS 

The  campus  of  the  school  contains  about  thirty-five 
acres.  Only  a  small  part  of  this  is  improved.  Seven  acres 
around  the  school  buildings  have  been  laid  off  by  Mr.  Leigh 
Colyer,  a  landscape  architect.  There  are  macadamized 
walkways  and  driveways.  Lawns  of  native  grasses  have  been 
made,  and  many  shrubs  and  flowers  have  been  planted.  There 
is  a  natural  grove  of  white  pines.  The  other  parts  of  the 
campus  are  allowed  to  grow  grasses  and  are  mowed  or 
cultivated  for  vegetables  or  used  for  grounds  for  games. 

C.  B.  Hoe,  Civil  Engineer  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  as- 
sisted by  W.  T.  Swoyer,  made  a  topographical  map  of  the 
campus.     Mr.  E.  S.  Draper,  landscape  architect  of  Char- 
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lotte,  was  then  employed  to  lay  off  the  grounds  for  improve- 
ment and  to  locate  future  buildings.  The  Gymnasium,  Dem- 
onstration School,  Central  Dining  Room,  and  New  Dormi- 
tory were  located  by  Mr.  Draper. 

BUILDINGS 

Watauga  Academy  was  built  in  1899  by  the  people  of 
Watauga  County  and  generous  friends  elsewhere.  Art  is 
taught  on  first  floor.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  library, 
printing  office,  sewing  room,  archive  and  library.  The  build- 
ing is  of  wood. 

Old  Administration  Building  is  a  two-story  brick  struc- 
ture, 96  feet  long,  by  64  feet  wide.  On  the  first  floor  are  the 
office,  business  room,  small  chapel,  and  three  recitation 
rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  auditorium  and  music 
rooms. 

Lovill  Home  Annex  is  a  frame  building  used  as  a  wo- 
man's dormitory  during  the  summer.  Seventy-five  can  get 
rooms  here  and  take  board  at  Lovill  Home. 

Science  Hall  is  a  brick  structure  with  a  basement  and 
two  floors.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  recitation  rooms  and 
a  lecture  room,  laboratories  for  the  sciences,  and  the  mu- 
seum. The  second  floor  has  the  Alumni  Hall  and  four 
recitation  rooms. 

Lovill  Home  is  a  brick  building  with  72  living  rooms, 
parlors,  society  halls,  library,  rest  rooms,  and  study  halls. 
The  dining  room  will  accommodate  400.  All  modern  con- 
veniences, water,  steam  heat,  and  electric  lights,  are  in  use. 

The  Arts  and  Crafts  Building  is  of  wood.  The  lower 
story  is  40  by  60  feet,  and  is  used  for  a  gymnasium  for  men. 
The  second  story  contains  four  rooms  which  will  be  used  for 
manual  training  for  men. 
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Justice  Hall  is  a  three-story  brick  dormitory  for  men. 
There  are  forty-eight  living  rooms,  society  halls,  parlors, 
etc. 

Newland  Hall  is  a  three-story^  wooden  building  now  used 
during  the  summer  for  a  private  boarding  house  for  women. 
This  is  completely  furnished.  Forty  women  can  board  here. 
The  rates  are  higher. 

New  Administration  Building  is  a  three-story  brick 
structure,  semi-fireproof.  There  are  twenty  recitation 
rooms,  offices,  auditorium,  study  hall,  and  library.  The 
basement  floor  has  the  laboratories  and  scientific  equipment. 
It  is  equipped  throughout  with  steam  heat,  running  water, 
and  electric  lights. 

The  Gymnasium  is  a  two-story  brick  building.  There  is 
a  well-arranged  swimming  pool,  and  hot  and  cold  showers 
in  the  basement.  The  first  story  is  for  a  basketball  court. 
The  building  is  well  arranged  for  use  by  men  and  women. 

The  Demonstration  School  Building  is  planned  especially 
for  this  type  of  work  and  embodies  the  latest  ideas  in  this 
type  of  building.  It  has  eighteen  class  rooms,  eleven  of 
which  are  connected  with  smaller  rooms  for  practice  teach- 
ing. It  has  an  office  for  the  director,  ladies'  rest  room,  a 
large  auditorium,  and  a  gymnasium. 

The  New  River  Light  and  Power  Company's  new  plant 
was  completed  and  started  in  October,  1924.  This  plant 
furnishes  light  and  power  to  the  town  and  school. 

The  Central  Dining  Room  is  completed.  The  basement  is 
used  for  an  ice  plant  and  a  cold  storage.  The  first  floor  is 
a  model  kitchen  and  a  double  dining  hall.  All  students  who 
room  in  the  dormitories  will  take  their  meals  here. 
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The  New  Dormitory  for  girls  is  completed.  It  is  a 
modern  dormitory  with  showers,  baths,  electric  lights,  and 
steam  heat.     It  will  accommodate  150  women. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  recitation  rooms  are  furnished  with  comfortable 
desks  and  seats.  There  are  maps,  globes,  and  charts  where 
needed. 

A  small  collection  of  rocks,  minerals,  Indian  relics,  shells, 
marine  animals,  etc.,  is  being  made. 

Compound  microscopes  with  seven  dozen  sections  of  the 
human  body  help  in  the  study  of  physiology. 

The  physical  apparatus  consists  of  thermometers, 
barometers,  a  hygrometer,  an  air  pump,  electric  motors, 
magnets,  electro-magnets,  and  various  other  things. 

For  botany  there  are  microscopes,  scapels,  scissors,  pre- 
serving apparatus,  etc. 

Zoology  is  greatly  helped  by  the  many  simple  nets,  col- 
lecting bottles,  preserving  cases,  and  the  like. 

A  full  supply  of  apparatus  and  chemicals  for  elementary 
chemistry  has  recently  been  purchased. 

A  3-inch  telescope,  charts  of  the  heavens,  astronomical 
lantern,  and  other  helps  aid  the  students  in  astronomy. 

Except  the  cottages,  all  the  buildings  and  laboratories 
have  running  water  and  toilets. 

The  dormitories  are  furnished  with  double  beds,  wash 
stand,  bowl  and  pitcher,  table,  mirror,  and  lamp.  Rooms 
for  women  have  in  addition  a  dresser. 

During  the  past  year  much  new  equipment  has  been 
purchased  for  all  the  departments. 
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The  equipment  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  school  of  this  grade.  The 
sewing  room  has  six  machines,  models,  tables  and  individual 
equipment.  The  kitchen  has  a  coal  range,  three  oil  stoves, 
and  running  water.  The  model  dining  room  is  equipped 
with  silverware,  china  and  linens. 

LIBRARY 

There  are  around  twelve  thousand  volumes  in  the  Li- 
brary. More  than  half  of  these  have  been  catalogued  by 
the  Dewey  system.  The  Library  is  open  from  8 :00  a.  m.  to 
4 :00  o'clock  p.  m.  Reference  books  and  books  on  reserve 
cannot  be  taken  from  the  Library.  Other  books  can  be 
borrowed  for  a  period  of  two  weeks. 

PUBLICATIONS 

During  the  existence  of  the  school  the  Dew  Drop  has 
been  issued  at  regular  intervals.  The  first  issue  of  the  year 
is  the  annual  catalogue.  Six  issues  are  published  each  year. 
These  issues  announce  the  openings  of  the  terms  of  the 
school  and  give  information  about  school  matters.  There  is 
no  charge  for  this  publication. 

The  student  body  for  four  years  has  published  an 
annual  which  they  call  the  Rhododendron.  This  publica- 
tion contains  pictures  of  the  buildings  and  the  classes  and 
the  senior  commencement  program.  This  publication  this 
year  cost  the  student  $2.00. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

In  the  high  school  department  the  young  men  have  two 
well-organized  and  conducted  literary  societies,  the  Watau- 
ga and  the  Appalachian.  These  societies  aid  very  much  in 
training  their  members  in  debate,  declamation,  and  composi- 
tion. They  have  weekly  sessions  in  their  halls  in  Justice 
Hall. 
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There  are  also  two  societies  for  young  women  in  the 
high  school  department,  the  Euterpean  and  the  Calliopean. 
The  sessions  of  these  societies  are  held  in  their  halls.  The 
culture  these  four  societies  give  their  members  is  highly 
appreciated  by  friends  of  the  school. 

In  the  Normal  Department  there  is  an  organized  literary 
society  for  men  and  also  one  for  women. 

The  following  rules  apply  to  each  society : 

1.  None  but  members  can  attend. 

2.  No  one  can  join  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  school 
two  weeks. 

3.  The  membership  of  each  of  the  young  men's  societies 
must  be  less  than  three-fifths  of  the  young  men  enrolled. 

4.  Rule  3  applies  to  the  young  women's  societies. 

5.  Members  must  get  excuses  from  a  member  of  the 
faculty  for  all  absences. 

6.  Every  student  is  requested  to  join  one  of  the  so- 
cieties. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  rules,  the  following  have 
been  added: 

1.  All  the  societies  shall  meet  on  Saturday  evening,  one 
hour  after  the  supper  bell  rings.  This  meeting  shall  be  for 
literary  exercises   only. 

2.  Regular  or  call  meetings  for  business  may  be  held  on 
any  afternoon  after  school. 

3.  That  inasmuch  as  the  School  has  furnished  halls,  it 
is  thought  wise  that  in  the  future  each  society  furnish  its 
own  heat  and  lights,  and  care  for  its  hall. 
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4.  Members  of  the  faculty  will  from  time  to  time  visit 
the  literary  meetings  of  the  societies  for  the  purpose  of  ren- 
dering them  aid  in  their  work. 

5.  No  teacher  shall  take  part  in  any  debate  or  literary 
programme. 

6.  Each  society  shall  have  a  representative,  whose 
name  shall  be  reported  to  the  superintendent,  on  whom  the 
faculty  may  call  at  any  time  for  information  concerning 
the  society  and  its  work. 

7.  The  sessions  of  the  societies  must  not  interfere  with 
the  retiring  hour  at  either  Lovill  Home  or  Justice  Hall. 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCES 

The  chapel  exercises  are  opened  by  reading  the  Scrip- 
tures and  prayer.  Chapel  exercises  are  held  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.     There  are  songs,  scripture  readings,  and  short  talks. 

Weekly  prayer  meetings  are  conducted  in  the  dormito- 
ries. 

GOVERNMENT 

In  the  boarding  halls  men  are  under  the  supervision  of 
a  teacher. 

Students  at  these  halls  are  expected  to  be  on  duty  at  the 
school  buildings  during  school  hours.  They  are  allowed  to 
go  to  town  under  restrictions. 

Everyone  must  be  in  his  room  during  study  hours.  No 
loafing  or  visiting  is  permitted. 

Students  are  expected  to  get  permission  from  the  teacher 
in  charge  before  leaving  the  school  grounds  for  any  purpose. 

More  rigid  rules  are  enforced  for  women  in  their  board- 
ing halls  about  permission  to  leave  their  homes.  Lady  teach- 
ers must  accompany  women  when  they  are  away  from  their 
boarding  places. 
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On  certain  occasions  men  and  women  are  allowed  social 
privileges  under  the  supervision  of  teachers.  These  occa- 
sions are  always  announced  to  the  student  body.  Men  must 
not  loiter  on  the  campus  for  women,  nor  must  there  be  asso- 
ciation between  the  two  without  a  definite  understanding 
with  the  faculty. 

These  regulations  are  simple  and  easily  obeyed.  Each 
teacher  during  school  hours  has  charge  of  his  or  her  room. 
Occasionally  the  faculty  meet  for  consultation  about  the 
best  methods  of  carrying  out  the  regulations  of  the  school, 
and  advising  new  things  for  its  betterment. 

VISITING 

From  experience  it  has  been  found  that  students  are 
likely  to  lose  interest  in  their  work  by  visiting  too  much. 
Certain  days  each  term  will  be  announced  as  visiting  days. 
Women  who  want  to  take  advantage  of  these  occasions  for 
visiting  must  get  written  permission  from  their  parents  be- 
fore permission  will  be  granted. 

GAMES 

A  very  good  diamond  for  baseball  is  provided  for  men. 

Women  have  a  tennis  court,  a  croquet  ground  and  an 
outside  basketball  ground.  In  the  Arts  and  Crafts  building 
there  is  a  good  gymnasium  for  the  joint  use  at  different  times 
— of  men  and  women. 

No  games  are  allowed  during  school  hours. 

No  match  games  are  permitted  without  the  consent  of  the 
faculty. 

A  teacher  is  expected  to  be  on  the  grounds  at  all  games. 

Every  student  is  on  the  same  footing  in  all  games.  There 
is  no  student  association  to  keep  out  anyone  who  desires  to 
join  in  the  games.

Every  student  must  pay  the  registration  fee. 

Only  double  beds  are  used.   Each  student  must  bring  bedding,  towels, 
and  other  small  things  for  use  in  rooms. 

Laundry  will  cost  from  50c  to  $1.00  per  month.     The  school  laundry 
will  do  washing  at  a  small  cost. 

SELF  HELP 

The  school  offers  no  work  to  students  for  which  they 
may  expect  pay.  Occasionally  a  student  can  find  a  home 
in  town  where  they  can  make  the  greater  part  of  their 
board  by  doing  chores.  A  small  number  of  students  rent 
rooms  and  do  light  housekeeping. 
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Loan  Funds 

1.  Student's  Loan  Fund — This  fund  has  been  gathered 
by  donations. 

2.  Leah  Jones  Stevens  Fund — This  was  established  by 
the  State  Primary  Teachers'  Association. 

3.  Masonic  Loan  Fund  was  donated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina. 

4.  The  Senior  Loan  Fund  was  begun  by  the  1924  Sen- 
ior Class.  It  is  to  be  loaned  to  a  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  desires  to  enter  the  Normal  department. 

5.  New  River  Light  and  Power  Loan  Fund.  The  last 
Legislature  authorized  the  setting  aside  of  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  light  plant  to  be  used  as  a  loan  fund.  Some  of  this 
will  be  available  by  the  opening  of  the  fall  term. 

Note:  The  Summers  Hardware  Company,  of  Johnson 
City,  has  given  $200  to  the  Students'  Loan  Fund. 

Through  Mr.  A.  B.  Andrews,  the  Masonic  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  has  given  $3,000  to  the  Masonic  Loan  Fund. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1925  gave  a  play  at  Commencement 
and  gave  the  proceeds  to  the  Senior  Loan  Fund.  This  was 
$187.00. 

The  class  of  1926  gave  the  proceeds  of  their  play,  which 
amounted  to  $205.00. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  New  River  Light  and  Power 
Company  have  amounted  to  date  to  $2,975.00. 

After  1925-'26  loans  will  be  made  only  to  students  in  the 
Normal  Department. 
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RECITATIONS 

1.  Students  who  miss  recitations  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  them.  The  teacher  in  charge  of  the  class  will  re- 
quire the  student  to  prepare  and  recite  the  missed  recita- 
tions. If  this  is  not  done  within  one  week  something  will  be 
taken  from  the  grade  of  the  student. 

2.  No  students  will  be  passed  on  a  subject  who  has 
missed  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  recitations  during  any 
month,  unless  he  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  work 
gone  over  during  the  month. 

EXAMINATIONS 

At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  on  each 
study  pursued  during  the  term.  The  grading  includes  the 
class  work,  the  deportment,  and  the  examination.  Figures 
are  used  in  making  the  report  as  to  the  standing  of  a  student 
in  a  certain  branch  as  follows:  A  figure  1,  2,  3,  or  4  indi- 
cates that  the  student  passes  the  work  gone  over ;  a  figure  5 
indicates  that  a  new  examination  must  be  taken ;  and  a  figure 
6  indicates  that  the  work  has  not  been  satisfactory,  and 
must  be  gone  over  again. 

A  record  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  standing  of  each 

pupil. 

HEALTH  CERTIFICATES 

A  certificate  of  health  will  be  required  of  all  who  register. 
This  can  be  given  by  a  physician  or  another  person,  and 
must  state  that  applicant  is  not  sick  with  contagious  disease, 
and  has  not  been  exposed  to  such  disease  for  a  time  less  than 
twenty  days. 
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Normal  Department 


The  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  is  a  real  normal 
school  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  elementary  schools. 
A  two-year  Normal  is  now  well  organized. 

Students  are  required  to  have  a  high  school  certificate  of 
graduation   before   entering   the   normal   work. 

Graduation  from  the  normal  department  requires  96 
quarter  hours.  A  student  can  make  from  15  hours  to  18 
hours  each  quarter. 

As  many  hours  credit  is  given  as  there  are  recitations 
per  week.  A  course  that  requires  three  recitations  per  week 
for  a  quarter  will  give  a  credit  of  3  hours. 

A  recitation  requires  one  hour  for  preparation  and  one 
hour  for  class. 

Courses  that  require  no  preparation  are  given  only  half 
credits. 

Students,  when  they  have  completed  the  requirements, 
are  graduated  and  given  a  diploma. 

Students  who  have  State  certificates  are  allowed  to  take 
the  normal  work  to  raise  State  certificates  from  the  elemen- 
tary to  the  primary  and  grammar  grades.  No  student  will 
be  given  a  diploma  who  has  not  finished  a  high  school  course. 
It  is  requested  that  students  enter  the  Fall  Term  and  con- 
tinue the  three  quarters  for  each  year.  This  arrangement 
keeps  the  classes  in  better  alignment. 

In  the  schemes  of  courses  the  first  numeral  stands  for 
the  number  of  the  course  in  that  subject,  the  second  numeral 
stands  for  the  number  of  recitations  per  week  and  the  third 
numeral  stands  for  the  quarter  hours  credit.

Industrial  Arts  1.    Drawing  for  the  Grammar  Grades. 

Effort  is  made  to  show  the  relation  of  drawing  to  the 
technique  and  the  teaching  of  other  subjects.  In  doing  this 
such  general  topics  and  principles  as  the  following  are  con- 
sidered: Color  harmonies  and  perspective  principles  of  de- 
sign, illustration  and  composition,  picture  study  and  art 
appreciation,  free-hand  lettering,  poster  arrangement,  card- 
board construction,  etc. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

Industrial  Arts  2.    Drawing  for  Grammar  Grades. 

Continuation   of   Industrial   Arts    1. 
Two  periods  per  week.   Credit  one  hour. 

Industrial  Arts   3.     Industrial    Arts    for    Intermediate 
Grades. 

A  study  is  made  of  those  enterprises  and  industries  that 
the  child  meets  in  his  geography,  history,  science,  art,  etc. 
It  will  involve  a  study  of  textiles,  basketry,  clay  modeling, 
weaving,  etc.  The  education  value  is  emphasized  through- 
out. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

Industrial    Arts    4.      Industrial    Arts    for    Intermediate 
Grades. 

Continuation  of  Industrial  Arts  3. 
Two  periods  per  week. 

Industrial  Arts  5.    Drawing  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

This  coures  is  similar  to  Industrial  Arts  1,  except  that 
the  application  is  made  to  the  intermediate  grades.  The 
same  general  topics  are  treated. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 
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Industrial,  Arts  6.     Industrial  Arts  for  Primary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Industrial  Arts  5. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of 
forms  familiar  to  a  child  of  these  grades.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  simple  problems,  such  as  nature  drawings,  simple 
lettering,  poster  making,  color  study,  etc. 

Four  hours  per  week.     Credit  two  hours. 

EDUCATION 

Education  1.    Introduction  to  Teaching. 

This  is  a  required  course  in  all  curricula.  It  is  a  course 
aiming  to  give  the  student  such  information  and  advice  as 
will  aid  him  in  the  selection  of  a  specific  curriculum.  Various 
types  of  teaching  service  are  analyzed,  especially  the  essen- 
tial qualities  necessary  to  success  in  each  type  of  work.  For 
this  purpose  instruction  is  correlated  with  numerous  visits 
to  the  observation  school. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 
Education  2.     Observation  and  Participation. 
This  is  the  laboratory  basis  for  Education  1. 
One  period  per  week.     Credit  five-tenths  hour. 

Education  3.     Psychology. 

An  elementary  course  combining  the  important  topics 
of  both  general  and  educational  psychology.  The  chief  em- 
phasis is  upon  instinctive  tendencies ;  habit  formation,  mem- 
ory, association  and  economy  of  learning,  the  effective  life, 
the  thought  process.  Much  thought  is  given  to  the  more  sig- 
nificant characteristics  of  children  as  successive  levels  of 
growth. 
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One  laboratory  period  each  week  given  to  experiments 
and  learning  observation  of  children,  etc. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  3a.     Observation  and  Participation. 

This  is  a  required  course  for  intermediate  grade  teach- 
ers. It  is  taken  at  the  time  Education  3  is  pursued,  but  is 
not  a  part  of  that  course.  Opportunity  is  here  given  for 
these  students  to  come  in  close  contact  with  the  actual  teach- 
ing in  the  respective  fields,  to  acquire  something  of  the  tech- 
nique of  teaching  through  systematic  observation  and  par- 
ticipation. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

Education  4.     Educational  Measurements. 

Instruction  and  practice  in  the  use  of  standardized  tests 
and  scales.  The  work  is  given  at  the  time  the  student  is 
doing  his  practice  teaching  when  their  value  in  improving 
instruction,  etc.,  can  be  best  appreciated. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit,  two  hours. 

Education  5.     School  Management. 

This  course  attempts  to  give  the  teacher  a  broader  view 
of  education  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  principles 
of  it.  The  work  here  is  given  at  the  time  practice  teaching 
is  done.  Many  of  the  problems  discussed  are  those  that 
come  up  while  practice  teaching  is  being  done. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Credit  three  hours. 

Education  6.     Grammar  Grade  Methods. 

The  aim  of  minimum  essentials,  psychology,  and  tech- 
nique of  the  elementary  school  subjects:  Language,  spelling, 
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reading,  geography,  history,  arithmetic,  etc.  This  course 
parallels  Education  7,  Observation  and  Participation.  Much 
use  will  be  made  of  the  observation  school. 

Four  periods  per  week.   Credit  four  hours. 
Education  7.    Observation  and  Participation. 

In  reality  this  course  in  an  important  part  of  Education 
6.  The  work  in  that  course  furnished  a  basis  for  the  work 
here.  Students  are  expected  to  become  familiar  with  the 
routine  of  school  work  and  participate  in  keeping  records, 
checking  students'  papers,  playground  activities,  etc.  It  is 
preparatory  for  practice  teaching  which  follows  the  next 
quarter. 

One  period  per  week.     Credit  five-tenths  hour. 

Education  9.     Conferences. 

This  is  an  integral  part  of  Education  10,  Practice 
Teaching.  The  practice  teachers  meet  in  conferences  with 
the  special  supervisor  daily. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  five-tenths  hour. 

Education  10.     Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  is  the  dominating  feature  of  the  stu- 
dent's work  during  the  term  in  which  that  work  is  done. 
The  student  must  spend  two  hours  each  day,  either  in  actual 
teaching  under  supervision  or  doing  routine  of  school  work. 

Ten  hours  per  week.     Credit  eight  hours. 
Education  11.     Intermediate  Grade  Methods. 

A  study  of  the  outstanding  characteristics  of  children 
during  the  years  from  eight  to  twelve  inclusive;  specific 
educational  problems  of  the  intermediate  grades,  and  the 
treatment  of  subject  matter  in  these  grades.  Observation  of 
class  work  is  a  feature  of  the  course. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit  three  hours. 
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Education  13.     Activities  of  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  will  concern  itself  with  projects  suitable  for 
primary  grades.  The  subject  matter  of  the  old  curriculum, 
reading,  writing,  language,  number,  nature  study,  etc.,  will 
grow  out  of  these  projects. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  14.     Reading  and  Language. 

First  half  of  the  course  deals  with  the  teaching  of  read- 
ing in  the  early  grades.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to 
beginning  reading,  emphasis  being  placed  upon  the  impor- 
tance of  building  up  a  child's  desire  for  reading  through  his 
interest  in  the  world  about  him,  and  in  the  story,  story  books 
and  pictures.  Second  half  of  the  course  deals  with  the  lan- 
guage problems  of  the  early  grades,  helping  children  to 
freer,  richer  expression  both  written  and  oral.  The  story  and 
its  help  in  language  acquirements  will  be  given  consideration. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  15.     Principles  of  Education. 

An  integrating  course  which  aims  to  bring  together  and 
interpret  the  details  of  education  theory  and  practice  rep- 
resented by  the  preliminary  course,  and  to  leave  with  the 
student  a  unified  body  of  educational  doctrine.  It  involves  a 
discussion  of  such  topics  as :  the  definition  of  education,  the 
aim  of  education,  the  development  of  various  conceptions  of 
educational  values,  that  genesis  and  present  status  of  certain 
controverted  questions  as :  the  doctrine  of  interest,  the  rela- 
tion of  liberal  or  vocational  education,  the  doctrine  of 
formal  discipline,  etc. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit,  four  hours. 

1.     Sociology  and  Social  Problems. 

Designed  especially  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  per- 
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speetive  view  of  the  place  of  education  in  the  general  social 
scheme  and  of  the  relation  of  the  school  to  other  agencies 
of  social  welfare.  Studies  of  defectives,  delinquents  and  de- 
pendents, penology,  juvenile  delinquency,  etc. 

Three  periods  per  week.  Credit  three  hours. 

ENGLISH 

English  1,  2,  3.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

This  is  a  careful  study  of  the  fundamentals  of  technical 
English.  It  attempts  to  correct  the  errors  of  both  spoken 
and  written  language,  to  discover  logical  and  historical  rea- 
sons for  correct  language  forms,  and  to  develop  skill  in  the 
recognition  and  use  of  these  forms.  Extensive  reading  of 
poetry  and  prose  is  required. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 

Texts:  Advanced  English  Grammar — Kittredge  and 
Farley. 

Century  Handbook  of  Composition — Geever  and  Jones. 
Freshman's  Composition — Lathrop. 

English  4,  5,  6.     Introduction  to  Literature. 

A  study  of  the  technique  of  versification,  including  famil- 
iarity with  general  types  of  poetry,  and  subdivisions  of  lyric 
and  narrative  poetry;  the  drama  as  a  type  of  literature, 
with  a  study  of  representative  plays ;  and  the  study  of  prose 
fiction  as  the  most  popular  type  of  contemporary  writing. 
Both  the  novel  and  the  short  story  are  studied  in  detail. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 
Texts:     Forms  of  English  Poetry.     Johnson. 
The  Technique  of  the  Drama.     Woodbridge. 
The  Masters  of  the  English  Novel.    Burton. 
Studying  the  Short  Story.     Essenwein. 
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English,  7,  8,  9.    English  and  American  Literature. 

A  review  course  showing  the  development  of  the  lan- 
guage along  lines  of  history,  language  forms,  and  social 
ideals.  Extensive  reading,  report  and  theme  work  are  re- 
quired. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 

Texts:  Standard  histories  of  literature,  both  English 
and  American,  and  the  best  writers. 

English  10.     Speaking  and  Debating. 

This  course  will  seek  to  prepare  students  for  public  oc- 
casions; the  organization  of  community  clubs,  societies,  and 
general  group  leadership.  Drill  will  be  given  in  outlining 
and  assembling  material,  in  presentation,  in  debating,  and  in 
parliamentary  usage. 

One  quarter,  four  quarter-hours. 

Text:     To  be  selected. 

English  11.     Literary  Criticism. 

This  is  a  course  in  the  essentials  or  characteristics  of 
literature;  imagination,  emotion,  thought,  form.  This  pur- 
poses to  make  first-hand  distinction  between  good  literature 
and  that  of  an  indifferent  or  worthless  nature. 

One  quarter,  four  quarter-hours. 

Texts :     Literary   Criticism.      Winchester. 

Parallel  reading  in  library. 

English  12b.   Literature  for  Children. 

This  is  designed  to  help  the  teacher  to  appreciate,  choose 
and  present  to  the  early  grades  the  literature  of  childhood. 
A  survey  and  classification  will  be  made  of  Mother  Goose, 
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folk  and  fairy  tales,  myths,  legends,  fables,  hero  tales, 
nature  and  realistic  stories;  also,  a  study  and  classification 
of  the  poetry  of  childhood. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

English  12.     Literature  of  Grammar  Grades. 

This  is  a  systematic  study  of  the  literature  of  these 
grades.  Each  student  will  be  expected  to  compose  a  limited 
number  of  stories  ready  for  telling.  Stories  will  be  classified 
into  types  of  literature,  etc. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Texts:  Stories  for  upper  Grammar  Grades — Cross  and 
Statler;   Children's  Literature — Curry-Clip penger. 

English  13.    Reading  and  Voice. 

Designed  primarily  to  insure  a  good  teaching  voice  and 
effective  address  with  facility  and  ease  in  oral  expression. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  1.5  hours, 

English  14.    Literature  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

Treatment  same  as  in  English  11,  except  that  the  con- 
tent relates  to  the  literature  of  these  grades. 

Three  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.     Credit,  three 

hours. 

FRENCH 

French  1.    Beginning  French. 

Open  to  those  who  have  no  high  school  French.  Compo- 
sition, conversation,  and  the  reading  of  a  large  amount  of 
easy  French  prose  and  poetry.  Study  of  selected  topics  in 
French  Grammar. 

Three  periods  per  week.  Credit,  three  hours. 

French  2.    Beginning  French. 

Continuation  of  French  1.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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French  3.     Beginning  French. 

Continuation  of  French  2.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  4.    Elementary  French  Literature. 

In  this  course  a  considerable  amount  of  reading  is  done, 
including  modern  French  plays,  novels,  short  stories.  Com- 
position and  conversation  form  an  important  part  of  the 
course.  This  course  is  open  to  students  who  have  had  one 
or  two  years  of  French  in  high  school,  or  French  1,  2,  and  3. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  5.     Elementary  French  Literature. 

Continuation  of  French  4.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  6.     Elementary  French  Literature. 

Continuation  of  French  5.     Credit,  three  hours. 

GEOGRAPHY 

Geography  1.     Fundamentals  of  Regional  Geography. 

A  course  in  systematic  geography.  A  systematic  study 
of  climate,  using  regions  of  North  America  as  types.  Topics : 
Weather  and  weather  observation ;  elements  of  climate,  tem- 
perature, moisture,  winds,  and  pressure,  influence  of  climatic 
regions  upon  plants,  animals  and  industrial  life. 

Text :    Meteorology.    Milham. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Geography  2.    Physiography. 

Systematic  study^  of  land  forms,  their  changes  and  in- 
fluences upon  man.  Topics:  Materials  of  the  earth,  forces 
and  process  changing  the  surface  of  the  land,  soil,  their 
classification  and  origin,  major  physiographic  features, 
their  origin  and  influence  upon  man. 

Text :     Physiography.     Martin. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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Geography  3.     North  America. 

A  study  of  North  America  in  its  relations  to  the  world  as 
a  whole.  The  work  is  organized  around  problems.  Topics : 
Coast  line,  topography,  drainage,  soil  and  climate,  mineral 
and  plant  resources,  distribution  of  the  people. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Geography     4.    Economic     and    Commercial     Geography, 
United  States. 

A  study  of  geographical  features  involved  in  production, 
consumption  and  conservation  of  chief  commercial  products 
of  the  United  States.  Topics :  Food  resources,  cereals,  ani- 
mals, vegetables,  fruits,  power,  textile  industries,  etc. 

Text:     Commercial  and  Industrial  Geography.     Smith. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Geography  5.    Conservation  of  Natural  Resources. 

The  conservation  of  the  natural  resources  is  of  primary 
interest  to  the  teacher,  preacher,  lawyer,  and  layman  alike. 
Topics :  Need  of  conservation,  classification  of  lands,  and 
their  utilization,  soil  and  soil  conservation,  immigration, 
swamp  reclamation,  conservation  of  forests,  water  power, 
minerals,  etc. 

Text:  Conservation  of  Our  Natural  Resources.  Van 
Hise. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

HISTORY 

History  1.     American  History.     1492-1829. 

Deals  with  the  colonial  development,  formation  and  na- 
ture of  the  Constitution,  rise  of  political  parties,  etc. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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History  2.    American  History.     1829-1877. 

Economic,  political  and  social  changes  of  the  Jacksonian 
epoch,  slavery,  secession,  Civil  war,  reconstruction. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  3.    American  History.    1877  to  date. 

Rise  of  the  New  South,  development  of  political  and 
economic  conditions,  Spanish- American  war,  the  new  nation- 
alism and  internationalism. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

'History  4.    North  Carolina  History. 

General  course  in  the  social,  political  and  economic  de- 
velopment of  the  State. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  5.    Modern  Europe. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  extending  through  the  year. 
A  development  of  European  civilization,  dating  from  about 
1500  to  the  present. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  6  and  7.    Modern  Europe. 
Continuation  of  History  5. 
Credit  three  hours  each  quarter. 

History  8.     European  Background  for  American  History. 

A  course  which  attempts  to  emphasize  the  features  in 
European  History  that  gives  an  interpretive  basis  for  an 
understanding  of  the  history  of  the  United  States.  Only 
those  countries — England,  Germany,  France — which  have 
had  a  more  or  less  definite  influence  on  the  political,  social 
and  economic  history  of  the  United  States  will  be  considered. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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History  for  Primary  Grades. 

This  is  a  combination  of  history,  community  life  and 
civics.  The  work  is  built  up  around  the  units :  Home,  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  school,  community,  illustrating  these  units, 
pioneer  life,  shepherd  life,  Indian  life.  The  Vikings  and 
local  community  history  will  be  considered. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  10.     Citizenship. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  problems  of  the  day,  locally,  nationally  and  internation- 
ally. Wide  reading  from  periodicals  in  which  the  varying 
views  are  expressed  is  given  to  develop  the  habit  of  weigh- 
ing evidence. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

Home  Economics  in  the  program  of  teacher  training 
finds  its  justification  in  the  fact  (1)  that  the  teaching  of  it 
is  expected  in  the  elementary  school  curriculum,  and  (2)  it 
enhances  the  value  of  the  teacher  in  the  community.  To  this 
end,  the  courses  are  organized  so  as  to  better  prepare  the 
teacher  for  classwork,  and  for  a  more  vital  service  in  the 
community. 

Home  Economics  1  and  2.     Elementary  Sewing. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  whose  high  school  tran- 
script carries  no  credit  for  such  work.  It  concerns  itself 
with  the  principles  of  hand  and  machine  sewing  applied  to 
the  making  of  household  articles,  as  a  sample  dress,  etc., 
plain  and  simple  decorative  stitches ;  suitable  material,  eco- 
nomics of  buying  and  comparison  of  ready-to-wear  and 
home-made  articles;  teaching  methods;  manipulation  of 
patterns. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  two  quarters.  Credit,  two  hours. 
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Home  Economics  3  and  4.    Elementary  Cooking. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  whose  high  school  tran- 
script carries  no  credit  for  such  work.  A  study  of  various 
classes  of  foods  and  the  underlying  principles  of  cooking. 
Consideration  of  the  nutritive  value  of  foods,  economy  in 
buying,  preparation  and  service.  Choice,  care  and  manage- 
ment of  kitchen  furnishings  and  utensils. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  two  quarters.  Credit,  two  hours. 

Home  Economics  5.     Home  Management  and  House  Fur- 
nishings. 

Civic  responsibilities  of  the  home;  the  organization  and 
efficient  management  of  the  home  industries,  household  ac- 
counts and  the  family  budget.  Construction  of  the  house  in 
relation  to  the  furnishings ;  wall  and  floor  finishes ;  floor 
coverings,  draperies,  household  linens ;  china,  glass  and 
kitchen  utensils. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Home  Economics  6.     Elementary  Dressmaking. 

Prerequisite  Home  Economics  1  and  2  or  their  equiva- 
lent. First  principles  of  dressmaking ;  study  of  suitable  and 
appropriate  materials  and  buying  patterns ;  economic  as- 
pects of  clothing  and  budgets ;  ready-to-wear  versus  home- 
made garments.  Various  articles  are  made  as  laboratory 
exercises. 

Five  periods  per  week  for  one  quarter.  Credit,  three 
hours. 

Home  Economics  7.    Millinery. 

A  beginning  course  in  millinery,  principles  covering  de- 
signing, making  and  trimming  of  several  types  of  hats, 
common  millinery  stitches,  folds,  bows,  and  trimmings. 

Five  periods  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit,  three  hours.

Home  Economics  8.     Costume  Design. 

Structural  characteristics  and  types  of  human  figures 
analyzed  in  relation  to  clothing.  Dress  from  the  historic, 
economic,  hygienic  and  psychological  standpoint. 

Five  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.  Credit,  three  hours. 

Home  Economics  9.    Advanced  Cooking. 

Prerequisite  Home  Economics  3  and  4  or  their  equiva- 
lent. Many  of  the  topics  treated  in  Home  Economics  3  and 
4  will  be  taken  up  in  a  more  extended  fashion.  Special  con- 
sideration is  given  to  meals — planning,  adapting  to  condi- 
tions, nutritive  value,  cost,  planning  and  serving  of  break- 
fasts, lunches,  dinners,  etc. 

Five  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Home  Economics  10.     Nutrition. 

The  nutritive  value  of  various  classes  of  food  is  consid- 
ered. This  course  forms  a  basis  for  the  planning  of  bal- 
anced meals.     Some  knowledge  of  chemistry  is  required. 

Five  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.  Credit,  three 
hours. 

Home  Economics  11.     Dietetics. 

Application  is  here  made  of  the  knowledge  of  human 
nutrition  to  the  feeding  of  individuals  and  family  groups. 
Topics  such  as  physiology  of  digestion,  metabolism,  dieta- 
ries, malnutrition,  etc. 

Five  periods  per  week  for  one  quarter.     Credit,  three 

hours. 

MATHEMATICS 

Mathematics  1.     Solid  Geometry. 

This  course  concerns  itself  with  planes,  lines,  dihedral 
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and  polyhedral  angles,  prisms,  parallelopipeds,  pyramids, 
cylinders,  cones,  spheres,  spherical  triangles,  areas,  volumes. 

Three  recitation  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Mathematics  2.    Advanced  College  Algebra. 

Permutations  and  combinations,  partial  fractions,  log- 
arithms, continued  fractions,  inequalities,  variation,  proba- 
bility, theory  of  equations,  determinants,  complex  variables, 
graphical  representation. 

Three  recitation  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Mathematics  3.     Plane  Trigonometry. 

Trigonometric  functions,  transformations,  trigonometric 
equations,  solution  of  plane,  right  and  oblique  triangles,  in- 
verse functions,  constructions  of  logarithmic  and  trigono- 
metric tables. 

Three  hour  recitation  periods  per  week.  Credit,  three 
hours. 

Mathematics  4.     Spherical  Trigonometry. 

Mathematics  5.     Analytic  Geometry. 

Mathematics  6.    Analytic  Geometry. 

Mathematics  7.  Arithmetic  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

This  course  aims  to  secure  efficiency  in  the  technique  of 
the  arithmetical  processes  of  these  grades  and  their  applica- 
tion to  the  practical  problems.  A  discussion  of  some  of  the 
standardized  arithmetical  tests  will  form  a  part  of  the 
course. 

Credit,  three  hours. 
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MUSIC 

Music  1.    Fundamentals. 

This  course  will  include  the  study  of  the  theory  of  music, 
sight  reading,  ear  training,  tone  production,  dictation, 
rhythm,  etc.  It  aims  to  give  the  student  a  usable  knowledge 
of  the  fundamentals  of  the  principles  of  music. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Music  2.    Fundamentals. 
Continuation  of  Music  1. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Music  3.     Music  for  Grammar  Grades. 

Abundance  of  material  suitable  for  use  in  these  grades  is 
studied.  The  following  problems  are  considered:  Com- 
parison of  major  and  minor  modes,  study  of  modulations 
and  chromatics,  the  adolescent  boy  voice,  the  bass  cleff, 
music  appreciation  and  use  of  the  phonograph. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Music  4.    Music  for  Grammar  Grades. 
Continuation  of  Music  3. 
Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

Music  5.    Music  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

Topics  considered,  chromatics,  complicated  rhythms, 
and  part-singing.  The  use  of  the  various  types  of  systematic 
drill  for  securing  accurate  and  rapid  sight  singing.  Mate- 
rials suitable  for  use  in  these  grades  are  studied. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Music  6.    Music  for  Intermediate  Grades. 
Continuation  of  Music  5. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 
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Music  7.     Music  for  Primary  Grades. 

Based  on  two  distinct  lines  of  musical  activity:  (1)  rote 
singing  and  (2)  sight  singing.  The  use  of  rote  songs,  sing- 
ing games,  dramatization  and  folk  dances  on  a  basis  for  de- 
velopment of  the  child's  tone  and  rhythmic  senses,  and  for 
the  development  of  appreciation  of  music.  Materials  suit- 
able for  these  grades  are  used. 

Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

Music  8.     Music  for  Primary  Grades. 
Continuation  of  Music  7. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Physical  Education  1.     Plays  and  Games  for  Grammar 
Grades. 

This  course  offers  the  students  an  actual  playing  ac- 
quaintance with  the  types  of  games  that  children  of  these 
ages  like  and  need  for  their  development.  Incorporated  with 
the  practical  work  is  a  discussion  of  the  principles  upon 
which  this  choice  of  materials  is  based,  the  best  methods  of 
presentation,  and  the  necessity  for  adaptation  to  the  needs 
of  any  particular  group.  There  is  then  a  psychological 
basis  for  all  work  done.  So  far  as  possible  the  work  is  done 
in  acutal  contact  with  children  of  the  Demonstration  School. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  2.     Plays  and  Games  for  Grammar 
Grades. 

Continuation  of  Physical  Education  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 
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Physical  Education  3.     Plays  and  Games  for  Primary 
Grades. 

This  course  has  the  same  basis  and  the  same  aim  as  Phy- 
sical Education  1.  The  games  and  activities  are  appro- 
priate for  children  of  the  primary  grades.  The  significance 
of  play  in  early  childhood  education  is  emphasized. 

Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour.

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SCIENCE 

Botany  1.     Non-Flowering  Plants. 

A  systematic  study  of  algae,  ferns,  mosses,  lichens,  etc. 
Through  a  laboratory  study  of  types,  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  the  morphology,  physiology,  metabolism,  and  re- 
production of  these  plants. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.    Credit,  three  hours. 

Botany  2.     Flowering  Plants. 

Representatives  of  both  monocotyledenous  and  dicotyled- 
enous  plants  will  be  considered. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit  three  hours. 

Bacteriology  1.     General  Bacteriology. 

Prerequisite:  Biology  1  and  2.  This  course  includes 
the  study  of  the  morphology,  the  physiology,  distribution 
and  classification  of  bacteria.  Bacteria  of  air,  of  water,  of 
the  earth,  of  dairy  products  are  studied  in  addition  to  the 
pathogenic  bacteria  and  those  infesting  plant  life.  The  ni- 
trogen-fixing bacteria  of  the  soil  are  considered  in  their 
relation  to  the  agriculturist. 

Text-book:     Bacteriology.     Buchanan. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

Zoology  1.     Invertebrate  Zoology. 

An  elementary  study  of  the  lower  forms  of  invertebrate 
life.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  morphology,  physiol- 
ogy and  reproduction  of  the  amoeba,  hydra,  sponge,  earth 
worms  and  crayfish.    These  will  be  taken  as  types. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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Zoology  2.      Vertebrate  Zoology. 

A  hurried  and  elementary  comparative  study  of  verte- 
brate forms,  from  the  lower  to  the  higher,  concluding  with 
the  vertebrates,  of  which  the  rat  will  be  taken  as  a  type. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  anatomy,  embryology  and 
life  history  of  each. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Zoology  3.    Economic  Entomology. 

This  course  deals  with  the  study  of  insect  life,  with  special 
references  to  its  harmful  and  useful  features.  It  considers 
insects  in  relation  to  diseases  of  man  and  his  domestic  ani- 
mals, as  well  as  their  harmful  influence  on  crops.  Prevent- 
ative and  curative  measures  are  discussed. 

Biology  1.     General  Biology. 

Introduction  to  the  subject  sciences.  A  foundation 
course  for  later  study  in  botany,  zoology,  physiology,  psy- 
chology. Topics :  Nature  and  scope  of  general  biology,  na- 
ture of  life,  protoplasm,  cell  structure,  cell  nutrition,  cell 
reproduction,  cell  behavior,  origin  of  sex,  differentiation  of 
sex,  etc.  Types  of  plant  and  animal  life  will  be  used  as  a 
laboratory  basis  for  the  principles  learned. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  2.     Continuation  of  Biology  1. 

The  first  course  has  furnished  a  basis  for  a  more  sys- 
tematic study  and  a  better  understanding  of  larger  scientific 
principles.  Through  the  study  of  the  morphology,  physiol- 
ogy and  ecology  of  representative  plants  and  animals,  these 
general  topics  are  considered:  Lamarhim,  evolution,  Dar- 
winism, mutation  theory,  Mendelism,  etc. 
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Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  3.     Human  Physiology. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  individual  a  better 
understanding  of  his  own  mechanism,  with  a  view  to  better 
fitting  him  to  care  for  his  own  health,  and  that  of  others. 
Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  function  and  structure 
of  the  muscular  nerves;  digestive,  respiratory,  circulatory, 
and  excretory  systems. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  4.  Nature  Study  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

Nature  study  through  observation,  studying  the  com- 
mon plants  and  animals,  trees,  flowers,  ferns,  and  fungi, 
birds,  pets  and  wild  animals  which  are  common. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  5.    Nature  Study  of  the  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  will  consist  of  such  aspects  as  come  within 
intelligent  interest  of  the  child,  viz:  The  keeping  and  care 
of  pets,  the  garden  making,  growing  vegetables,  flowers,  and 
plants,  and  the  organization  of  a  course  of  study  and  its 
relation  to  the  child's  school  days.  Methods  of  teaching 
nature  subjects  are  presented  and  outlined  suitable  for 
these  grades  and  formulated. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  la.     Applied  Chemistry. 

No  knowledge  of  chemistry  is  presupposed  in  this  course. 
It  is  especially  recommended  for  those  students  who  may 
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not  be  concerned  about  pursuing  chemistry  in  college,  but 
should  know  the  chemistry  of  every  day  life.  The  work  will 
run  throughout  the  year.  Chemistry  la  will  be  concerned 
with  chemistry  in  the  household. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  2b.    Applied  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  la  with  special  references  to 
Agriculture. 

Chemistry  3c.     Applied  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  2b  with  special  reference  to  the  indus- 
tries. 

Chemistry  1.     General  Chemistry. 

This  continues  the  course  that  has  for  its  aim  the  giving 
of  a  broad  conception  of  the  fundamental  principles,  laws, 
and  theories  of  chemical  action,  thereby  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  further  study  in  the  subject.  A  detailed  study  is 
made  of  the  elements  oxygen,  hydrogen,  nitrogen,  followed 
by  the  study  of  other  elements  by  families. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.  Credit,  three  hours. 

Text:    Smith's  General  Chemistry  for  College. 

Chemistry  2.     General  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  1.  Halogens,  carbons,  and 
other  compounds. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.  Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  3.    General  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  2.  A  study  of  additional 
non-metals  and  their  compounds;  elected  metals  and  their 
compounds.    Relation  of  these  to  daily  life  is  emphasized. 
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Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.    Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  4.     Organic  Chemistry. 

Prerequisite:    Chemistry  1,  2,  and  3,  or  their  equivalent. 

This  is  a  basic  course  in  organic  chemistry.  The  work 
of  this  quarter  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  aliphatic 
compounds. 

Two  laboratory  and  two   recitation  periods  per  week. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  5.     Organic  Chemistry. 

A  continuation  of  Chemistry  4.  During  this  quarter, 
work  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  organic  compounds. 

Two   laboratory   and   one   recitation   period   per   week. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  6.    Qualitative  Anaylsis. 

A  systematic  separation  of  metals  and  non-metals  from 
unknown  solutions  and  study  of  the  principles  of  compounds, 
solution  and  mass  action. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  1. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  throughout  the  year.  A 
course  in  high  school  physics  is  a  prerequisite.  A  knowledge 
of  trigonometry  would  be  very  desirable.  A  detailed  study 
is  made  of  mechanics,  heat,  light,  magnetism,  and  electricity. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours.

SUMMER  QUARTER 

This  institution  is  a  State  Normal.  All  its  energies  are 
devoted  to  training  teachers  f<*r  the  elementary  schools.  For 
this  purpose  it  has  a  two-year  normal  course  based  upon 
standard  high-school  graduation.  The  summer  quarter  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  year's  work.  Whatever  work  one 
takes  during  the  summer  will  count  toward  graduation,  pro- 
vided the  entrance  requirements  shall  have  been  met. 

WHO  MAY  TAKE  THE  WORK 

Since  the  summer  quarter  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
year's  work,  the  same  entrance  requirements  prevail  as  dur- 
ing the  regular  year.  In  terms  of  training  and  in  terms  of 
certificates,  the  following  will  be  entitled  to  enter  the  insti- 
tution and  receive  credit  as  indicated. 

a.  Graduates  of  standard  high  schools.  With  two  six- 
weeks  summer  schools  such  students  would  reecive  an 
Elementary  B  certificate.

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Four  six-week  summer  schools  are  necessary  to  raise  a 
certificate  from  one  class  to  another — e.g.,  Primary  Class  C 
to  Primary  B.  To  remain  through  both  terms  this  summer 
will  complete  one-half  the  work.  One  six-week  summer 
school  will  give  those  with  one  year  of  standard  college  credit 
an  Elementary  A  certificate,  and  those  with  two  years  of 
standard  college  credit  a  Grammar  Grade  C  or  Primary  C, 
provided  the  work  be  done  in  Education. 

During  1926  there  were  two  summer  schools.  The  first 
began  June  1  and  closed  July  9,  and  the  second  began  July 
13  and  closed  August  20. 

The  extra  faculty  was  chosen  with  care.  The  names  of 
students  are  given  elsewhere.  There  were  enrolled  1025 
during  both  schools.  More  ample  accommodations  for  the 
1927  summer  schools  are  being  made. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  worked  out  nine 
six-week  summer  schools.  This  work  is  intended  for  teach- 
ers in  service.  The  work,  however,  corresponds  to  the  work 
during  the  regular  year.  Teachers  can  take  this  work  and 
receive  credit  towards  graduation  from  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment.    This  makes  the  summer  schools  a  part  of  the  regular 

normal  work.

In  these  courses  the  first  numeral  denotes  the  number  of 
the  summer  school.  The  second  numeral  denotes  the  number 
of  the  course.

If  you  are  really 
anxious  to  get  in  the  dormitory  it  would  be  well  to  send  the 
$5.00  reservation  fee  at  once,  stating  that  you  desire  such 
accommodations.  All  requests  for  reservations  in  the  dormi- 
tories will  be  filled  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received. 
Unless  your  reservation  is  made  early  there  can  be  no  guar- 
antee of  your  securing  accommodations. 

Board  in  private  homes  (term  of  6  weeks)  $30.00  to 
$35.00. 

Rooms  will  be  assigned  a  few  weeks  before  the  opening 
of  the  summer  school.  A  card  will  be  sent  each  applicant, 
giving  the  number  of  the  room  and  the  building.  It  will  be 
wise  to  keep  this  card  and  bring  it  with  you. 

Those  who  desire  accommodations  outside  the  school  can 
select  their  places  after  arriving  here. 

All  students  should  come  direct  to  the  school  office  on 

arriving  in  town. 

REMINDERS 

1.  BOARD — All  who  get  reservations  in  the  dormitory 
must  bring  bedding  and  towels.  Double  beds  are  used.  New- 
land  Hall  on  the  campus  is  reserved  as  a  private  boarding 
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house.  Rooms  are  furnished.  The  charge  will  be  $30.00. 
Students  take  meals  in  Hall.  No  places  will  be  assigned  in 
town.     Students  must  make  their  own  selections. 

2.  LAUNDRY — The  school  will  have  no  way  of  doing 
laundry  during  the  summer.  Each  student  will  have  to 
arrange  for  her  own  work. 

3.  REGISTERING— The  reservation  fee  sent  in  for 
room  will  be  returned  when  called  for  in  person.  These  fees 
are  in  the  President's  office.  Students  should  select  the  num- 
ber of  the  summer  school  they  desire  and  have  the  proper 
person  to  sign  their  cards.  They  go  to  the  bursar  and  pay 
$5.00.  This  must  be  done  before  students  are  registered  in 
classes. 

4.  COUNTY  SUMMER  SCHOOL.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  will  not  conduct  a  county  summer  school 
during  1926. 

5.  "MAKE  UP  WORK"— The  summer  school  is 
planned  for  teachers.  There  will  be  no  classes  in  the  higher 
branches.  No  work  will  be  offered  for  those  who  want  to 
make  up  courses  in  college  work  or  preparatory  courses. 

6.  TRANSPORTATION— The  school  will  have  repre- 
sentatives at  Lenoir,  North  Carolina,  and  North  Wilkesboro, 
North  Carolina,  who  will  look  after  students.  "Stickers" 
will  be  sent  to  all  students  who  are  known  to  the  school. 
These  "stickers"  should  be  put  on  baggage. 

7.  MARRIED  COUPLES— The  school  is  not  pre- 
pared to  furnish  rooms  for  light  housekeeping.  It  can  not 
care  for  families.  Board  and  room  will  be  given  to  a  man 
and  wife  if  they  both  attend  school. 
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DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOL 

The  Teacher  Training  Department  is  a  very  essential  and  significant 
one  since  the  Normal  School  receives  students  for  the  express  purpose 
of  educating  and  training  them  to  become  teachers  in  our  public 
schools.  In  order  to  know  whether  or  not  teachers  have  been  produced, 
some  medium  of  careful  testing,  discovering,  and  building  is  necessary. 
The  Teacher  Training  Department  furnishes  this  medium. 

Purpose:  This  department  bears  the  same  relation  to  the  professional 
training  of  teachers  that  a  laboratory  bears  to  the  training  of  scientists. 
Students  here  have  the  opportunity  of  observing  actual  teaching  by 
experienced  teachers,  of  doing  practice  teaching  under  the  supervision 
of  a  well-trained  staff,  and  of  seeing  the  administrative  details  of  school 
organization  in,  operation.  It  further  serves  as  a  laboratory  in  which 
new  educational  theories  may  be  tested  by  experiment,  and  where 
proposed  methods  may  be  adopted  to  the  various  conditions  under 
which  the  student  will  be  required  to  teach. 

Organization:  The  Demonstration  School  is  the  elementary  school 
of  the  town  of  Boone.  It  consists  of  seven  grades.  These  grades  are 
divided  into  small  groups.  The  student  teacher  teaches  these  small 
groups  in  rooms  especially  made  for  this  purpose.  It  is  recognized 
that  smaller,  rather  than  larger  groups,  are  of  greater  benefit  to  the 
student  in  that  she  can  under  such  conditions  give  concentrated  atten- 
tion to  the  vital  factors  of  teaching. 

Supervision:  This  department  is  in  charge  of  the  director  of  the 
demonstration  school  and  seven  critic  teachers.  Written  plans  or  out- 
lines of  fall  lessons  are  to  be  made  by  the  student  teacher  and  submitted 
to  the  critic  teacher  or  supervisor  for  approval  before  they  may  be 
taught.  Students  are  allowed  as  much  freedom  and  originality  in 
both  method  and  management  as  is  consistent  with  sound  educational 
principles. 

Observation:  This  work  includes  teaching,  writing  reports,  observ- 
ing, criticising,  lesson-planning,  assisting  the  teacher,  attending  con- 
ferences, and  keeping  records.  An  endeavor  is  made  to  place  the  student 
in  the  atmosphere  of  a  real  school  with  as  much  of  the  responsibility 
peculiar  to  the  teacher  in  charge  as  possible. 

Students  while  teaching  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  progress 
of  their  pupils  in  the  subjects  they  teach. 
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Correspondence  Courses 


CORRESPONDENCE   STUDY 

The  Appalachian  Normal  School,  desiring  to  be  of  the 
greatest  possible  service  to  the  public  school  teacher,  is  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  foremost  institutions  of  the  country  in 
founding  a  correspondence-study  department.  This  de- 
partment is  open  alike  to  our  large  and  ever-increasing 
number  of  students  and  to  those  without  normal-school 
training  who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  for  more  efficient 
service. 

Courses  by  correspondence  are  taught  by  regular  profes- 
sors in  the  institution,  which  assures  the  student  that  each 
course  will  be  thorough  and  up  to  date.  There  will  always 
be  the  maximum  touch  between  the  instructor  and  the  stu- 
dent. The  student  recites  each  lesson  in  its  entirety  and 
may  have  any  question  answered  on  which  he  needs  help. 

REGULATIONS 

Admission:  For  admission  to  the  correspondence  de- 
partment the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard  or 
approved  high  school,  or  holder  of  a  standard  teachers' 
certificate,  viz. :  Provisional  Elementary,  or  above. 

FEES 

A  fee  of  $2.00  per  quarter-hour  is  charged,  payable  in 
advance.  No  fee  or  parts  of  fees  can  be  refunded  after  the 
course  in  begun.  A  registration  fee  holds  good  for  twelve 
months  after  date  of  registration.  If  the  student  wishes  to 
complete  a  course  after  that  time,  a  renewal  fee  of  $2.00  is 
charged. 
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The  student  will  pay  postage  on  lessons  and  assignments 
each  way,  and  should  forward  with  each  lesson  postage  for 
its  return.  Money  should  be  sent  by  check  or  post  office 
money  order  made  payable  to  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School.  CREDIT 

All  courses  offered  count  toward  graduation  from  this 
institution.  The  Division  of  Certification  at  Raleigh  will 
allow  credit  toward  State  teachers'  certificates  for  work 
completed  here  by  correspondence  on  same  basis  as  during 
the  regular  term.  A  teacher  may  therefore  earn  both  cer- 
tificate credit  and  credit  toward  graduation  from  this  insti- 
tution. 

To  secure  one  summer  school  credit  by  correspondence, 
it  is  necessary  to  complete  twelve  hours  of  work. 

To  secure  credit  for  a  course,  a  final  examination  must 
be  taken  after  all  assignments  have  been  completed.  This 
must  be  done  not  later  than  three  months  after  the  last 
assignment  has  been  sent  in.  This  examination  may  be  taken 
here,  or  elsewhere  under  the  supervision  of  some  one 
approved  by  this  institution. 

Not  more  than  two  courses  may  be  taken  at  the  same 
time.  It  is  desirable  that  the  students  send  in  at  least  one 
assignment  per  week,  though  the  student  is  permitted  to 
send  in  more  or  fewer  assignments  per  week  as  his  or  her 
circumstances  permit. 

No  course  will  be  accredited  by  correspondence  which 
duplicates  a  course  previously  taken  for  either  certificate 
or  college  credit.  BOOKS 

Text  books  for  the  different  courses  may  be  had  from 
the  publishers  or  from  this  institution.  The  assignments 
for  each  course  will  usually  be  six  times  the  number  of  credit- 
hours  given  for  that  course. 
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COURSES 

Education  5 — School  Management.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

In  this  course  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  give  the  teacher 
a  broader  view  of  education  and  a  better  understanding  of 
the  principles  of  it.  The  following  topics  are  taken  up :  the 
aim  of  education,  the  function  and  aim  of  management, 
daily  program,  the  measure  of  a  teacher's  work  in  the  school 
room,  grading  and  promotion,  order  and  discipline,  rewards 
and    punishment. 

Psychology  4 — Child  Psychology.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  better 
understanding  of  the  physical  and  mental  development  of 
children  from  birth  to  adolescence.  This  course  includes  a 
study  of  the  influence  of  the  heredity  and  environment,  in- 
nate tendencies  and  capacities,  the  moral  and  religious  de- 
velopment of  the  child,  language  and  speech  development, 
individual  differences  and  their  significance  in  education,  the 
adjustment  of  school  work  to  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

History  1 — American  History.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  takes  up  the  conditions  in  Europe  about 
1492,  the  purposes  for  sending  colonies  to  America,  the 
causes  for  the  failure  of  some  colonies,  while  others  suc- 
ceeded, the  early  development  of  various  colonies. 

History  8 — European  Background.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

A  course  in  European  History  which  emphasizes  the  fea- 
tures directly  bearing  upon  the  background  and  development 
of  American  History.  Those  countries  (England,  France, 
and  Germany)  which  have  had  more  or  less  definite  influ- 
ence on  the  political,  social,  and  economic  history  of  the 
United  States  will  be  considered. 
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English  2 — Composition.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  is  a  practical  course  in  composition  for  the  every- 
day needs  of  teachers.  It  aims  at  correctness,  forcefulness, 
and  effectiveness  of  expression.  Topics :  Grammatical  cor- 
rectness, sentence  formation,  paragraphing,  rhetoric,  style, 
word  selection,  narrative  discourse. 

English  7 — English  Literature.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  covers  the  principal  developments  in  Eng- 
lish Literature  from  Chaucer  to  the  present  time.  Effort 
is  made  to  bring  out  the  connection  between  social  and  liter- 
ary movements,  to  show  how  the  literature  of  a  period 
reveals  the  life  of  the  time,  and  to  give  familiarity  with  the 
characteristics  of  the  chief  literary  forms.

August  20. — Dr.  J.  H.  Highsmith,  of  Raleigh,  delivers  the  address 
to  the  twenty-five  graduates  at  the  close  of  the  summer  quarter.  His 
subject  is  "Self-expression."

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A  nnouncements 

For    the    Regular    Term,    1926-27 


The  1926  annual  catalogue  is  supposed  to  give  the  history  of  the 
school  during  the  preceding  year.  There  will  be  few  changes  for  the 
j^ear  1926-1927.  A  few  new  members  will  be  chosen  for  the  faculty. 
Several  members  of  the  faculty  are  attending  universities  and  summer 
schools  to  raise  their  degrees.  The  school  is  now  a  member  of  the 
American   Association   of   Teachers'   Colleges   and   Normal   Schools. 

A  great  deal  of  work  is  being  done  on  the  school  grounds.  The 
drives  through  the  campus  are  being  hard-surfaced.  Lawns  are  being 
made  around  the  new  buildings. 

More  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  milk  supply  and  the  gardens  and 
farm. 

The  Trustees  are  contemplating  the  erection  of  half  a  dozen  small 
cottages  for  married  couples.  There  will  be  a  small  four  room  cottage 
that  will  rent  for  $8  per  month  and  a  larger  cottage  that  will  rent 
for  $15  per  month.  These  will  be  built  and  ready  for  those  who  may 
wish  to  come  after  the  Christmas  holidays.  It  is  hoped  that  a  number 
of  married  teachers  will  take  advantage  of  living  in  these  cottages. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Perry  occupied  during  the  past  year  rooms  in  the  Lovill 
Home  Annex,  where  he  cared  for  patients.  This  gave  the  school  the 
opportunity  of  having  sick  students  cared  for  on  the  campus.  The 
school  was  fortunate  during  the  year  in  having  very  few  cases  of 
sickness. 

The  school  is  a  two-year  normal  school  based  on  a  standard  high- 
school  course.  The  work  is  strictly  college  work  and  will  receive  college 
credit  in  any  of  the  four-year  colleges  towards  a  degree  in  Education. 
Students  who  complete  the  two  year  course  will  be  granted  the  Primary 
C  or  Grammar  Grade  C  Certificate. 

The  fall  term  will  open  August  24.  It  is  expected  that  all  students 
who  desire  credit  will  be  registered  by  August  25.  Those  who  do  not 
offer  themselves  for  registration  on  that  date  must  make  a  valid  excuse 
for  late  registering  and  if  allowed  to  register  must  make  up  the  work 
gone  over  by  the  class  and  also  pay  a  fee  of  $1  extra.  After  the  second 
week  it  will  be  questionable  whether  a  student  can  register  and  get 
full    credit. 

It  is  thought  best  by  the  management  that  the  athletic  fee  and 
other  student-activity  fees  be  in  the  hands  of  the  students  and  not 
collected  as  part  of  the  school  fees.  A  suggestion  along  this  line  is 
made:  In  a  mass  meeting  of  the  students  soon  after  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term,  if  the  student  body  agrees  on  a  student-activity  fee  this  will 
be  endorsed  by  the  school  authorities  and  collected  by  the  school  treas- 
urer and  turned  over  to  the  different  organizations  for  disbursement. 
A    fee  of  $2  per  term  will  make   for  the  three   regular   terms   in  the 
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neighborhood  of  $2000.  This  could  be  pro-rated  for  the  different  soci- 
eties. This  is  taken  from  the  Springfield,  South  Dakota,  Normal: 
Athletics  45%;  Lyceum  20%;  publication  12%;  movies  8%;  advertise- 
ment  8%;   miscellaneous    7%. 

During  the  year  the  school  has  had  quite  a  lot  of  publicity.  Ad- 
vertisements were  carried  in  a  number  of  special  editions  of  the  state 
dailies.  The  best  publication  that  the  school  has  had  has  been  the 
organization  of  the  students  from  one  county  furnishing  news  items 
for  the  local  papers.  This  has  brought  the  school  to  the  notice  of  the 
readers  of  the  local  papers  in  almost  every  county  in  the  state. 

All  the  normal  schools  in  North  Carolina  and  the  greater  number 
of  normal  schools  in  other  states  have  practically  the  same  courses 
of  study.  This  school  will  give  students  full  credit  for  all  the  work 
they  have  done  in  other  normal  schools.  But  a  student  must  remain 
three  quarters  in  order  to  graduate  from  the  normal  department. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  school  has  been  issuing  a  certificate  to 
graduates  in  the  high  school  department.  These  certificates  showed 
credits  that  the  high-school  student  had  earned.  A  simpler  certificate 
will  be  given  hereafter.  The  high-school  certificate  will  cost  $1.50.  The 
normal-school  diploma   will  cost  $2.50. 

The  living  rooms  in  the  dormitories  are  furnished  with  60-watt 
electric  lights.  No  students  will  be  allowed  to  use  a  brighter  lamp. 
No  student  must  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  electric  arrangements 
in  the  rooms.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  use  candles  or  oil  lamps 
after  the  lights  in  the  dormitories  are  turned  off  at  10  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  school  will  furnish  an  electric  light  for  each  room.  If  this  is 
burned  out  and  the  old  light  is  brought  to  the  matron  she  will  furnish 
a  new  lamp.  If  it  is  broken  or  misplaced  the  student  must  purchase  a 
new  lamp.  Students  are  held  responsible  for  the  furniture  in  the  room 
that  they  occupy.  They  must  not  under  any  conditions  get  furniture 
from  other  rooms.  The  occupants  of  a  room  must  keep  the  room  clean 
and  leave  it  in  a  sanitary  condition  when  the  school  closes.  The  rooms 
will  be  inspected  daily  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  dormitory. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  physical  education  and  health. 
.  The  school  will  not  encourage  strenuous  athletics  but  will  require  all 
students  to  take  a  certain  amount  of  physical  exercise  daily.  There  is 
a  good  baseball  diamond  and  a  number  of  tennis  courts.  There  are  two 
indoor  basketball  courts.  In  order  to  get  the  best  results  from  athletics 
students  should  have  a  gymnasium  outfit  and  a  bathing  suit. 

Every  student  must  pay  the  usual  registration  fee.  The  rule  is 
that  this  fee  is  not  to  be  refunded.  There  may  be  special  cases,  however, 
where  it  is  fair  for  the  students,  if  compelled  to  leave,  to  have  the  fee 
returned.  If  a  student  pays  for  board  in  the  dormitory  and  is  com- 
pelled to  leave  school  before  the  end  of  the  term,  he  may  ask  for  a 
refund  of  the  board  not  used. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  to  furnish  board  and  rooms.  It  is  not 
thought  wise  to  board  students  who  room  in  the  town  or  to  room 
students  who  board  in  town. 
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It  is  not  likely  that  the  school  will  sell  books  next  year.  If  it  does 
not  it  will  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  books  to  be  sold  in 
some  of  the  stores  in  town.     The  school  will  no  longer  sell  stationery. 

For  many  years  the  school  has  given  Monday  as  a  holiday.  This 
practice  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  will  be  continued.  It  is  thought 
wise  to  give  Monday  as  a  day  free  from  school  work. 

The  school  often  receives  inquiries  about  credits  and  certificates  that 
cannot  be  easily  answered.  All  these  inquiries  are  referred  to  Dr.  Jas. 
E.  Hillman,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  Dr.  Hillman  is  Director  of  Certification. 
There  may  be  some  changes  in  the  issuing  and  raising  of  certificates 
that  will  come  into  eifect  during  the  summer  of  1927.  When  these 
changes  are  issued  by  the  state  department  ample  notice  will  be  given 
to  all  interested  parties.

HISTORICAL 


DURING  the  summer  of  1899,  the  citizens  of  Watauga 
County  and  friends  elsewhere,  began  a  movement  to 
establish  a  good  school  in  the  town  of  Boone.  A 
site  was  donated  by  D.  B.  Dougherty  and  J.  F.  Hardin  in 
the  pines  on  the  east  of  town.  The  interest  in  erecting  the 
building  was  general.  A  list  of  the  contributors  is  preserved 
in  the  library. 

Messrs.  Dauphin  D.  Dougherty  and  Blanford  B.  Dough- 
erty began  the  school,  which  was  called  Watauga  Academy, 
in  the  fall  of  1899.  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  acted  as  county 
superintendent  and  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty  conducted  the 
school.  The  town  school  was  taught  in  connection  with  the 
other  work.  Watauga  Academy  was  conducted  in  the  old 
school  building  till  the  new  house  was  ready.  Mr.  D.  D. 
Dougherty  and  Mrs.  D.  D.  Dougherty  taught  the  public  school 
at  a  salary  of  $25  for  both.  The  spring  term  was  begun  in  the 
new  building,  and  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  helped  in  the  work. 

This  work  continued  for  four  years.  During  this  time 
Messrs.  D.  D.  and  B.  B.  Dougherty,  from  their  private  means 
erected  three  cottages  and  a  home  for  boys  and  a  home  for 
girls. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  was  preparing  teachers 
for  the  mountain  schools.  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  in  his  work 
as  county  superintendent  of  Watauga  County,  had  occasion 
to  visit  several  mountain  counties  and  conferred  with  other 
school  men  on  the  need  of  better  facilities  for  teacher  train- 
ing. Capt.  E.  F.  Lovill,  of  Boone,  entered  into  the  movement 
to  get  the  State  interested  in  doing  this  work.  He  greatly 
assisted  Mr.  B.  B.  Douigherty  in  getting  the  matter  before 
the  1903  Legislature.     Mr.  W.  C.  Newland,  the  member  from 
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Caldwell  County,  introduced  a  bill  in  the  House  calling 
for  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  annually  for  maintenance, 
and  $1,500  for  building  when  a  like  amount  was  given  by 
citizens.  Little  opposition  was  offered  in  the  House  to  the 
passage  of  the  Bill.  In  the  Senate  an  unfavorable  report  was 
made  by  the  committee.  Mr.  R.  B.  White,  of  Franklin  Coun- 
ty, offered  a  minority  report  favoring  the  bill.  Mr.  Clyde 
Hoey,  of  Cleveland  County,  and  Mr.  B.  J.  Justice,  of  Mc- 
Dowell County,  spoke  and  worked  in  favor  of  the  school. 
The  bill  became  law  on  March  9,  1903. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  C.  Fields  and  A.  S.  Carson,  of  the  county  of 
Alleghany,  J.  D.  Thomas  and  T.  C.  Bowie,  of  the  county  of  Ashe, 
Adolphus  Taylor  and  W.  P.  Horton,  of  the  county  of  Wilkes,  F.  P. 
Moore  and  J.  M.  Bernhardt,  of  the  county  of  Caldwell,  Moses  H.  Cone 
and  E.  F.  Lovill,  of  the  County  of  Watauga,  J.  R.  Prichard  and  T.  A. 
Love,  of  the  county  of  Mitchell,  and  J.  B.  Ray  and  E.  F.  Watson,  of 
the  county  of  Yancey,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corpor- 
ate under  the  name  of  The  Appalachian  Training  School  for  Teachers, 
and  as  such  may  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  the 
courts  of  the  State,  may  purchase  and  hold  real  estate,  receive  do- 
nations, and  do  all  things  useful  and  necessary  to  carry  out  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act. 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  in  the  town 
of  Blowing  Rock,  in  the  county  of  Watauga,  in  month  of  May  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  at  the  call  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  organize  by  electing  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall  meet  annually  thereafter  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  fixed  by  said  board. " 

Other  sections  state  that  books  shall  be  opened  for  sub- 
scriptions; that  when  $1,500  is  paid  in  the  State  shall  pay 
a  like  amount;  that  $2,000  shall  be  appropriated  annually 
for  maintenance;  that  tuition  shall  be  free  to  those  who 
pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the  State  for  two  years,  and 
that  the  county  superintendent  of  Alleghany,  Ashe,  Wilkes, 
Watauga,  Caldwell,  Mitchell,  and  Yancey  counties  shall  meet 
with  the  board  of  trustees  at  their  first  meeting,  and  choose 
a  site  for  the  school. 
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State  Superintendent  J.  Y.  Joyner  called  a  meeting  of 
the  trustees  and  superintendents  at  Blowing  Rock  on  May 
15th.  At  this  meeting  the  friends  of  Watauga  Academy 
offered  the  free  use  of  their  building  and  a  subscription  of 
$2,500  if  the  school  should  be  located  at  Boone.  The  towns 
of  Blowing  Rock  and  Montezuma  also  offered  inducements. 
The  school  was  given  to  Boone. 

In  June,  1903,  the  trustees  met  in  Boone  and  elected  Mr. 
B.  B.  Dougherty,  superintendent;  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty,  prin- 
cipal, and  Mr.  J.  M.  Cheek,  teacher  of  English.  Later,  Mr. 
W.  M.  Francum,  Miss  Maude  Harris,  and  Miss  Lela  Thomp- 
son were  added  to  the  faculty.  The  first  term  began  in 
October. 

Watauga  Academy  was  donated;  the  Administration 
Building  erected  in  1905;  Lovill  Home  Annex  in  1906;  Mc- 
Neil cottage  purchased  in  1907 ;  Newland  Hall  built  in  1908 ; 
Science  Hall  in  1911;  Lovill  Home  in  1915;  Light  Plant  in 
1915 ;  Arts  and  Crafts  Building  finished  in  1917 ;  Justice  Hall 
finished  in  1920. 

The  Coffey  farm  was  purchased  in  1905  and  the  Edmin- 
sten  farm  in  1908.  Several  small  purchases  of  land  have  been 
made  from  Messrs.  R.  M.  Greene,  J.  S.  Stanbury,  J.  F.  Hardin, 
Tyre  Elrod,  De Vault  Bingham,  Bynum  McNeil,  E.  S.  Coffey 
George  Keller,  D.  D.  Dougherty,  B.  B.  Dougherty,  and  George 
Spaulding. 

The  legislature  of  1921  changed  the  management  and  ob- 
ject of  the  Appalachian  Training  School. 

NEW  CHARTER 

The  Legislature  of  1925  changed  the  name  of  the  school 

and  modified  the  management  of  it.     Briefly : 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  Appalachian  Training  School  of 
Boone,  North  Carolina,  is  hereby  changed  to  the  Appalachian  State 
Normal  School. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School  shall  consist  of  nine  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 
Within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall 
name  five  members  of  the  Board;  and  in  naming  the  said  Hve  mem- 
bers, he  shall  designate  which  members  of  the  present  Board  are  to 
be  succeeded  by  the  five  so  named.  Within  six  months  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  the  Governor  shall  name  the  four  other  members  of 
the  said  Board  and  in  naming  the  said  four  other  members,  he  shall 
designate  which  of  the  members  of  the  present  Board  are  to  be  suc- 
ceeded by  two  of  the  four  so  named.  The  term  of  office  of  the  first 
live  named  by  the  Governor  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1927. 
The  term  of  office  of  the  last  four  named  by  the  Governor  shall  ex- 
pire on  the  first  day  of  May,  1929.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  said 
Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor.  The  Governor  shall  transmit 
the  names  of  the  Trustees  appointed  by  him  to  the  Senate  at  the  next 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  confirmation.  (The  rest  of  the 
section  gives  the  new  Trustees  possession  of  all  the  school  property.) 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  hold 
at  Boone  an  annual  meeting,  at  which  meeting  they  shall  qualify  and 
organize,  and  consider  recommendations  of  the  President  of  the  Nor- 
mal School,  and  such  other  business  as  may  properly  come  before 
them.  The  Board  shall  elect,  at  such  meeting,  a  chairman  and  vice- 
chairman,  and  appoint  such  committees  among  their  membership  as 
they  may  deem  proper  and  wise.  They  may  also  hold  such  meetings 
from  time  to  time  as  they  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  4.  (Empowers  the  Trustees  to  use  all  the  property  of  the 
school  for  the  purpose  of  the  school.) 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  pro- 
vide for  the  spending  of  all  moneys  whatsoever  belonging  to,  appro- 
priated to,  or  in  any  way  acquired  by  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School;  they  shall  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  buildings,  the  making 
of  all  needed  improvements,  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the 
physical  plant  of  the  said  Normal  School,  and  may  do  all  things  deem- 
ed useful  and  wise  by  them  for  the  good  of  the  school,  not  contrary 
to  the  educational  policies  of  the  State  or  laws  of  North  Carolina; 
Provided,  however,  that  before  letting  contracts  for  the  erection  of 
any  new  buildings,  the  plans  for  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  North 
Carolina. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  elect 
the  President  of  the  said  Normal  School,  to  fix  his  salary,  and  his 
tenure  of  office.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  President,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  elect  other  officers,  teachers,  and 
employees,  to  fix  their  duties,  tenure  of  office  and  their  respective 
salaries. 

Sec.  7.     (Provides  the  duties  of  the  President,  as  Secretary  of  the 
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Board  giving  authority  to  call  meeting  of  the  Board,  being  the  ex- 
ecutive head  of  the  Board  to  prepare  the  annual  report,  etc.) 

Sec.  8.  That  the  central  purpose  of  the  Appalachian  State  Nor- 
mal School  shall  be  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina.  To  that  end,  the  President  shall  prepare  course  of  study, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent  to  visit  the 
Appalachian  State  Normal  School  from  time  to  time,  and  to  advise 
with  the  President  about  standards,  equipment  and  organization,  to 
the  end  that  a  normal  school  of  high  grade  shall  be  maintained.  The 
standards  shall  not  be  lower,  in  the  main,  than  the  average  standard  of 
normal  schools  of  like  rank  in  the  United  States;  Provided,  however, 
that  no  person  shall  teach  in  the  regular  classes  of  the  Normal  School 
unless  as  a  substitute  or  temporary  teacher,  whose  academic  and  pro- 
fessional qualifications  are  lower  than  that  represented  by  graduation 
from  a  standard  college,  or  its  undoubted  equivalent. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
County  Superintendent  of  Watauga  County  to  cooperate  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  in  main- 
taining a  practice  or  demonstration  school.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  furnish  buildings,  equipment,  water  and 
lights  for  such  practice  school;  while  the  County  Board  of  Education 
and  the  local  school  authorities  shall  furnish  fuel  and  janitors,  and 
shall  pay  all  teachers  in  practice  school  the  regular  State  or  County  sal- 
ary schedule,  with  the  provision  that  any  excess  in  salaries  on  account 
of  specially  qualified  teachers  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Normal  School.  The  qualifications  of  Teachers  in  the  practice 
school  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  nomination  of 
such  teachers  shall  be  made  jointly  by  the  County  Superintendent  and 
the  President;  but  the  practice  teachers  shall  be  elected  by  the  school 
authorities  of  the  local  school  district.  The  practice  school,  while 
under  the  general  administration  and  control  of  the  Normal  School 
authorities,  shall  remain  an  integral  part  of  the  County  School  system, 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  to  supervision,  standards, 
records  and  the  like  as  other  graded  schools  in  the  County.  In  case 
of  any  disagreement  between  the  bodies  herein  referred  to,  said  dis- 
pute shall  be  referred  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  10.  (Authorizes  the  establishment  of  a  loan  fund  and  gives 
authority  to  use  the  net  proceeds  of  the  New  Biver  light  and  Power 
Company's  plant  for  this  fund.) 

Sec.  11.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  hunt  or  fish  on 
the  premises  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  without  per- 
mission. Any  person  so  doing  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.  He  may  have  a  preliminary  hearing  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  or  before  the  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Boone.     The 
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Board  of  Trustees  may  ^x  a  fee  for  hunting  or  fishing  upon  said  prem- 
ises and  set  aside  any  proceeds  therefrom  for  the  loan  fund. 

Sec.  12.     (Makes  all  new  Trustees  to  hold  office  for  four  years.) 

Sec.  13.  (In  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  1923  being  turned 
over  to  the  new  Corporation.) 

Sec.  14.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  in  conflict  with  the  provision 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification  and  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
provided  herein. 

LOCATION 

The  town  of  Boone  has  a  population  of  about  fifteen 
hundred.  It  is  among  the  mountains,  and  has  an  elevation 
of  3,332  feet.  The  people  are  rural.  There  are  four  churches : 
Methodist,  Baptist,  Lutheran,  and  Adventists.  Mail  and  tele- 
phone facilities  are  good.  The  Linville  River  Eailroad  has 
its  terminus  here.  Merchandise  of  all  kinds  is  kept  and  sold 
at  reasonable  prices. 

The  town  is  well  located  as  to  the  good  road  system. 
The  Boone  Trail  from  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  to  Bristol,  Tenn.- 
Va.,  passes  through  Boone.  Eoute  69  makes  good  connection 
with  all  the  towns  toward  the  South  to  Boone.  The  road  to- 
ward Asheville  has  been  greatly  improved  and  will  soon  be 
in  first  class  condition.  The  town  will  soon  be  connected  with 
Virginia  by  a  system  of  roads  through  Ashe  County. 

The  town  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  has  a  fairly  good 
water  system.  The  Watauga  Telephone  System  connects  with 
the  adjoining  counties  and  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  has 
an  office  here.  Improvements  are  being  made  on  the  sidewalks 
and  streets. 

HOW  TO  REACH  BOONE 

Students  coming  from  sections  west  of  Boone  can  come 
on  the  Linville  River  Railroad.     This  road  connects  at  Cran- 
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berry  with  the  East  Tennessee  and  Western  North  Carolina 
Railroad,  which  connects  at  Johnson  City  with  the  Southern 
and  the  Clinchfield.  Students  living  east  of  Asheville  can  usual- 
ly get  here  in  one  day.  Students  coming  from  the  South,  the 
cheaper  route  is  by  rail  to  Lenoir,  N.  C,  and  then  by  auto  to 
Boone.  The  Carolina  and  Northern  Eailroad  connects  with 
the  Southern  at  Hickory,  and  the  Seaboard  at  Lincolnton. 
The  train  arrives  at  Lenoir  at  1 :45  p.  m.  Autos  bring  students 
and  valises  the  same  afternoon  to  Boone  for  $2.50.  Baggage 
checks  should  be  handed  driver.  Auto  transfer  will  charge 
about  $1.50  for  bringing  over  trunks.  Elkland,  the  terminus 
of  the  Virginia  and  Carolina  Railroad  is  ten  miles  north.  The 
mails  can  usually  bring  passengers  for  $1.00.  Baggage  extra. 
Many  come  as  far  as  fifty  miles  through  the  country  in  auto- 
mobiles, hacks  and  wagons.  It  is  better  for  strangers  to  write 
to  the  superintendent  a  few  days  before  they  expect  to  arrive. 

From  North  Wilkesboro  the  jitney  service  is  $3.50. 
Trunks  cost  $1.00  extra.  This  is  now  the  best  route  from 
the  central  section  of  the  State. 

GROUNDS 

The  campus  of  the  school  contains  about  thirty-five  acres. 
Only  a  small  part  of  this  is  improved.  Seven  acres  around 
the  school  buildings  have  been  laid  off  by  Mr.  Leigh  Colyer,  a 
landscape  architect.  There  are  macadamized  walkways  and 
driveways.  Lawns  of  native  grasses  have  been  made,  and 
many  shrubs  and  flowers  have  been  planted.  There  is  a  nat- 
ural grove  of  white  pines.  The  other  parts  of  the  campus  are 
allowed  to  grow  grasses  and  are  mowed  or  cultivated  for  vege- 
tables or  used  for  grounds  for  games. 

C.  B.  Hoe,  Civil  Engineer  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  as- 
sisted by  W.  T.  Swoyer,  made  a  topographical  map  of  the 
campus.    Mr.  EL  S.  Draper,  landscape  architect  of  Charlotte, 
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was  then  employed  to  lay  off  the  grounds  for  improvement 
and  to  locate  future  buildings.  The  Gymnasium,  Demonstra- 
tion School,  Central  Dining  Room,  and  New  Dormitory  were 
lacated  by  Mr.  Draper. 

BUILDINGS 

Watauga  Academy  was  built  in  1899  by  the  people  of 
Watauga  County  and  generous  friends  elsewhere.  Art  is 
taught  on  first  floor. 

Old  Administration  Building  is  a  two-story  brick  struc- 
ture, 96  feet  long,  by  64  feet  wide.  On  the  first  floor  are  the 
office,  business  room,  small  chapel,  and  three  recitation  rooms. 
On  the  second  floor  are  the  auditorium  and  music  rooms. 

Lovill  Home  Annex  is  a  frame  building  used  as  a  woman's 
dormitory  during  the  summer.  Seventy-five  can  get  rooms 
here  and  take  board  at  Central  Dining  Eoom. 

Science  Hall  is  a  brick  structure  with  a  basement  and 
two  floors.  On  the  first  floor  are  three  recitation  rooms  and 
a  lecture  room,  laboratories  for  the  sciences,  and  the  museum. 
The  second  floor  has  the  Alumni  Hall  and  four  recitation 
rooms. 

Lovill  Home  is  a  brick  building  with  72  living  rooms, 
parlors,  society  halls,  library,  rest  rooms,  and  study  halls. 
All  modern  conveniences  water,  steam  heat,  and  electric  lights 
are  in  use. 

The  Arts  and  Crafts  Building  is  of  wood.  The  lower 
story  is  40  by  60  feet,  and  is  used  for  a  gymnasium  for  men. 
The  second  story  contains  four  rooms  which  will  be  used  for 
manual  training  for  men. 
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Justice  Hall  is  a  three-story  brick  dormitory  for  men. 
There  are  forty-eight  living  rooms,  society  halls,  parlors,  etc. 

Newland  Hall  is  a  three-story  wooden  building  now  used 
during  the  summer  for  a  private  boarding  house  for  women. 
This  is  completely  furnished.  Forty  women  can  board  here. 
The  rates  are  higher. 

New  Administration  Building  is  a  three-story  brick  struc- 
ture, semi-fireproof.  There  are  twenty  recitation  rooms,  offices, 
auditorium,  study  hall,  and  library.  The  basement  floor  has 
the  laboratories  and  scientific  equipment.  It  is  equipped 
throughout  with  steam  heat,  running  water,  and  electric  lights. 

The  Gymnasium  is  a  two-story  brick  building.  There  is 
a  well-arranged  swimming  pool,  and  hot  and  cold  showers  in 
the  basement.  The  first  story  is  for  a  basketball  court.  The 
building  is  well  arranged  for  use  by  men  and  women. 

The  Demonstration  School  Building  is  planned  especially 
for  this  type  of  work  and  embodies  the  latest  ideas  in  this 
type  of  building.  It  has  eighteen  class  rooms,  eleven  of  which 
are  connected  with  smaller  rooms  for  practice  teaching.  It 
has  an  office  for  the  director,  ladies'  rest  room,  a  large  audi- 
torium, and  a  gymnasium. 

The  New  River  Light  and  Power  Company's  new  plant 
was  completed  and  started  in  October,  1924.  This  plant  fur- 
nishes light  and  power  to  the  town  and  school. 

The  Central  Dining  Room  is  completed.  The  basement 
is  used  for  an  ice  plant  and  a  cold  storage.  The  first  floor  is 
a  model  kitchen  and  a  double  dining  hall.  All  students  who 
room  in  the  dormitories  will  take  their  meals  here. 

The  New  Dormitory  White  Hall  for  girls  is  completed. 
It  is  a  modern  dormitory  with  showers,  baths,  electric  lights, 
and  steam  heat.     It  will  accommodate  150  women.

The  1927  legislature  made  an  appropriation  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  women's  dormitory  to  accommodate  150  students. 
This  building  is  under  construction. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  recitation  rooms  are  furnished  with  comfortable 
desks  and  seats.  There  are  maps,  globes,  and  charts  where 
needed. 

A  small  collection  of  rocks,  minerals,  Indian  relics,  shells, 
marine  animals,  etc.,  is  being  made. 

Compound  microscopes  with  seven  dozen  sections  of  the 
human  body  help  in  the  study  of  physiology. 

The  Physical  apparatus  consists  of  thermometers  barom- 
eters, a  hygrometer,  an  air  pump,  electric  motors,  magnets, 
electro-magnets,  and  various  other  things. 

For  botany  there  are  microscopes,  scapels,  scissors,  pre- 
serving apparatus,  etc. 

Zoology  is  greatly  helped  by  the  many  simple  nets,  col- 
lecting bottles,  preserving  cases,  and  the  like. 

A  full  supply  of  apparatus  and  chemicals  for  elementary 
chemistry  has  recently  been  purchased. 

A  3-inch  telescope,  charts  of  the  heavens,  astronomical 
lantern,  and  other  helps  aid  the  students  in  astronomy. 

Except  the  cottages,  all  the  buildings  and  laboratories 
have  running  water  and  toilets. 

The  dormitories  are  furnished  with  double  beds,  wash 
stand,  bowl  and  pitcher,  table  mirror,  and  lamp.  Rooms  for 
women  have  in  addition  a  dresser. 

During  the  past  year  much  new  equipment  has  been  pur- 
chased for  all  the  departments. 
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The  equipment  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  school  of  this  grade.  The  sew- 
ing room  has  six  machines,  models,  tables  and  individual 
equipment.  The  kitchen  has  a  coal  range,  three  oil  stoves, 
and  running  water.  The  model  dining  room  is  equipped  with 
silverware,  china  and  linens. 

LIBRARY 

There  are  around  twelve  thousand  volumes  in  the  Library. 
More  than  half  of  these  have  been  catalogued  by  the  Dewey 
system.  The  Library  is  open  from  8:00  a.  m.  to  5:00  o'clock 
p.  m.  Reference  books  and  books  on  reserve  cannot  be  taken 
from  the  Library.  Other  books  can  be  borrowed  for  a  period 
of  two  weeks. 

PUBLICATIONS 

During  the  existence  of  the  school  the  Dew  Drop  has  been 
issued  at  regular  intervals.  The  first  issue  of  the  year  is  the 
annual  catalogue.  Pour  issues  are  published  each  year.  These 
issues  announce  the  openings  of  terms  of  the  school  and  give 
information  about  school  matters.  There  is  no  charge  for 
this  publication. 

The  student  body  for  four  years  has  published  an  annual 
which  they  call  the  Rhododendron.  This  publication  con- 
tains pictures  of  the  buildings  and  the  classes  and  the  senior 
commencement  program. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

In  the  high  school  the  young  men  have  a  well-organized 
and  conducted  literary  society,  the  Watauga-Appalachian. 

There  is  also  a  society  for  young  women  in  the  high  school 
department,  the  Enterpean-Calliopean. 

In  the  Normal  Department  there  is  an  organized  literary 
society  for  men  and  also  one  for  women. 
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The  following  rules  apply  to  each  society: 

1.  None  but  members  can  attend. 

2.  No  one  can  join  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  school  two 
weeks. 

3.  The  membership  of  each  of  the  younger  men's  soci- 
eties must  be  less  than  three-fifths  of  the  young  men  enrolled. 

4.  Rule  3  applies  to  the  young  women's  societies. 

5.  Members  must  get  excuses  from  a  member  of  the 
faculty  for  all  absences. 

6.  Every  student  is  requested  to  join  one  of  the  societies. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  rules,  the  following  have 
been  added: 

1.  All  the  societies  shall  meet  on  Saturday  evening,  one 
hour  after  the  supper  bell  rings.  This  meeting  shall  be  for 
literary  exercises  only. 

2.  Regular  or  call  meetings  for  business  may  be  held  on 
any  afternoon  after  school. 

3.  That  inasmuch  as  the  School  has  furnished  halls,  it 
is  thought  wise  that  in  the  future  each  society  furnish  its 
own  heat  and  lights,  and  care  for  its  hall. 

4.  Members  of  the  faculty  will  from  time  to  time  visit 
the  literary  meetings  of  the  societies  for  the  purpose  of  ren- 
dering them  aid  in  their  work. 

5.  No  teacher  shall  take  part  in  any  debate  or  literary 
programme. 

6.  Each  society  shall  have  a  representative,  whose  name 
shall  be  reported  to  the  superintendent,  on  whom  the  faculty 
may  call  at  any  time  for  information  concerning  the  society 
and  its  work. 

7.  The  sessions  of  the  societies  must  not  interfere  with 
the  retiring  hour  at  either  Lovill  Home  or  Justice  Hall. 
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RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCES 

Chapel  exercises  are  held  at  10:00  o'clock  a.  m.  There 
are  songs,  scripture  readings,  and  short  talks. 

Weekly  prayer  meetings  are  conducted  in  the  dormitories. 

GOVERNMENT 

In  the  boarding  halls  men  are  under  the  supervision  of 
a  teacher. 

Students  at  these  halls  are  expected  to  be  on  duty  at  the 
school  buildings  during  school  hours.  They  are  allowed  to 
go  to  town  under  restrictions. 

Everyone  must  be  in  his  room  during  study  hours.  No 
loafing  or  visiting  is  permitted. 

Students  are  expected  to  get  permission  from  teacher 
in  charge  before  leaving  the  school  grounds  for  any  purpose. 

More  rigid  rules  are  enforced  for  women  in  their  board- 
ing halls  about  permission  to  leave  their  homes.  Lady  teach- 
ers must  accompany  women  when  they  are  away  from  their 
boarding  places. 

On  certain  occasions  men  and  women  are  allowed  social 
privileges  under  the  supervision  of  teachers.  These  occasions 
are  always  announced  to  the  student  body.  Men  must  not 
loiter  on  the  campus  for  women,  nor  must  there  be  association 
between  the  two  without  a  definite  understanding  with  the 
faculty. 

These  regulations  are  simple  and  easily  obeyed.  Each 
teacher  during  school  hours  has  charge  of  his  or  her  room. 
Occasionally  the  faculty  meet  for  consultation  about  the  best 
methods  of  carrying  out  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  ad- 
vising new  things  for  its  betterment. 
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VISITING 

From  experience  it  has  been  found  that  students  are 
likely  to  lose  interest  in  their  work  by  visiting  too  much. 
Certain  days  each  term  will  be  announced  as  visiting  days. 
Women  who  want  to  take  advantage  of  these  occasions  for 
visiting  must  get  written  permission  from  their  parents  be- 
fore permission  will  be  granted. 

GAMES 

A  very  good  diamond  for  baseball  is  provided  for  men. 

"Women  have  a  tennis  court,  a  croquet  ground  and  an 
outside  basketball  ground.  In  the  Arts  and  Crafts  building 
there  is  a  good  gymnasium  for  the  joint  use  at  different  times 
— of  men  and  women. 

No  games  are  allowed  during  school  hours. 

No  match  games  are  permitted  without  the  consent  of  the 
faculty. 

A  teacher  is  expected  to  be  on  the  grounds  at  all  games. 

Every  student  is  on  the  same  footing  in  all  games.  There 
is  no  student  association  to  keep  out  anyone  who  desires  to 
join  in  the  games. 

BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR,  1927-1928

by  special  permission  of  the  President. 

Men  can  choose  their  boarding  places. 

Men  and  women  are  not  allowed  to  board  at  the  same 
places.

Only  double  beds  are  used.     Each  student  must  bring  bedding, 
towels,  and  other  small  things  for  use  in  rooms. 

The    school 
laundry  will  do  washing  at  a  small  cost. 

For  late  registering,  $1.00.     For  change  of  course,  50c. 

SELF  HELP 

The  school  offers  no  work  to  students  for  which  they 
may  expect  pay.  Occasionally  students  can  find  a  home  in 
town  where  they  can  make  the  greater  part  of  their  board  by 
doing  chores.  A  small  number  of  students  rent  rooms  and  do 
light  housekeeping.  The  school  has  a  few  cottages  to  rent  to 
families. 

LOAN  FUNDS 

1.  Student's  Loan  Fund — This  fund  has  been  gathered 
by  donations. 

2.  Leah  Jones  Stevens  Fund— This  was  established  by 
the  State  Primary  Teachers'  Association. 

3.  Masonic  Loan  Fund  was  donated  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  North  Carolina. 

4.  The  Senior  Loan  Fund  was  begun  by  the  1924  Sen- 
ior Class.  It  is  to  be  loaned  to  a  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  desires  to  enter  the  Normal  department. 
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5.  Middle  Fork  Loan  Fund.  The  1925  Legislature  au- 
thorized the  setting  aside  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  light  plant 
to  be  used  as  a  loan  fund. 

Notes.:  The  Summers  Hardware  Company,  of  Johnson 
City,  has  given  $200  to  the  Students '  Loan  Fund. 

Through  Mr.  A.  B.  Andrews,  the  Masonic  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina  has  given  $4,000  to  the  Masonic  Loan  Fund. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1925  gave  a  play  at  Commencement 
and  gave  the  proceds  to  the  Senior  Loan  Fund.  This  was 
$187.00. 

the  class  of  1926  gave  the  proceeds  of  their  play,  which 
amounted  to  $205.00. 

The  class  of  1927  used  the  proceeds  of  their  play  for 
liquidating  the  debt  on  the  Rhododendron.     This  was  $237.00. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  New  River  Light  and  Power 
Company  have  amounted  to  date  to  $5684.00. 

RECITATIONS 

1.  Students  who  miss  recitations  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  them.  The  teacher  in  charge  of  the  class  will  re- 
quire the  student  to  prepare  and  recite  the  missed  recitations. 
If  this  is  not  done  within  one  week  something  will  be  taken 
from  the  grade  of  the  student. 

2.  No  students  will  be  passed  on  a  subject  who  has  miss- 
ed more  than  one-fourth  of  the  recitations  during  any  month, 
unless  he  is  able  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  work  gone  over 
during  the  month. 

EXAMINATIONS 

At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  on  each 
study  pursued  during  the  term.     The  grading  includes  the 
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class  work,  the  deportment,  and  the  examination.  Figures 
are  used  in  making  the  report  as  to  the  standing  of  a  student 
in  a  certain  branch  as  follows:  A  figure  1,  2,  3,  or  4  indi- 
cates that  the  student  passes  the  work  gone  over;  a  figure  5 
indicates  that  a  new  examination  must  be  taken ;  and  a  figure 
6  indicaates  that  the  work  has  not  been  satisfactory,  and  must 
be  gone  over  again. 

A  record  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  standing  of  each  pupil. 

HEALTH  CEETIFICATES 

A  certificate  of  health  will  be  required  of  all  who  register. 
This  can  be  given  by  a  physician  or  another  person,  and  must 
state  that  applicant  is  not  sick  with  contagious  disease,  and 
has  not  been  exposed  to  such  disease  for  a  time  less  than 
twenty  days. 
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Normal  Department 


The  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  is  a  real  normal 
school  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  elementary  schools. 
A  two-year  Normal  is  now  well  organized. 

Students  are  required  to  have  a  high  school  certificate  of 
graduation  before  entering  the  normal  work. 

Graduation  from  the  normal  department  requires  96 
quarter  hours.  A  student  can  make  from  15  hours  to  18 
hours  each  quarter. 

As  many  hours  credit  is  given  as  there  are  recitations  per 
week.  A  course  that  requires  three  recitations  per  week  for 
a  quarter  will  give  a  credit  of  3  hours. 

A  recitation  requires  one  hour  for  preparation  and  one 
hour  for  class. 

Courses  that  require  no  preparation  are  given  only  half 
credits. 

Students,  when  they  have  completed  the  requirements, 
are  graduated  and  given  a  diploma. 

Students  who  have  State  certificates  are  allowed  to  take 
the  normal  work  to  raise  State  certificates  from  he  elemen- 
ary  to  the  primary  and  grammar  grades.  No  student  will  be 
given  a  diploma  who  has  not  finished  a  high  school  course. 
It  is  requested  that  students  enter  the  Fall  Term  and  con- 
tinue the  three  quarters  for  each  year.  This  arrangement 
keeps  the  classes  in  better  alignment. 

In  the  schemes  of  courses  the  first  numeral  stands  for 
the  number  of  the  course  in  that  subject,  the  second  numeral 
stands  for  the  number  of  recitations  per  week  and  the  third 
numeral  stands  for  the  quarter  hours  credit.

Arts  1.     Fundamentals  of  Drawing. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  drawing,  design,  lettering,  composition,  and  color 
harmony  in  their  application  to  dress,  home,  school,  and 
community  interests  around  them;  to  give  students  facility 
and  confidence  in  their  ability  to  draw  and  illustrate  on  the 
blackboard,  paper,  etc.,  a  wide  range  of  school  subjects. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Arts  2.     Drawing  for  Primary  Grades. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  forms 
familiar  to  primary  grades,  to  adapt  these  to  simple  applied 
designs.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  simple  problems  suitable  for 
primary  grades,  such  as  nature  drawing,  simple  lettering, 
poster  making,  color  study,  etc. 

Prerequisite  Arts  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Arts  3.    Industrial  Arts  for  Primary  Grades.  .'. 

This  course  means  more  than  commonly -conceived  notion 
of  "handwork,  busy  work,  etc>?  "Industrial  Arts  Educa- 
tion should  give  to  the  child  an  acquaintance  with  raw  pro- 
ducts of  nature,  and  the  changes  made  in  them  so  that  they 
may  be  more  unsable  for  food,  clothing,  shelter,  utensils,  rec- 
ords as  books,  tools  machines,  etc.7'  The  manipulation  and 
work  with  clay,  textiles,  wood,  paper,  food,  printing,  should 
give  the  child  an  understanding  of  these  industries  and  de- 
velop standards  and  good  taste. 

Prerequisite  Arts  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 
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Arts  4.     Drawing  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

This  course  is  similar  to  Industrial  Arts  3,  except  that 
the  application  is  made  to  the  intermediate  grades.  The 
same  general  topics  are  treated. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

Arts  5.    Industrial  Arts  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

A  study  is  made  of  those  enterprises  and  industries  that 
the  child  meets  in  his  geography,  history,  science,  art,  etc. 
It  will  involve  a  study  of  textiles,  basketry,  clay  modeling, 
weaving,  etc.     The  education  value  is  emphasized  throughout. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

Art  6.    Drawing  for  the  Grammar  Grades. 

Effort  is  made  to  show  the  relation  of  drawing  to  the 
technique  and  the  teaching  of  other  subjects.  In  doing  this 
such  general  topics  and  principles  as  the  following  are  con- 
sidered: Color  harmonies  and  perspective  principles  of  de- 
sign, illustration  and  composition,  picture  study  and  art 
appreciation,  free-hand  lettering,  poster  arrangement,  card- 
board construction,  etc. 

Prerequisite  Arts  1. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

EDUCATION 

Education  1.    Introduction  to  Teaching. 

This  is  a  required  course  in  all  curricula.  It  is  a  course 
aiming  to  give  the  student  such  information  and  advice  as 
will  aid  him  in  the  selection  of  a  specific  curriculum.  Various 
types  of  teaching  service  are  analyzed,  especially  the  essen- 
tial qualities  necessary  to  success  in  each  type  of  work.  For 
this  purpose  instruction  is  correlated  with  numerous  visits 
to  the  observation  school. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 
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Education  2.     Observation  and  Participation. 
This  is  the  laboratory  basis  for  Education  1. 
One  period  per  week.     Credit  five-tenths  hour. 

Education  3.     Psychology. 

An  elementary  course  combining  the  important  topics 
of  both  general  and  educational  psychology.  The  chief  em- 
phasis is  upon  instinctive  tendencies;  habit  formation,  mem- 
ory, association  and  economy  of  learning,  the  effective  life, 
the  thought  process.  Much  thought  is  given  to  the  more  sig- 
nificant characteristics  of  children  at  successive  levels  of 
growth. 

One  laboratory  period  each  week  given  to  experiments 
and  learning  observation  of  children,  etc. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  3a.     Observation  and  Participation. 

This  is  a  required  course  for  intermediate  grade  teachers. 
It  is  taken  at  the  time  Education  3  is  pursued,  but  is  not  a 
part  of  that  course.  Opportunity  is  here  given  for  these  stu- 
dents to  come  in  close  contact  with  the  actual  teaching  in  the 
respective  fields,  to  acquire  something  of  the  technique  of 
teaching  through  systematic  observation  and  participation. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 

Education  4.     Educational  Measurements. 

Instruction  and  practice  in  the  use  of  standardized  tests 
and  scales.  The  work  is  given  at  the  time  the  student  is  do- 
ing his  practice  teaching  when  their  value  in  improving  in- 
struction, etc.,  can  be  best  appreciated. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit,  two  hours. 

Education  5.    School  Management. 

This  course  attempts  to  give  the  teacher  a  broader  view 
of  education  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  principles  of 
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it.  The  work  here  is  given  at  the  time  practice  teaching  is 
done.  Many  of  the  problems  discussed  are  those  that  come 
up  while  practice  teaching  is  being  done. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit  three  hours. 

Education  6.     Grammar  Grade  Methods. 

The  aim  of  minimum  essentials,  psychology,  and  tech- 
nique of  the  elementary  school  subjects :  Language,  spelling, 
reading,  geography,  history,  arithmetic,  etc.  This  course 
parallels  Education  7,  Observation  and  Participation.  Much 
use  will  be  made  of  the  observation  school. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  7.     Observation  and  Participation. 

In  reality  this  course  is  an  important  part  of  Education 
6.  The  work  in  that  course  furnished  a  basis  for  the  work 
here.  Students  are  expected  to  become  familiar  with  the 
routine  of  school  work  and  participate  in  keeping  records, 
checking  students'  papers,  playground  activities,  etc.  It  is 
preparatory  for  practice  teaching  which  follows  the  next 
quarter. 

One  period  per  week.     Credit  five-tenths  hour. 
Education  9.     Conferences. 

This  is  an  integral  part  of  Education  10,  Practice  Teach- 
ing. The  practice  teachers  meet  in  conferences  with  the  spe- 
cial supervisor  daily. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  five-tenths  hour. 
Education  10.    Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  is  the  dominating  feature  of  the  stu- 
dent's work  during  the  term  in  which  that  work  is  done. 
The  student  must  spend  two  hours  each  day,  either  in  actual 
teaching  under  supervision  or  doing  routine  of  school  work. 

Ten  hours  per  week.     Credit  eight  hours.

Education  11.    Intermediate  Grade  Methods. 

A  study  of  the  outstanding  characteristics  of  children 
during  the  years  from  eight  to  twelve  inclusive;  specific 
educational  problems  of  the  intermediate  grades,  and  the 
treatment  of  subject  matter  in  these  grades.  Observation  of 
class  work  is  a  feature  of  the  course. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit  three  hours. 

Education  13.    Activities  of  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  will  concern  itself  with  projects  suitable  for 
primary  grades.  The  subject  matter  of  the  old  curriculum, 
reading,  writing,  language,  number,  nature  study,  etc.,  will 
grow  out  of  these  projects. 

Pour  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  14.    Beading  and  Language. 

First  half  of  the  course  deals  with  the  teaching  of  read- 
ing in  the  early  grades.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to 
beginning  reading,  emphasis  being  placed  upon  the  importance 
of  building  up  a  child's  desire  for  reading  through  his  inter- 
est in  the  world  about  him,  and  in  the  story,  story  books  and 
pictures.  Second  half  of  the  course  deals  with  the  language 
problems  of  the  early  grades,  helping  children  to  freer,  richer 
expression  both  written  and  oral.  The  story  and  its  help  in 
language  acquirements  will  be  given  consideration. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit  four  hours. 

Education  15.    Principles  of  Education. 

An  integrating  course  which  aims  to  bring  together  and 
interpret  the  details  of  education  theory  and  practice  rep- 
resented by  the  preliminary  course,  and  to  leave  with  the 
student  a  unified  body  of  educational  doctrine.  It  involves  a 
discussion  of  such  topics  as:  the  definition  of  education,  the 
aim  of  education,  the  development  of  various  conceptions  of 
educational  values,  that  genesis  and  present  status  of  certain 
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controverted  questions  as:  the  doctrine  of  interest,  the  rela- 
tion of  liberal  or  vocational  education,  the  doctrine  of  formal 
discipline,  etc. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit,  four  hours. 

1.    Sociology  and  Social  Problems. 

Designed  especially  to  furnish  the  student  with  a  per- 
spective view  of  the  place  of  education  in  the  general  social 
scheme  and  of  the  relation  of  the  school  to  other  agencies  of 
social  welfare.  Studies  of  defectives,  delinquents  and  de- 
pendents, penology,  juvenile  delinquency,  etc. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit  three  hours. 

ENGLISH 

Each  of  the  courses  listed  below  is  planned  to  contribute 
its  respective  part  in  training  the  student  to  habits  of  accurate 
thought-getting  and  effective  thought-presentation  and  in  giv- 
ing him  an  acquaintance  with  and  an  appreciation  of  the 
English  language  and  literature. 

English  1,  2,  3.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

This  is  a  fundamental  course  in  college  composition,  pre- 
senting a  careful  study  of  the  basic  facts  of  technical  English. 
It  attempts  to  correct  the  errors  of  both  written  and  spoken 
language  to  discover  logical  and  historical  reasons  for  correct 
language  forms,  and  to  develop  skill  in  recognition  and  use 
of  these  forms.     Intensive  reading  is  required.     This  is  pre- 
requisite to  any  other  course  in  English. 
Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter  hours. 
Texts:     Advanced    English    Grammar  —  Kittridge  and 
Farley. 

Century    Handbook     of    Composition — Greever 
and  Jones. 

Century  Vocabulary  Builder — Irving  and  Bach- 
elor. 
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English  4,  5,  6.    Introduction  to  Literature. 

A  study  of  the  technique  of  versification,  including  famil- 
iarity with  general  types  of  poetry,  and  subdivisions  of  lyric 
and  narrative  poetry ;  the  drama  as  a  type  of  literature,  with 
a  study  of  representative  plays;  and  the  study  of  prose 
fiction  as  the  most  popular  type  of  contemporary  writing. 
Both  the  novel  and  the  short  story  are  studied  in  detail. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 

Texts:     Forms  of  English  Poetry — Johnson. 

The  Technique  of  the  Drama — Woodbridge. 
The  Masters  of  the  English  Novel — Burton. 
Studying  the  Short  Story — Essenwein. 

English  7,  8,  9.     English  Literature. 

A  review  course  showing  the  development  of  the  language 
in  successive  periods  as  an  expression  of  the  life  and  thought 
of  the  respective  periods.  History,  language  forms,  and  social 
ideals  will  be  stressed.  As  extensive  reading  as  possible  will 
be  required,  with  report  and  theme  work. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 

Texts :     Century  Eeadings  in  English  Literature. 

History  of  English  Literature — Moody  and  Lov- 
ett. 

English  10.     Speaking  and  Debating. 

This  course  will  seek  to  prepare  students  for  public  oc- 
casions: the  organization  of  community  clubs,  societies,  and 
general  group  leadership.  Drill  will  be  given  in  outlining  and 
assembling  material,  in  presentation,  in  debating,  and  in  par- 
liamentary usage. 

Three  quarters,  six  quarter-hours. 

Text:     To  be  selected. 

English  11.    Literary  Criticism. 

This  is  a  course  in  the  essentials  or  characteristics  of  lit- 
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erature ;  imagination,  emotion,  thought,  form.  This  purposes 
to  make  first-hand  distinction  between  good  literature  and 
that  of  an  indifferent  or  worthless  nature. 

One  quarter,  four  quarter-hours. 
Texts:     Literary  Criticism — Winchester. 
Parallel  reading  in  library. 

English  12b.    Literature  for  Children. 

This  is  designed  to  help  the  teacher  to  appreciate,  choose 
and  present  to  the  early  grades  the  literature  of  childhood. 
A  survey  and  classification  will  be  made  of  Mother  Goose, 
folk  and  fairy  tales,  myths,  legends,  fables,  hero  tales,  nature 
and  realistic  stories;  also,  a  study  and  classification  of  the 
poetry  of  childhood. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit  three  hours. 

English  12.    Literature  of  Grammar  Grades. 

This  is  a  systematic  study  of  the  literature  of  these  grades. 
Each  student  will  be  expected  to  compose  a  limited  number  of 
stories  ready  for  telling.  Stories  will  be  classified  into  types 
of  literature,  etc. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
Texts:     Stories  for  Upper  Grammar  Grades — Cross  and 
Statler;  Children's  Literature — Curry-Clippen- 
ger. 

English  13.     Beading  and  Voice. 

Designed  primarily  to  insure  a  good  teaching  voice  and 
effective  address  with  facility  and  ease  in  oral  expression.

Three  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.  Credit,  three 
hours. 
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FRENCH 

French  1.     Beginning  French. 

Open  to  those  who  have  no  high  school  French.  Compo- 
sition, conversation,  and  the  reading  of  a  large  amount  of 
easy  French  prose  and  poetry.  Study  of  selected  topics  in 
French  Grammar. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  2.     Beginning  French. 

Continuation  of  French  1.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  3.     Beginning  French. 

Continuation  of  French  2.     Credit,  three  hours. 

GEOGEAPHY 

Geography  1.     Fundamentals  of  Regional  Geography. 

A  course  in  systematic  geography.  A  systematic  study 
of  climate,  using  regions  of  North  America  as  types.  Topics : 
"Weather  and  weather  observation;  elements  of  climate,  tem- 
perature, moisture,  winds,  and  pressure,  influence  of  climatic 
regions  upon  plants,  animals  and  industrial  life. 

Text:     Principles  of  Geography — Salisbury. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

This  course  is  required  of  everyone. 

Geography  2.    Physiography. 

Systematic  study  of  land  forms,  their  changes  and  in- 
fluences upon  man.  Topics:  Materials  of  the  earth,  forces 
and  process  changing  the  surface  of  the  land,  soil,  their  classi- 
fication and  origin,  major  physiographic  features,  their  origin 
and  influence  upon  man. 

Text :     Physiography. — Martin. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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Geography  3.    North  America  and  South  America. 

A  study  of  North  America  in  its  relations  to  the  world  as 
a  whole.  The  work  is  organized  around  problems.  Topics: 
Coast  line,  topography,  drainage,  soil  and  climate,  mineral 
and  plant  resources,  distribution  of  the  people. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Geography  4.    Economic  and  Commercial  Geography,  United 
States. 

A  study  of  geographical  features  involved  in  production, 
consumption  and  conservation  of  chief  commercial  products 
of  the  United  States.  Topics:  Food  resources,  cereals,  ani- 
mals, vegetables,  fruits,  power,  textile  industries,  etc. 

Text:     Commercial  and  Industrial  Geography — Smith. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

HISTORY 

History   1.     American  History.     1492-1829. 

Deals  with  the  colonial  development,  formation  and  na- 
ture of  the  Constitution,  rise  of  political  parties,  etc. 
Text:     The  Colonies — Thwaite. 
Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  2.    American  History — 1829-1877. 

Economic,  political  and  social  changes  of  the  Jacksonian 
epoch,  slavery,  secession,  Civil  war,  reconstruction. 
Text:     Formation  of  the  Union — Hart. 
Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  3.    American  History.     1877  to  date. 

Rise  of  the  New  South,  development  of  political  and  eco- 
nomic conditions,  Spanish-American  war,  the  new  nationalism 
and  internationalism. 

Text:     Division  and  Reunion — Wilson. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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History  4.    North  Carolina  History. 

General  course  in  the  social,  political  and  economic  de- 
velopment of  the  State. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  5.     Modern  Europe. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  extending  through  the  year. 
A  development  of  European  civilization,  dating  from  about 
1500  to  the  present. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  6  and  7.    Modern  Europe. 
Continuation  of  History  5. 
Credit  three  hours  each  quarter. 

History   8.     European  Background  for  American  History. 

A  course  which  attempts  to  emphasize  the  features  in 
European  History  that  gives  an  interpretive  basis  for  an 
understanding  of  the  history  of  the  United  States.  Only  those 
countries — England,  Germany,  Prance — which  have  had  a 
more  or  less  definite  influence  on  the  political,  social  and  eco- 
nomic history  of  the  United  States  will  be  considered. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  9.     For  Primary  Grades. 

This  is  a  combination  of  history,  community  life  and 
civics.  The  work  is  built  up  around  the  units:  Home  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  school,  community,  illustrating  these  units, 
pioneer  life,  shepherd  life,  Indian  life.  The  Vikings  and  local 
community  history  will  be  considered. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  10.     Citizenship. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  problems  of  the  day,  locally,  nationally  and  internation- 
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ally.  Wide  reading  from  periodicals  in  which  the  varying 
views  are  expressed  is  given  to  develop  the  habit  of  weighing 
evidence. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

Home  Economics  in  the  program  of  teacher  training  finds 
its  justification  in  the  fact  (1)  that  the  teaching  of  it  is 
expected  in  the  elementary  school  curriculum,  and  (2)  it 
enhances  the  value  of  the  teacher  in  the  community.  To  this 
end,  the  courses  are  organized  so  as  to  better  prepare  the 
teacher  for  classwork,  and  for  a  more  vital  service  in  the 
community. 

Home  Economics  1  and  2.    Elementary  Sewing. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  whose  high  school  tran- 
script carries  no  credit  for  such  work.  It  concerns  itself  with 
the  principles  of  hand  and  machine  sewing  applied  to  the 
making  of  household  articles,  as  a  sample  dress,  etc.,  plain 
and  simple  decorative  stitches;  suitable  material,  economics 
of  buying  and  comparison  of  ready-to-wear  and  home-made 
articles;  teaching  methods;  manipulation  of  patterns. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  two  quarters.  Credit,  two  hours. 

Home  Economics  3  and  4.    Elementary  Cooking. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  whose  high  school  tran- 
script carries  no  credit  for  such  work.  A  study  of  various 
classes  of  foods  and  the  underlying  principles  of  cooking. 
Consideration  of  the  nutritive  value  of  foods,  economy  in 
buying,  preparation  and  service.  Choice,  care  and  manage- 
ment of  kitchen  furnishings  and  utensils. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  two  quarters.     Credit,  two  hours. 
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Home  Economics  5.     Home  Management  and  House  Fur- 
nishings. 

Civic  responsibilities  of  the  home;  the  organization  and 
efficient  management  of  the  home  industries,  household  ac- 
counts and  the  family  budget.  Construction  of  the  house  in 
relation  to  the  furnishings;  wall  and  floor  finishes;  floor  cov- 
erings, draperies,  household  linens;  china,  glass  and  kitchen 
utensils. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.     Credit,  one  hour. 

MATHEMATICS 

Mathematics  1.     Solid  Geometry. 

This  course  concerns  itself  with  plants,  lines,  dihedral  and 
polyhedral  angles,  prisms,  parallelopipeds,  pyramids,  cylin- 
ders, cones,  spheres,  spherical  triangles,  areas,  volumes. 

Three  recitation  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Mathematics  2.     Advanced  College  Algebra. 

Permutations  and  combinations,  partial  fractions,  log- 
arithms, continued  fractions,  inequalities,  variation,  proba- 
bility, theory  of  equations,  determinants,  complex  variables, 
graphical  representation. 

Three  recitation  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Mathematics  3.    Plane  Trigonometry. 

Trigonometric  functions,  transformations,  trigonometric 
equations,  solution  of  plane,  right  and  oblique  triangles,  in- 
verse functions,  constructions  of  logarithmic  and  trigono- 
metric tables. 

Three  hour  recitation  periods  per  week.  Credit,  three 
hours. 

Mathematics  4.     Spherical  Trigonometry. 

Mathematics  5.    Analytic  Geometry. 

Mathematics  6.    Analytic  Geometry. 
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Mathematics  7.     Arithmetic  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

This  course  aims  to  secure  efficiency  in  the  technique  of 
the  arithmetical  proccesses  of  these  grades  and  their  applica- 
tion to  the  practical  problems.  A  discussion  of  some  of  the 
standardized  arithmetical  tests  will  form  a  part  of  the  course. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  physical  education  is  of  two  kinds:  (a)  the  required 
general  course  in  physical  education  for  all  students;  (b) 
courses  in  physical  education  designed  to  prepare  the  teacher 
for  her  work  in  the  school  room  and  on  the  playground. 

Physical  Education — 1,  2,  3. 

Eequired  of  all  freshmen  without  credit.  This  course  is 
devoted  to  physical  training  for  the  purpose  of  building  up 
good  bodily  health  on  the  part  of  the  student.  A  good  deal 
of  the  time  is  given  to  helping  students  establish  and  main- 
tain correct  posture.  The  following  forms  of  physical  train- 
ing are  carried  out :  (1)  in  the  fall  months  out-of-door  games, 
such  as  baseball,  volley  ball,  tennis,  and  hockey;  (2)  during 
winter  months,  basket  ball,  tactics,  calisthenics,  some  appara- 
tus work  and  games;  (3)  spring  months  tennis,  volley  ball, 
baseball  and  hockey. 

Physical  Education  4.    Plays    and    Games  for    Primary 
Grades. 

This  course  offers  the  students  an  actual  playing  ac- 
quaintance with  the  types  of  games  that  children  of  these 
ages  like  and  need  for  their  development.  The  significance 
of  play  in  early  childhood  is  emphasized.  A  part  of  this 
work  will  be  done  in  actual  contact  with  the  children  of  the 
demonstration  school. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit  one  hour. 
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Physical  Education  5.  Plays  and  Games  for  Primary  Grades 
Continuation  of  Physical  Education  4. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  6.    Plays  and  Games  for  Intermediate 
Grades. 

Same  as  Physical  Education  4  except  that  application  is 
made  to  children  of  these  grades. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  7.    Plays  and  Games  for  the  Interme- 
diate Grades. 

Continuation  of  Physical  Education  6. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  8.    Plays    and  Games  for    Grammar 
Grades. 

Same  as  Physical  Education  4  except  that  application  is 
made  to  children  of  these  grades. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  9.    Plays    and  Games  for    Grammar 
Grades. 

Continuation  of  Physical  Education  8. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

Music  1.    Fundamentals. 

Elements  of  vocal  music,  including  a  thorough  course  in 
notation,  sight  reading,  voice,  ear  training,  rythmic  forms  and 
oral  and  written  dictation. 

This  is  a  prerequisite  to  all  other  courses  in  music. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  2.     Primary  Music. 

Care  and  development  of  the  child  voice;  how  to  secure 
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good  tone ;  discussion  of  methods,  treatment  of  monotones,  the 
use  of  the  songs,  singing  games,  dramatization  and  folk  dances 
on  a  basis  for  the  development  of  the  child 's  tonal  and  rythmic 
senses ;  practice  teaching  during  class  period  as  a  preparation 
for  teaching  music  in  the  primary  grades  and  the  acquire- 
ment of  a  repertoire  of  children  songs. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  3.     Primary  Music. 

A  continuation  of  Music  2  above. 
Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  4.     Intermediate  Music. 

A  course  similar  to  Music  2  above  but  will  be  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  intermediate  grades. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  5. 

A  course  similar  to  music  3  above  but  will  be  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  the  intermediate  grades. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  6.     Grammar  Grade  Music. 

Presentation  of  all  problems  of  sight  singing  and  theory. 
The  use  of  various  types  of  systematic  drill  for  securing  ac- 
curate and  rapid  sight  singing.  Practice  teaching  during 
class  period  as  a  preparation  for  teaching  music  in  the  gram- 
mar grades.  Students  are  led  to  formulate  good  methods 
from  principles  set  forth. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  7.     Grammar  Grade  Music. 

A  continuation  of  Music  6  above. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  8.    Music  Appreciation. 

A  course  in  constructive  listening  designed  to  acquaint 
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students  with  standard  vocal  and  instrumental  compositions. 
Biographies  of  .great  musicians,  examples  from  early  church 
and  folk  music  to  opera,  oratoric,  chamber  music  and  symph- 
ony will  receive  attention. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

SCIENCE 

Botany  1.     Non-Flowering  Plants. 

A  systematic  study  of  algae,  ferns,  mosses,  lichens,  etc. 
Through  a  laboratory  study  of  types,  emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  the  morphology,  physiology,  metabolism,  and  reproduction 
of  these  plants. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Botany  2.    Flowering  Plants. 

Representatives  of  both  monocotyledenous  and  dicotyled- 
enous  plants  will  be  considered. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit  three  hours. 

Zoology  1.    Invertebrate  Zoology. 

An  elementary  study  of  the  lower  forms  of  invertebrate 
life.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  morphology,  physiology 
and  reproduction  of  the  amoeba,  hydra,  sponge,  earth  worms 
and  crayfish.     These  will  be  taken  as  types. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Zoology  2.     Vertebrate  Zoology. 

A  hurried  and  elementary  comparative  study  of  verte- 
brate forms,  from  the  lower  to  the  higher,  concluding  with 
the  vertebrates,  of  which  the  rat  will  be  taken  as  a  type. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  anatomy,  embryology  and  life 
history  of  each. 
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Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Zoology  3.     Economic  Entomology. 

This  course  deals  with  the  study  of  insect  life,  with  spe- 
cial references  to  its  harmful  and  useful  features.  It  consid- 
ers insects  in  relation  to  diseases  of  man  and  his  domestic  ani- 
mals, as  well  as  their  harmful  influence  on  crops.  Prevent- 
ative and  curative  measures  are  discussed. 

Biology  1.     General  Biology. 

Introduction  to  the  subject  sciences.  A  foundation  course 
for  later  study  in  botany,  zoology,  physiology,  psychology. 
Topics:  Nature  and  scope  of  general  biology,  nature  of  life, 
protoplasm,  cell  structure,  cell  nutrition,  cell  reproduction, 
cell  behavior,  origin  of  sex,  differentiation  of  sex,  etc.  Types 
of  plant  and  animal  life  will  be  used  as  a  laboratory  basis  for 
the  principles  learned. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  2.     Continuation  of  Biology  1. 

The  first  course  has  furnished  a  basis  for  a  more  sys- 
tematic study  and  a  better  understanding  of  larger  scientific 
principles.  Through  the  study  of  the  morphology,  physiol- 
ogy and  ecology  of  representative  plants  and  animals,  these 
general  topics  are  considered:  Lamarhim,  evolution,  Dar- 
winism, mutation  theory,  Mendelism,  etc. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  3.    Human  Physiology. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  individual  a  better 
understanding  of  his  own  mechanism,  with  a  view  to  better 
fitting  him  to  care  for  his  own  health,  and  that  of  others. 
Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  function  and  structure 
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of  the  muscular  nerves;   digestive,   respiratory,   circulatory, 
and  excretory  systems. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  4.     Nature  Study  for  Intermediate  Grades. 

Nature  study  through  observation,  studying  the  common 
plants  and  animals,  trees,  flowers,  ferns,  and  fungi,  birds, 
pets  and  wild  animals  which  are  common. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  5.     Nature  Study  of  the  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  will  consist  of  such  aspects  as  come  within  in- 
telligent interest  of  the  child,  viz. :  The  keeping  and  care 
of  pets,  the  garden  making,  growing  vegetables,  flowers,  and 
plants,  and  the  organization  of  a  course  of  study  and  its  re- 
lation to  the  child's  school  days.  Methods  of  teaching  nature 
subjects  are  presented  and  outlined  suitable  for  these  grades 
and  formulated. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  la.    Applied  Chemistry. 

No  knowledge  of  chemistry  is  presupposed  in  this  course. 
It  is  especially  recommended  for  those  students  who  may 
not  be  concerned  about  pursuing  chemistry  in  college,  but 
should  know  the  chemistry  of  every  day  life.  The  work  will 
run  throughout  the  year.  Chemistry  la  will  be  concerned 
with  chemistry  in  the  household. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  2b.    Applied  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  la  with  special  references  to 
Agriculture. 
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Chemistry  3c.     Applied  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  2b  with  special  reference  to  the  indus- 
tries. 

Chemistry  1.     General  Chemistry. 

This  continues  the  course  that  has  for  its  aim  the  giving 
of  a  broad  conception  of  the  fundamental  principles,  laws, 
and  theories  of  chemical  action,  thereby  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  further  study  in  the  subject.  A  detailed  study  is 
made  of  the  elements  oxygen,  hydrogen,  nitrogen,  followed  by 
the  study  of  other  elements  by  families. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Text:     Smith's  General  Chemistry  for  College. 

Chemistry  2.     General  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  1.  Halogens,  carbons,  and 
other  compounds. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  3.     General  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  2.  A  study  of  additional 
non-metals  and  their  compounds ;  elected  metals  and  their 
compounds.    Eelation  of  these  to  daily  life  is  emphasized. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  4.     Organic  Chemistry. 

Prerequisite :     Chemistry  1,  2,  and  3,  or  their  equivalent. 

This  is  a  basic  course  in  organic  chemistry.  The  work 
of  this  quarter  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  aliphatic  com- 
pounds. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 
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Chemistry  5.     Organic  Chemistry. 

A  continuation  of  Chemistry  4.  During  this  quarter, 
work  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  organic  compounds. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  6.     Qualitative  Anaylsis. 

A  systematic  separation  of  metals  and  non-metals  from 
unknown  solutions  and  study  of  the  principles  of  compounds, 
solution  and  mass  action. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  1. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  throughout  the  year.  A 
course  in  high  school  physics  is  a  prerequisite.  A  knowledge 
of  trigonometry  would  be  very  desirable.  A  detailed  study 
is  made  of  mechanics,  heat,  light,  magnetism,  and  electricity. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per 
week.     Credit,  three  hours.

Continuation  of  Physics  1.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  3. 

Continuation  of  Physics  2.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  4. 

Mechanics.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  5. 

Electricity  and  Magnetism.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  &. 

Electricity  and  Magnetism.     Credit,  three  hours. 
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WRITING 

Writing  1.    Palmer. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  not  to  enable  students  to 
procure  a  Palmer  certificate;  that  is  incidental,  if  it  comes 
at  all.  The  course  has  a  two-fold  object,  viz. :  To  develop  in 
each  student  a  legible  hand,  and  to  give  some  idea  of  princi- 
ple and  technique  of  teaching  writing.  A  minimum  of  80  on 
the  Ayers  scale  is  a  passing  grade ;  students  who  teach  in  the 
observation  school  must  reach  a  minimum  of  80. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Texts :  Palmer  Method  and  Freeman.  The  Teaching  of 
Handwriting. 

Writing  2.    Palmer. 

Continuation  of  Writing  1. 

Courses  in  addition  to  the  Regular  Courses  of  Study. 
These  courses  may  be  used  as  electives. 
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ADVANCED    COURSES 


ARTS 

Arts  7.    Art  Appreciation. 

A  study  of  the  principles  of  Art  as  shown  in  the  master- 
pieces of  painting,  sculpture  and  architecture,  with  emphasis 
on  showing  how  the  art  of  a  nation  reflects  its  growth.  How 
to  teach  picture  study  in  the  grades  is  one  of  the  applied  prob- 
lems in  this  course. 

Prerequisite  Arts  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

FINE  ARTS 

Freshmen  Year. 

Eight  hours  a  week.  Drawing  in  charcoal  and  pencil 
from  simple  casts  and  still  life  subjects.  Charcoal  and  pastel 
copy  work.  Light  and  shade,  elementary  perspective.  Color 
and  study. 

Sophomore  Year. 

Ten  hours  a  week.  More  advanced  studies  in  charcoal 
from  casts  and  still  life.  Advanced  copy  work  in  pastel. 
Simple  oil  studies.     Color  study  continued. 

Junior  Year. 

Ten  to  twelve  hours  a  week.  Charcoal  cast  drawing. 
Still  life  in  oil  and  water  colors.  Advanced  copy  work  in  oil. 
Designing  and  painting  textures.     Simple  outdoor  sketches. 

Senior  Year. 

Twelve  hours  a  week.  Advanced  painting  in  oil.  Tap- 
estry painting.     Outdoor   sketching  and  advanced  still  life 
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studies,  illustration  and  composition.     Portrait  heads  in  char- 
coal.    Picture  study,  art  appreciation. 

ENGLISH 

English  15.    American  Literature. 

A  survey  of  American  literature  from  the  beginning  to 
the  present,  regarding  it  as  an  expression  of  the  social  and 
intellectual  forces  of  the  American  people.  A  rapid  survey 
of  early  writers  will  be  followed  by  a  study — some  of  it  in- 
tensive and  critical,  much  of  it  comprehensive — of  the  chief 
writers  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  of  some  of  the  more 
recent  writers  and  tendencies.

Home  Economics  9.    Advanced  Cooking. 

Prerequisite  Home  Economics  3  and  4  or  their  equiva- 
lent. Many  of  the  topics  treated  in  Home  Economics  3  and 
4  will  be  taken  up  in  a  more  extended  fashion.  Special  con- 
sideration is  given  to  meals — planning,  adapting  to  condi- 
tions, nutritive  value,  cost,  planning  and  serving  of  breakfasts. 
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lunches,  dinners,  etc. 

Five  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Home  Economics  10.    Nutrition, 

The  nutritive  value  of  various  classes  of  food  is  consid- 
ered. This  course  forms  a  basis  for  the  planning  of  balanced 
meals.

SUMMER  QUARTER 

This  institution  is  a  State  Normal.  All  its  energies  are 
devoted  to  training  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  For 
this  purpose  it  has  a  two-year  normal  course  based  upon 
standard  high-school  graduation.  The  summer  quarter  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  year's  work.  Whatever  work  one  takes 
during  the  summer  will  count  toward  graduation,  provided 
the  entrance  requirements  shall  have  been  met. 

WHO  MAY  TAKE  THE  WORK 

Since  the  summer  quarter  is  an  integral  part  of  the  year 's 
work,  the  same  entrance  requirements  prevail  as  during  the 
regular  year.  In  terms  of  training  and  in  terms  of  certifi- 
cates, the  following  will  be  entitled  to  enter  the  institution 
and  receive  credit  as  indicated : 

a.  Graduates  of  standard  high  schools.  With  two  six- 
weeks  summer  schools  such  students  would  receive 
an  Elementary  B  certificate. 

b.  Graduates  of  non-standard  four -year  high  schools  ap- 
proved by  the  College  Association  of  North  Caro- 
lina. However,  such  students  must  attend  a  year,  at 
the  end  of  which  time  an  Elementary  A  certificate 
will  be  issued. 

c.  Those  having  one  or  two  years  of  standard  college 
work. 

d.  Holders  of  any  one  of  the  following  certificates : 

(1)  Provisional  Elementary. 

(2)  Elementary  Class  B. 

(3)  Elementary  Class  A. 

(4)  Primary  Class  C. 

(5)  Grammar  Grade  Class  C. 
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Four  six-week  summer  schools  are  necessary  to  raise  a 
certificate  from  one  class  to  another — e.g.,  Primary  Class  C 
to  Primary  B.  To  remain  through  both  terms  this  summer 
will  complete  one-half  the  work.  One  six-week's  summer 
school  will  give  those  with  one  year  of  standard  college  credit 
an  Elementary  A  certificate,  and  those  with  two  years  of 
standard  college  credit  a  Grammar  Grade  C  or  Primary  C, 
provided  the  work  be  done  in  Education. 

During  1927  there  were  two  summer  schools.  The  first 
began  May  31,  and  closed  July  8,  and  the  second  began  July 
12  and  closed  August  19. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  worked  out  nine 
six-weeks  summer  schools.  This  work  is  intended  for  teach- 
ers in  service.  The  work,  however,  corresponds  to  the  work 
during  the  regular  year.  Teachers  can  take  this  work  and 
receive  credit  towards  graduation  from  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment. This  makes  the  summer  schools  a  part  of  the  regular 
normal  work.

BOARD  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

Registration  fee  (per  term  of  six  weeks) $  5.00

Extra  fees  are  charged  for  science  courses.  Students 
registering  after  the  third  day  of  each  term  will  pay  an  extra 
fee  of  $1.00. 

Students  who  desire  to  reserve  room  in  the  dormitory 
must  deposit  a  fee  of  $1.00.  In  no  case  will  the  reservation 
fee  of  $1.00  be  returned.  Rooms  will  be  held  for  three  days 
after  the  opening. 
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After  registration  is  completed  a  charge  of  fifty  cents 
will  be  made  for  the  change  of  a  student's  course  of  study. 

Text  books  will  be  sold  in  the  Bookroom  at  publisher's 
prices. 

The  school  will  not  be  able  to  do  laundry  for  the  summer 
students.  Each  student  will  have  to  look  after  her  own 
laundry. 

"When  this  bulletin  reaches  you  we  will  have  reservations 
enough  to  nearly  fill  the  dormitories.  Should  you  desire  to 
room  in  the  dormitory  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  send  the 
$1.00  fee.  Rooms  will  be  assigned  when  reservations  enough 
are  received  to  fill  the  dormitories.  There  are  a  number  of 
homes  near  the  school  that  will  furnish  board  for  $30  to  $35 
for  the  six  weeks.  The  school  will  help  the  teachers,  when 
they  come,  to  get  a  suitable  boarding  place.  No  assignments 
will  be  made  outside  of  the  school  dormitories. 

Beginning  with  the  summer  of  1927,  30  semester  hours 
will  be  required  to  raise  a  certificate  from  one  class  to  another. 
At  the  above  date,  if  one  has  done  a  part  of  the  work  nec- 
essary to  raise  her  certificate  to  a  higher  class,  it  will  be  raised 
when  four  summer  schools  are  completed. 

Note — If  you  have  any  question  to  ask  regarding  your 
certificate,  you  should  take  it  up  with  Dr.  J.  E.  Hillman,  Di- 
vision of  Certification,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  not  with  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  course  of  study  as  arranged  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  is  a  progressive  one  to  take  the  student  through 
two  years  of  college  training,  and  at  the  same  time  offer  pro- 
fessional work  that  will  give  to  the  student  a  technique  and 
skill  in  organizing  and  presenting  material  to  her  own  classes 
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in  a  sound  pedagogical  manner.  Therefore,  the  best  results 
to  the  student  will  be  had  by  carefully  taking  the  courses  in 
the  order  as  outlined. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  SUMMER'S  WORK 

Students  may  facilitate  registration  very  materially,  if 
before  arriving  at  school,  they  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
requirements  of  the  courses  offered.  The  following  sugges- 
tions are  in  conformity  with  requirements  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education: 

1.  High  School  graduates  with  no  experience  are  ex- 
pected to  take  the  subjects  in  group  Number  1  the  first  six 
weeks  and  in  group  Number  2  the  second  six  weeks. 

2.  Beginning  teachers  who  were  regular  last  summer, 
should  keep  regular  throughout  the  Uniform  Curricula.  This 
means  that  if  a  teacher  completed  Unit  No.  1,  she  should  take 
Unit  No.  2  this  year.  If  she  completed  Units  Nos.  1  and  2, 
she  should  take  No.  3  this  year. 

3.  Teachers  holding  Elementary  B  Certificates  are  ex- 
pected to  take  their  work  from  the  courses  offered  within  the 
first  five  summer  school  groups. 

4.  Teachers  holding  Elementary  A  Certificates  will  be 
expected  to  select  their  work  from  the  courses  offered  within 
the  last  four  summer  school  groups. 

5.  Holders  of  Primary  or  Grammar  Grade  Certificates 
may  select  their  work  as  far  as  possible  from  the  advanced 
courses  offered  beyond  the  uniform  curricula. 

6.  To  secure  an  Elementary  B  Certificate,  graduates  of 
accredited  high  schools  must  have  credit  for  two  summer 
school  units.     These  are  Units  No.  1  and  No.  2. 
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7.  A  (group  of  rooms  will  be  assigned  to  graduates  of 
standard  high  school.  As  far  as  convenient  all  their  recita- 
tions will  come  in  this  group  of  rooms.  It  is  expected  that 
there  will  be  four  sections  of  these  students.  If  this  is  true 
each  section  will  be  assigned  a  room  in  which  the  work  of 
their  particular  school  will  be  carried  on.  The  same  regula- 
tions will  apply  to  all  the  other  schools. 

TEACHER  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT 
DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOL 

The  Teacher  Training  Department  is  a  very  essential  and  signifi- 
cant one  since  the  Normal  School  receives  students  for  the  express 
purpose  of  educating  and  training  them  to  become  teachers  in  our 
public  schools.  In  order  to  know  whether  or  not  teachers  have  been 
produced,  some  medium  of  careful  testing,  discovering,  and  building 
is  necessary.  The  Teacher  Training  Department  furnishes  this  medium. 

Purpose:  This  department  bears  the  same  relation  to  the  pro- 
fessional training  of  teachers  that  a  laboratory  bears  to  the  training 
of  scientists.  Students  here  have  the  opportunity  of  observing  actual 
teaching  by  experienced  teachers,  of  doing  practice  teaching  under 
the  supervision  of  a  well-trained  staff,  and  of  seeing  the  administra- 
tive details  of  school  organization  in  operation.  It  further  serves  as 
a  laboratory  in  which  new  educational  theories  may  be  tested  by  ex- 
periment, and  where  proposed  methods  may  be  adopted  to  the  various 
conditions  under  which  the  student  will  be  required  to  teach. 

Organization:  The  Demonstration  School  is  the  elementary  school 
of  the  town  of  Boone.  It  consists  of  seven  grades.  These  grades 
are  divided  into  small  groups.  The  student  teacher  teaches  these  small 
groups  in  rooms  especially  made  for  this  purpose.  It  is  recognized 
that  smaller,  rather  than  larger  groups,  are  of  greater  benefit  to  the 
student  in  that  she  can  under  such  conditions  give  concentrated  atten- 
tion to  the  vital  factors  of  teaching. 

Supervision:  This  department  is  in  charge  of  the  director  of  the 
demonstration  school  and  seven  critic  teachers.  Written  plans  or  out- 
lines of  fall  lessons  are  to  be  made  by  the  student  teacher  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  critic  teacher  or  supervisor  for  approval  before  they 
may  be  taugh.  Students  are  allowed  as  much  freedom  and  originality 
in  both  method  and  management  as  is  consistent  with  sound  educa- 
tional principles. 

Observation:     This  work  includes  teaching,  writing  reports,  ob- 
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serving,  criticising,  lesson-planning,  assisting  the  teacher,  attending 
conferences,  and  keeping  records.  An  endeavor  is  made  to  place 
the  student  in  the  atmosphere  of  a  real  school  with  as  much  of  the 
responsibility  peculiar  to  the  teacher  in  charge  as  possible. 

Students  while  teaching  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  progress 
of  their  pupils  in  the  subjects  they  teach. 


CORRESPONDENCE  DEPARTMENT 


COURSES  OF  STUDY 

The  Appalachian  Normal  School,  desiring  to  be  of  the 
greatest  possible  service  to  the  public  school  teacher,  is  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  foremost  institutions  of  the  country  in 
founding  a  correspondence-study  department.  This  depart- 
ment is  open  alike  to  our  large  and  ever-increasing  number  of 
students  and  to  those  without  normal-school  training  who  de- 
sire to  prepare  themselves  for  more  efficient  service. 

Courses  by  correspondence  are  taught  by  regular  profes- 
sors in  the  institution,  which  assures  the  student  that  each 
course  will  be  thorough  and  up  to  date.  There  will  always 
be  the  maximum  touch  between  the  instructor  and  the  stu- 
dent. The  student  recites  each  lesson  in  its  entirety  and 
may  have  any  question  answered  on  which  he  needs  help. 


REGULATIONS 

Admission :  For  admission  to  the  correspondence  de- 
partment the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard  or 
approved  high  school,  or  holder  of  a  standard  teachers '  cer- 
tificate, viz. :  Provisional  Elementary,  or  above. 

FEES 
A  fee  of  $2.00  per  quarter-hour  is  charged,  payable  in

advance.  No  fee  or  parts  of  fees  can  be  refunded  after  the 
course  is  begun.  A  registration  fee  holds  good  for  twelve 
months  after  date  of  registration.  If  the  student  wishes  to 
complete  a  course  after  that  time,  a  renewal  fee  of  $2.00  is 
charged. 

The  student  will  pay  postage  on  lessons  and  assignments 
each  way,  and  should  forward  with  each  lesson  postage  for 
its  return.  Money  should  be  sent  by  check  or  postoffifee 
money  order  made  payable  to  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School. 

CREDIT 

All  courses  offered  count  toward  graduation  from  this 
institution.  The  Division  of  Certification  at  Raleigh  will 
allow  credit  toward  State  teachers'  certificates  for  work  com- 
pleted here  by  correspondence  on  same  basis  as  during  the 
regular  term.  A  teacher  may  therefor  earn  both  certificate 
credit  and  credit  toward  graduation  from  this  institution. 

To  secure  one  summer  school  credit  by  correspondence, 
it  is  necessary  to  complete  twelve  hours  of  work. 

To  secure  credit  for  a  course,  a  final  examination  must  be 
taken  after  all  assignments  have  been  completed.  This  must 
be  done  not  later  than  three  months  after  the  last  assignment 
has  been  sent  in.  This  examination  may  be  taken  here,  or 
elsewhere  under  the  supervision  of  some  one  approved  by  this 
institution. 

Not  more  than  two  courses  may  be  taken  at  the  same  time. 
It  is  desirable  that  the  students  send  in  at  least  one  assignment 
per  week,  though  the  student  is  permitted  to  send  in  more  or 
fewer  assignmens  per  week  as  his  or  her  circumstances  permit. 

At  least  four  weeks  is  required  to  complete  a  book. 
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No  course  will  be  accredited  by  correspondence  which 
duplicates  a  course  previously  taken  for  either  certificate  or 

college  credit. 

» 

Correspondence  work  will  be  reported  for  certification 
June  30,  and  September  30. 

BOOKS 

Text  books  for  the  different  courses  may  be  had  from 
the  publishers  or  from  this  institution.  The  assignments  for 
each  course  will  usually  be  six  times  the  number  of  credit- 
hours  given  for  that  course. 

COURSES 

Education  5.    School  Management.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

In  this  course  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  give  the  teacher 
a  broader  view  of  education  and  a  better  understanding  of 
the  principles  of  it.  The  following  topics  are  taken  up:  the 
aim  of  education,  the  function  and  aim  of  management,  daily 
program,  the  measure  of  a  teacher's  work  in  the  school  room, 
grading  and  promotion,  order  and  discipline,  rewards  and 
punishment. 

Psychology  4.     Child  Psychology.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  better 
understanding  of  the  physical  and  mental  development  of 
children  from  birth  to  adolescence.  This  course  includes  a 
study  of  the  influence  of  the  heredity  and  environment,  in- 
nate tendencies  and  capacities,  the  moral  and  religious  de- 
velopment of  the  child,  language  and  speech  development, 
individual  differences  and  their  significance  in  education,  the 
adjustment  of  school  work  to  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

History  1.    American  History  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  takes  up  the  conditions  in  Europe   about 
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1492,  the  purpose  for  sending  colonies  to  America,  the  causes 
for  the  failure  of  some  colonies,  while  others  succeeded,  the 
early  development  of  various  colonies. 

History  8.     European  Background.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

A  course  in  European  History  which  emphasizes  the  fea- 
tures directly  bearing  upon  the  background  and  development 
of  American  History.  Those  countries  (England,  France, 
and  Germany)  which  have  had  more  or  less  definite  influ- 
ence on  the  political,  social,  and  economic  history  of  the 
United  States  will  be  considered. 

English  2.     Composition.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  is  a  practical  course  in  composition  for  the  every- 
day needs  of  teachers.  It  aims  at  correctness,  forcefulness, 
and  effectiveness  of  expression.  Topic :  Grammatical  correct- 
ness, sentence  formation,  paragraphing,  rhetoric,  style,  word 
selection,  narrative  discourse. 

English  7.     English  Literature.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  covers  the  principal  developments  in  English 
Literature  from  Chaucer  to  the  present  time.  Effort  is  made 
to  bring  out  the  connection  between  social  and  literary  move- 
ments, to  show  how  the  literature  of  a  period  reveals  the  life 
of  the  time,  and  to  give  familiarity  with  the  characteristics  of 
the  chief  literary  forms. 

Education  13.     Activities  of  Primary  Grades  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  course  will  concern  itself  with  the  aims  and  object- 
ives of  education  in  the  primary  grades.  Subject  matter  and 
school  activities  necessary  to  obtain  these  aims  and  objectives 
will  touch  reading,  hygiene,  language,  number,  nature  study, 
etc.  The  place  of  projects  and  child  activities  will  be  pre- 
sented as  a  basis  of  organization  of  the  primary  curriculum. 
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Geography  1.    Principles  of  Geography.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  is  a  course  in  systematic  geography,  being  a  foun- 
dation course  for  the  later  study  of  geography.  The  chief 
topics  are  weather  and  weather  observation,  and  the  elements 
of  climate :  Temperature,  moisture,  winds,  and  pressure,  and 
the  influence  of  climatic  regions  upon  plants  and  animals, 
and  upon  industrial  life. 

Additional  courses  are  being  prepared.

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ANNOUNCEMENTS 


For  the  Eegular  Term,  1927-1928 

The  1927  annual  catalogue  is  supposed  to  give  the  history  of  the 
school  during  the  preceding  year.  There  will  be  few  changes  for  the 
year  1927-1928.  A  few  new  members  will  be  chosen  for  the  faculty. 
Several  members  of  the  faculty  are  attending  universities  and  summer 
schools  to  raise  their  degrees.  The  school  is  now  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  of  Teachers '  Colleges  and  Normal  Schools. 

A  great  deal  of  work  is  being  done  on  the  school  grounds.  The 
drives  through  the  campus  are  being  hard-surfaced.  Lawns  are  be- 
ing made  around  the  new  buildings. 

More  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  milk  supply  and  the  gardens 
and  farm. 

The  Trustees  had  built  during  the  year  five  small  cottages.  These 
are  unfurnished  and  rent  for  $10.00  per  month. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Perry  occupies  rooms  in  the  Lovill  Home  Annex,  where 
he  cared  for  patients.  This  gives  the  school  the  opportunity  of  hav- 
ing sick  students  cared  for  on  the  campus.  The  school  was  fortunate 
during  the  year  in  having  very  few  cases  of  sickness. 

The  school  is  a  two-year  normal  school  based  on  a  standard  high- 
school  course.  The  work  is  strictly  college  work  and  will  receive 
college  credit  in  any  of  the  four-year  colleges  towards  a  degree  in 
Education.  Students  who  complete  the  two  year  course  will  be  grant- 
ed the  Primary  C  or  Grammar  Grade  C  Certificate. 

The  fall  term  will  open  August  23.  It  is  expected  that  all  stu- 
dents who  desire  credit  will  be  registered  by  August  25.  Those  who 
do  not  offer  themselves  for  registration  on  that  date  must  make  a 
valid  excuse  for  late  registering  and  if  allowed  to  register  must  make 
up  the  work  gone  over  by  the  class  and  also  pay  a  fee  of  $1  extra. 
After  the  second  week  it  will  be  questionable  whether  a  student  can 
register  and  get  full  credit. 

A  fee  of  $1  is  charged  each  student  who  registers.  This  is  term- 
ed the  Students'  Activity  Fee.  This  will  be  divided  among  the  sev- 
eral activities  of  the  school.     It  will  be  prorated  about  as  follows: 

Athletics  45  per  cent;  Lyceum  20  per  cent;  Publications  12  per 
cent;  Movies  8  per  cent;  Advertising  8  per  cent;  Miscellaneous  7 
per  cent. 
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During  the  year  the  school  has  had  quite  a  lot  of  publicity.  Ad- 
vertisements were  carried  in  a  number  of  special  editions  of  the  State 
dailies.

This  has  brought  the  school  to  the  notice  of  the 
readers  of  the  local  papers  in  almost  every  county  in  the  State. 

All  the  normal  schools  in  North  Carolina  and  the  greater  number 
of  normal  schools  in  other  states  have  practically  the  same  courses 
of  study.  This  school  will  give  students  full  credit  for  all  the  work 
they  have  done  in  other  normal  schools.  But  a  student  must  remain 
three  quarters  in  order  to  graduate  from  the  normal  department. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  school  has  been  issuing  a  certificate  to 
graduates  in  the  high  school  department.  These  certificates  showed 
credits  that  the  high  school  student  had  earned.  A  simpler  certificate 
will  be  given  hereafter.  The  high  school  certificate  will  cost  $1.50. 
The  normal  school  diploma  will  cost  $2.50. 

The  living  rooms  in  the  dormitories  are  furnished  with  60-watt 
electric  lights.  No  students  will  be  allowed  to  use  a  brighter  lamp. 
No  student  must  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  electric  arrangements 
in  the  rooms.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  use  candles  or  oil  lamps 
after  the  lights  in  the  dormitories  are  turned  off  at  10  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  school  will  furnish  an  electric  light  for  each  room.  If  this  is 
burned  out  and  the  old  light  is  brought  to  the  matron  she  will  furnish 
a  new  lamp.  If  it  is  broken  or  misplaced  the  student  must  purchase  a 
new  lamp.  Students  are  held  responsible  for  the  furniture  in  the  room 
that  they  occupy.  They  must  not  under  any  conditions  get  furniture 
from  other  rooms.  The  occupants  of  a  room  must  keep  the  room 
clean  and  leave  it  in  a  sanitary  cndition  when  the  school  closes.  The 
rooms  will  be  inspected  daily  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  dormitory. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  physical  education  and  health. 
The  school  will  not  encourage  strenuous  athletics  but  will  require  all 
students  to  take  a  certain  amount  of  physical  exercise  daily.  There  is 
a  good  baseball  diamond  and  a  number  of  tennis  courts.  There  are  two 
indoor  basketball  courts.  In  order  to  get  the  best  results  from  ath- 
letics students  should  have  a  gymnasium  outfit  and  a  bathing  suit. 

Every  student  must  pay  the  usual  registration  fee.  The  rule  is 
that  this  fee  is  not  to  be  refunded.  There  may  be  special  cases,  how- 
ever, where  it  is  fair  for  the  students,  if  compelled  to  leave,  to  have 
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the  fee  returned.  If  a  studnt  pays  for  board  in  the  dormitory  and  is 
compelled  to  leave  school  before  the  end  of  the  term,  he  may  ask  for 
a  refund  of  the  board  not  used. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  to  furnish  board  and  rooms.  It  is 
not  thought  wise  to  board  students  who  room  in  the  town  or  to  room 
students  who  board  in  town. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  school  will  sell  books  next  year.  If  it 
does  not  it  will  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  books  to  be 
sold  in  some  of  the  stores  in  town.  The  school  will  no  longer  sell 
stationery. 

For  many  years  the  school  has  given  Monday  as  a  holiday.  This 
practice  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  **vill  be  continued.  It  is 
thought  wise  to  give  Monday  as  a  day  free  from  school  work. 

The  school  often  receives  inquiries  about  credits  and  certificates 
that  cannot  be  easily  answered.  All  these  inquiries  are  referred  to 
Dr.  James  E.  Hillinan,  Baleigh,  N.  C.  Dr.  Hillman  is  Director  of 
Certification.

HISTORICAL 


DURING  the  summer  of  1899,  the  citizens  of  Watauga 
County  and  friends  elsewhere  began  a  movement  to 
establish  a  good  school  in  the  town  of  Boone.  A  site 
was  donated  by  D.  B.  Dougherty  and  J.  F.  Hardin  in  the  pines 
on  the  east  of  town.  The  interest  in  erecting  the  building  was 
general.    A  list  of  the  contributors  is  preserved  in  the  library. 

Messrs.  Dauphin  D.  Dougherty  and  Blanford  B.  Dougherty 
began  the  school,  which  was  called  Watauga  Academy,  in  the 
fall  of  1899.  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  acted  as  county  superintendent 
and  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty  conducted  the  school.  The  town 
school  was  taught  in  connection  with  the  other  work.  Watauga 
Academy  was  conducted  in  the  old  school  building  till  the  new 
house  was  ready.  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty  and  Mrs.  D.  D.  Dough- 
erty taught  the  public  school  at  a  salary  of  $25  for  both.  The 
spring  term  was  begun  in  the  new  building,  and  Mr.  B.  B. 
Dougherty  helped  in  the  work. 

This  work  continued  for  four  years.  During  this  time  Messrs, 
D.  D.  and  B.  B.  Dougherty,  from  their  private  means,  erected 
three  cottages  and  a  home  for  boys  and  a  home  for  girls. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  was  preparing  teachers  for  the 
mountain  schools.  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty,  in  his  work  as  county 
superintendent  of  Watauga  County,  had  occasion  to  visit  several 
mountain  counties  and  conferred  with  other  school  men  on  the 
need  of  better  facilities  for  teacher  training.  Capt.  E.  F.  Lovill, 
of  Boone,  entered  into  the  movement  to  get  the  State  interested 
in  doing  this  work.  He  greatly  assisted  Mr.  B.  B.  Dougherty  in 
getting  the  matter  before  the  1903  Legislature.  Mr.  W.  C.  New- 
land,  the  member  from  Caldwell  County,  introduced  a  bill  in  the 
House  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  annually  for  mainte- 
nance, and  $1,500  for  building  when  a  like  amount  was  given  by 
citizens.    Little  opposition  was  offered  in  the  House  to  the  passage 
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of  the  bill.  In  the  Senate  an  unfavorable  report  was  made  by  the 
committee.  Mr.  R.  B.  White,  of  Franklin  County,  offered  a  min- 
ority report  favoring  the  bill.  Mr.  Clyde  Hoey,  of  Cleveland 
County,  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Justice,  of  McDowell  County,  spoke  and 
worked  in  favor  of  the  school.  The  bill  became  law  on  March  9, 
1903. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  C.  Fields  and  A.  S.  Carson,  of  the  county  of  Alle- 
ghany, J.  D.  Thomas  and  T.  C.  Bowie,  of  the  county  of  Ashe,  Adolphus 
Taylor  and  W.  P.  Horton,  of  the  county  of  Wilkes,  F.  P.  Moore  and  J.  M. 
Bernhardt,  of  the  county  of  Caldwell,  Moses  H.  Cone  and  E.  F.  Lovill, 
of  the  county  of  Watauga,  J.  R.  Prichard  and  T.  A.  Love,  of  the  county 
of  Mitchell,  and  J.  B.  Ray  and  E.  F.  Watson,  of  the  county  of  Yancey, 
are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  of  The 
Appalacian  Training  School  for  Teachers,  and  as  such  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  the  courts  of  the  State,  may  purchase 
and  hold  real  estate,  receive  donations,  and  do  all  things  useful  and  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act. 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  in  the  town  of 
Blowing  Rock,  in  the  county  of  Watauga,  in  month  of  May  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  at  the  call  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  organize  by  electing  president,  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  shall  meet  annually  thereafter  at  a  time  and  place  to  be 
fixed  by  said  board." 

Other  sections  state  that  books  shall  be  opened  for  subscrip- 
tions; that  when  $1,500  is  paid  in  the  State  shall  pay  a  like 
amount;  that  $2,000  shall  be  appropriated  annually  for  mainte- 
nance; that  tuition  shall  be  free  to  those  who  pledge  themselves 
to  teach  in  the  State  for  two  years,  and  that  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  Alleghany,  Ashe,  Wilkes,  Watauga,  Caldwell,  Mitchell, 
and  Yancey  counties  shall  meet  with  the  board  of  trustees  at  their 
first  meeting,  and  choose  a  site  for  the  school. 

State  Superintendent  J.  Y.  Joiner  called  a  meeting  of  the 
trustees  and  superintendents  at  Blowing  Rock  on  May  15.  At 
this  meeting  the  friends  of  Watauga  Academy  offered  the  free 
use  of  their  building  and  a  subscription  of  $2,500  if  the  school 
should  be  located  at  Boone.  The  towns  of  Blowing  Rock  and 
Montezuma  also  offered  inducements.  The  school  was  given  to 
Boone.

In  June,  1903,  the  trustees  met  in  Boone  and  elected  Mr.  B. 
B.  Dougherty,  superintendent;  Mr.  D.  D.  Dougherty,  principal, 
and  Mr.  J.  M.  Cheek,  teacher  of  English.  Later,  Mr.  W.  M. 
Francum,  Miss  Maude  Harris,  and  Miss  Lela  Thompson  were 
added  to  the  faculty.    The  first  term  began  in  October. 

Watauga  Academy  was  donated;  the  Administration  Building 
erected  in  1905;  Lovill  Home  Annex  in  1906;  McNeil  cottage 
purchased  in  1907;  Newland  Hall  built  in  1908;  Science  Hall  in 
1911;  Lovill  Home  in  1915;  Light  Plant  in  1915;  Arts  and 
Crafts  Building  finished  in  1917;  Justice  Hall  finished  in   1920. 

The  Coffey  farm  was  purchased  in  1905  and  the  Edminsten 
farm  in  1908.  Several  small  purchases  of  land  have  been  made 
from  Messrs.  R.  M.  Greene,  J.  S.  Stanbury,  J.  F.  Hardin,  Tyre 
Elrod,  DeVault  Bingham,  Bynum  McNeil,  E.  S.  Coffey,  George 
Keller,  D.  D.  Dougherty,  B.  B.  Dougherty,  and  George  Spauld- 
ing. 

The  legislature  of  1921  changed  the  management  and  object 
of  the  Appalachian  Training  School. 

NEW  CHARTER 

The  Legislature  of  1925  changed  the  name  of  the  school  and 
modified  the  management  of  it.     Briefly: 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  Appalachian  Training  School  of  Boone, 
North  Carolina,  is  hereby  changed  to  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School 
shall  consist  of  nine  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Within 
thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  name  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Board ;  and  in  naming  the  said  five  members,  he  shall  desig- 
nate which  members  of  the  present  Board  are  to  be  succeeded  by  the  five 
so  named.  Within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Governor 
shall  name  the  four  other  members  of  the  said  Board  and  in  naming  the 
said  four  other  members,  he  shall  designate  which  of  the  members  of  the 
present  Board  are  to  be  succeeded  by  two  of  the  four  so  named.  The  term 
of  office  of  the  first  five  named  by  the  Governor  shall  expire  on  the  first 
day  of  May,  1927.  The  term  of  office  of  the  last  four  named  by  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1929.  Any  vacancies  occurring 
in  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor.  The  Governor  shall  trans- 
mit the  names  of  the  Trustees  appointed  by  him  to  the  Senate  at  the  next 
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session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  confirmation.     (The  rest  of  the  section 
gives  the  new  Trustees  possession  of  all  the  school  property.) 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  hold  at 
Boone  an  annual  meeting,  at  which  meeting  they  shall  qualify  and  organ- 
ize, and  consider  recommendations  of  the  President  of  the  Normal  School, 
and  such  other  business  as  may  properly  come  before  them.  The  Board 
shall  elect,  at  such  meeting,  a  chairman  and  vice-chairman,  and  appoint 
such  committees  among  their  membership  as  they  may  deem  proper  and 
wise.  They  may  also  hold  such  meetings  from  time  to  time  as  they  deem 
necessary. 

Sec.  4.  (Empowers  the  Trustees  to  use  all  the  property  of  the  school 
for  the  purpose  of  the  school.) 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  provide 
for  the  spending  of  all  moneys  whatsoever  belonging  to,  appropriated  to, 
or  in  any  way  acquired  by  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School ;  they 
shall  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  buildings,  the  making  of  all  needed 
improvements,  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the  physical  plant  of 
the  said  Normal  School,  and  may  do  all  things  deemed  useful  and  wise  by 
them  for  the  good  of  the  school,  not  contrary  to  the  educational  policies  of 
the  State  or  laws  of  North  Carolina ;  Provided,  however,  that  before  letting 
contracts  for  the  erection  of  any  new  buildings,  the  plans  for  the  same 
shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  elect  the 
President  of  the  said  Normal  School,  to  fix  his  salary,  and  his  tenure  of 
office.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  President,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  elect  other  officers,  teachers,  and  employes,  to  fix  their 
duties,  tenure  of  office  and  their  respective  salaries. 

Sec.  7.  (Provides  the  duties  of  the  President,  as  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  giving  authority  to  call  meetings  of  the  Board,  being  the  executive 
head  of  the  Board  to  prepare  the  annual  report,  etc.) 

Sec.  8.  That  the  central  purpose  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School  shall  be  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina. 
To  that  end  the  President  shall  prepare  course  of  study,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent  to  visit  the  Appalachian  State  Normal 
School  from  time  to  time,  and  to  advise  with  the  President  about  standards, 
equipment  and  organization,  to  the  end  that  a  normal  school  of  high  grade 
shall  be  maintained.  The  standards  shall  not  be  lower,  in  the  main,  than 
the  average  standard  of  normal  schools  of  like  rank  in  the  United  States; 
Provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  teach  in  the  regular  classes  of  the 
Normal  School  unless  as  a  substitute  or  temporary  teacher,  whose  academic 
and  professional  qualifications  are  lower  than  that  represented  by  gradua- 
tion from  a  standard  college,  or  its  undoubted  equivalent. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  County 
Superintendent  of  Watauga  County  to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Trus- 
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tecs  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  in  maintaining  a  practice  or 
demonstration  school.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  fur- 
nish buildings,  equipment,  water  and  lights  for  such  practice  school ;  while 
the  County  Board  of  Education  and  the  local  school  authorities  shall  fur- 
nish fuel  and  janitors,  and  shall  pay  all  teachers  in  practice  school  the 
regular  State  or  County  salary  schedule,  with  the  provision  that  any  excess 
in  salaries  on  account  of  specially  qualified  teachers  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Normal  School.  The  qualifications  of  teachers 
in  the  practice  school  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  nomi- 
nation of  such  teachers  shall  be  made  jointly  by  the  County  Superintendent 
and  the  President;  but  the  practice  teachers  shall  be  elected  by  the  school 
authorities  of  the  local  school  district.  The  practice  school,  while  under 
the  general  administration  and  control  of  the  Normal  School  authorities, 
shall  remain  an  integral  part  of  the  county  school  system,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  as  to  supervision,  standards,  records  and  the  like 
as  other  graded  schools  in  the  county.  In  case  of  any  disagreement  between 
the  bodies  herein  referred  to,  said  dispute  shall  be  referred  to  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  10.  (Authorizes  the  establishment  of  a  loan  fund  and  gives  author- 
ity to  use  the  net  proceeds  of  the  New  River  Light  and  Power  Company's 
plant  for  this  fund.) 

Sec.  ii.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  anyone  to  hunt  or  fish  on  the 
premises  of  the  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  without  permission.  Any 
person  so  doing  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  He  may 
have  a  preliminary  hearing  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  before  the 
Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Boone.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  fix  a  fee  for 
hunting  or  fishing  upon  said  premises  and  set  aside  any  proceeds  there- 
from for  the  loan  fund. 

Sec.  12.     (Makes  all  new  Trustees  to  hold  office  for  four  years.) 

Sec.  13.  (In  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  1923  being  turned  over  to 
the  new  Corporation.) 

Sec.  14.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  in  conflict  with  the  provision  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  ratification  and  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  provided 
herein. 

LOCATION 

The  town  of  Boone  has  a  population  of  about  fifteen  hundred. 
It  is  among  the  mountains,  and  has  an  elevation  of  3,332  feet. 
The  people  are  rural.  There  are  four  churches:  Methodist,  Bap- 
tist, Lutheran,  and  Adventist.     Mail  and  telephone  facilities  are 
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good.    The  Linville  River  Railroad  has  its  terminus  here.     Mer- 
chandise of  all  kinds  is  kept  and  sold  at  reasonable  prices. 

Boone  is  well  located  as  to  good  roads.  Route  60,  the  Boone 
Trail,  passes  through  and  connects  on  the  east  with  Winston- 
Salem  and  points  in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  and  on  the  west 
with  Bristol,  Tennessee  and  Virginia.  Route  69  begins  on  the 
north  on  the  Virginia  line  and  passes  through  the  town  and  con- 
nects with  Western  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee.  Route  17 
begins  here  and  goes  south  through  Lenoir  and  Hickory. 

The  town  is  lighted  by  electricity  and  has  a  fairly  good  water 
system.  The  Watauga  Telephone  System  connects  with  the  ad- 
joining counties,  and  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  has  an  office 
here.     Improvements  are  being  made  on  the  sidewalks  and  streets. 

HOW  TO  REACH  BOONE 

Students  coming  from  sections  west  of  Boone  can  come  on  the 
Linville  River  Railroad.  This  road  connects  at  Cranberry  with 
the  East  Tennessee  and  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad,  which 
connects  at  Johnson  City  with  the  Southern  and  Clinchfield.  Stu- 
dents living  east  of  Asheville  can  usually  reach  here  in  one  day. 
Students  coming  from  the  south,  the  cheaper  route  is  by  rail  to 
Lenoir,  N.  C,  and  then  by  auto  to  Boone.  The  Carolina  and 
Northern  Railroad  connects  with  the  Southern  at  Hickory,  and 
the  Seaboard  at  Lincolnton.  The  train  arrives  at  Lenoir  at  1 :45 
p.m.  Autos  bring  students  and  valises  the  same  afternoon  to  Boone 
for  $2.50.  Baggage  checks  should  be  handed  driver.  Auto  trans- 
fer will  charge  about  $1.50  for  bringing  over  trunks.  Elkland, 
the  terminus  of  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railroad,  is  ten  miles 
north.  The  mails  can  usually  bring  passengers  for  $1.00.  (Bag- 
gage extra.) 

From  North  Wilkesboro  the  jitney  service  is  $2.50.  Trunks 
cost  $1.00  extra.  This  is  now  the  best  route  from  the  north- 
central  section  of  the  State. 
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GROUNDS 

The  campus  of  the  school  contains  about  thirty-five  acres.  Only 
a  small  part  of  this  is  improved.  Seven  acres  around  the  school 
buildings  have  been  laid  off  by  Mr.  Leigh  Colyer,  a  landscape 
architect.  There  are  macadamized  walkways  and  driveways. 
Lawns  of  native  grasses  have  been  made,  and  many  shrubs  and 
flowers  have  been  planted.  There  is  a  natural  grove  of  white 
pines.  The  other  parts  of  the  campus  are  allowed  to  grow  grasses 
and  are  mowed  or  cultivated  for  vegetables  or  used  for  grounds 
for  games. 

C.  B.  Coe,  Civil  Engineer  of  Johnson  City,  Tenn.,  assisted 
by  W.  T.  Swoyer,  made  a  topographical  map  of  the  campus.  Mr. 
E.  S.  Draper,  landscape  architect  of  Charlotte,  was  then  employed 
to  lay  off  the  grounds  for  improvement  and  to  locate  further  build- 
ings. The  Gymnasium,  Demonstration  School,  Central  Dining 
Room,  and  New  Dormitory  were  located  by  Mr.  Draper. 


BUILDINGS 

Watauga  Academy  was  built  in  1899  by  the  people  of  Watauga 
County  and  generous  friends  elsewhere.  Art  is  taught  on  first 
floor. 

Old  Administration  Building  is  a  two-story  brick  structure, 
96  feet  long  by  64  feet  wide.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  office, 
business  room,  small  chapel,  and  three  recitation  rooms.  On  the 
second  floor  are  the  auditorium  and  music  rooms. 

Lovill  Home  Annex  is  a  frame  building  used  as  a  woman's 
dormitory  during  the  summer.  Seventy-five  can  get  rooms  here 
and  take  board  at  Central  Dining  Room. 

Science  Hall  is  a  brick  structure  with  a  basement  and  two 
floors.    On  the  first  floor  are  three  recitation  rooms  and  a  lecture 
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room,  laboratories  for  the  sciences,  and  the  museum.    The  second 
floor  has  the  Alumni  Hall  and  four  recitation  rooms. 

Lovill  Home  is  a  brick  building  with  seventy-two  living  rooms, 
parlors,  society  halls,  library,  rest  rooms,  and  study  halls.  All 
modern  conveniences,  water,  steam  heat,  and  electric  lights  are  in 
use. 

The  Arts  and  Crafts  Building  is  of  wood.  The  lower  story  is 
40  by  60  feet,  and  is  used  for  a  gymnasium  for  men.  The  second 
story  contains  four  rooms  which  will  be  used  for  manual  training 
for  men. 

Justice  Hall  is  a  three-story  brick  dormitory  for  men.  There 
are  forty-eight  living  rooms,  society  halls,  parlors,  etc. 

Newland  Hall  is  a  three-story  wooden  building  now  used  dur- 
ing the  summer  for  a  private  boarding  house  for  women.  This  is 
completely  furnished.  Forty  women  can  board  here.  The  rates 
are  higher. 

New  Administration  Building  is  a  three-story  brick  structure, 
semi-fireproof.  There  are  twenty  recitation  rooms,  offices,  audito- 
rium, study  hall,  and  library.  The  basement  floor  has  the  labo- 
ratories and  scientific  equipment.  It  is  equipped  throughout  with 
steam  heat,  running  water,  and  electric  lights. 

The  Gymnasium  is  a  two-story  brick  building.  There  is  a 
well-arranged  swimming  pool,  and  hot  and  cold  showers  in  the 
basement.  The  first  story  is  for  a  basketball  court.  The  build- 
ing is  well  arranged  for  use  by  men  and  women. 

The  Demonstration  School  Building  is  planned  especially  for 
this  type  of  work  and  embodies  the  latest  ideas  in  this  type  of 
building.  It  has  eighteen  class  rooms,  eleven  of  which  are  con- 
nected with  smaller  rooms  for  practice  teaching.  It  has  an  office 
for  the  director,  ladies'  rest  room,  a  large  auditorium,  and  a  gym- 
nasium. 
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The  New  River  Light  and  Power  Company's  new  plant  was 
completed  and  started  in  October,  1924.  This  plant  furnishes 
light  and  power  to  the  town  and  school. 

The  Central  Dining  Room  is  completed.  The  basement  is  used 
for  an  ice  plant  and  a  cold  storage.  The  first  floor  is  a  model 
kitchen  and  a  double  dining  hall.  All  students  who  room  in  the 
dormitories  will  take  their  meals  here. 

White  Hall  is  a  modern  dormitory  with  showers,  baths,  elec- 
tric lights,  and  steam  heat.  It  will  accommodate  one  hundred  fifty 
women. 

Power  House,  This  building  is  intended  to  include  a  steam 
electric  power  plant,  and  a  central  heating  plant,  and  a  laundry. 
The  building  is  completed  and  the  power  plant  is  in  operation. 
The  power  plant  is  an  emergency  plant  in  case  the  hydro-electric 
plant  fails  or  does  not  give  sufficient  current.  The  central  heating 
plant  will  be  provided  during  the  next  year. 

The  1927  legislature  made  an  appropriation  for  the  building 
of  a  women's  dormitory  to  accommodate  one  hundred  fifty  stu- 
dents.   This  building  is  under  construction. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  recitation  rooms  are  furnished  with  comfortable  desks  and 
seats.    There  are  maps,  globes,  and  charts  where  needed. 

A  small  collection  of  rocks,  minerals,  Indian  relics,  shells,  ma- 
rine animals,  etc.,  is  being  made. 

During  the  year  the  school  procured  the  collection  of  minerals 
and  Indian  relics  collected  by  Rev.  W.  R.  Savage.  This  collection 
compares  favorably  with  any  like  collection  in  the  South. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  Administration  Building  laboratories 
for  Home  Economics,  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Biology  have  been

equipped  to  compare  favorably  with  laboratories  in  schools  of  this 
grade. 

The  dormitories  are  furnished  with  double  beds,  wash  stand, 
bowl  and  pitcher,  table  mirror,  and  lamp.  Rooms  for  women 
have  in  addition  a  dresser. 

During  the  last  year  much  new  equipment  has  been  purchased 
for  all  the  departments. 

LIBRARY 

There  are  around  twelve  thousand  volumes  in  the  Library. 
More  than  half  of  these  have  been  catalogued  by  the  Dewey  sys- 
tem. The  Library  is  open  from  8  :oo  a.m.  to  5  :oo  o'clock  p.m. 
Reference  books  and  books  on  reserve  cannot  be  taken  from  the 
Library.    Other  books  can  be  borrowed  for  a  period  of  two  weeks. 

PUBLICATIONS 

During  the  existence  of  the  school  the  Dew  Drop  has  been 
issued  at  regular  intervals.  The  first  issue  of  the  year  is  the  an- 
nual catalogue.  Four  issues  are  published  each  year.  These  issues 
announce  the  openings  of  terms  of  the  school  and  give  information 
about  school  matters.    There  is  no  charge  for  this  publication. 

The  student  body  for  five  years  has  published  an  annual  which 
it  calls  the  Rhododendron.  This  publication  contains  pictures  of 
the  buildings  and  the  classes  and  the  senior  commencement  pro- 
gram. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

There  are  two  well  organized  societies  for  women,  the  Tha- 
lian  and  the  Uranian.    There  are  also  two  societies  for  men. 

The  following  rules  apply  to  each  society: 

1.  None  but  members  can  attend. 

2.  No  one  can  join  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  school  two 
weeks. 
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3.  Members  must  get  excuses  from  a  member  of  the  faculty 
for  all  absences. 

4.  Every  student  is  requested  to  join  one  of  the  societies. 

5.  All  the  societies  shall  meet  on  Saturday  evening,  one  hour 
after  the  supper  bell  rings.  This  meeting  shall  be  for  literary 
exercises  only. 

6.  Regular  or  call  meetings  for  business  may  be  held  on  any 
afternoon  after  school. 

7.  Members  of  the  faculty  will  from  *time  to  time  visit  the 
literary  meetings  of  the  societies  for  the  purpose  of  rendering 
them  aid  in  their  work. 

8.  No  teacher  shall  take  part  in  any  debate  or  literary  pro- 
gramme. 

9.  Each  society  shall  have  a  representative,  whose  name  shall 
be  reported  to  the  superintendent,  on  whom  the  faculty  may  call 
at  any  time  for  information  concerning  the  society  and  its  work. 

10.  The  sessions  of  the  society  must  not  interfere  with  the 
retiring  hour  at  either  of  the  dormitories. 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCES 

Chapei  exercises  are  held  at  10:00  o'clock  a.m.  There  are 
songs,  scripture  readings,  and  short  talks. 

Weekly  prayer  meetings  are  conducted  in  the  dormitories. 

GOVERNMENT 

In  the  boarding  halls  men  are  under  the  supervision  of  a 
teacher. 

Students  at  these  halls  are  expected  to  be  on  duty  at  the  school 
buildings  during  school  hours.  They  are  allowed  to  go  to  town 
under  restrictions. 
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Everyone  must  be  in  his  room  during  study  hours.  No  loafing 
or  visiting  is  permitted. 

Students  are  expected  to  get  permission  from  teacher  in  charge 
before  leaving  the  school  grounds  for  any  purpose. 

More  rigid  rules  are  enforced  for  women  in  their  boarding 
halls  about  permission  to  leave  their  homes.  Lady  teachers  must 
accompany  women  when  they  are  away  from  their  boarding  places. 

On  certain  occasions  men  and  women  are  allowed  social  privi- 
leges under  the  supervision  of  teachers.  These  occasions  are  al- 
ways announced  to  the  student  body.  Men  must  not  loiter  on  the 
campus  for  women,  nor  must  there  be  association  between  the 
two  without  a  definite  understanding  with  the  faculty. 

The  living  rooms  in  the  dormitories  are  furnished  with  60- 
watt  electric  lights.  No  students  will  be  allowed  to  use  a  brighter 
lamp.  No  student  must  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  electric 
arrangements  in  the  rooms.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  use 
candles  or  oil  lamps  after  the  lights  in  the  dormitories  are  turned 
off  at  10  o'clock  p.m.  The  school  will  furnish  an  electric  light  for 
each  room.  If  this  is  burned  out  and  the  old  light  is  brought  to 
the  matron  she  will  furnish  a  new  lamp.  If  it  is  broken  or  mis- 
placed, the  student  must  purchase  a  new  lamp.  Students  are  held 
responsible  for  the  furniture  in  the  room  that  they  occupy.  They 
must  not  under  any  conditions  get  furniture  from  other  rooms. 
The  occupants  of  a  room  must  keep  the  roc*n  clean  nad  leave  it  in 
a  sanitary  condition  when  the  school  closes.  The  rooms  will  be 
inspected  daily  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  dormitory. 

These  regulations  are  simple  and  easily  obeyed.  Each  teacher 
during  school  hours  has  charge  of  his  or  her  room.  Occasionally 
the  faculty  meet  for  consultation  about  the  best  methods  of  carry- 
ing out  the  regulations  of  the  school,  and  advising  new  things  for 
its  betterment. 
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VISITING 

From  experience  it  has  been  found  that  students  are  likely  to 
lose  interest  in  their  work  by  visiting  too  much.  Certain  days 
each  term  will  be  announced  as  visiting  days.  Women  who  want 
to  take  advantage  of  these  occasions  for  visiting  must  get  written 
permission  from  their  parents  before  permission  will  be  granted. 

GAMES 

A  very  good  diamond  for  baseball  is  provided  for  men. 

Women  have  a  tennis  court,  a  croquet  ground  and  an  outside 
basketball  ground.  In  the  Arts  and  Crafts  building  there  is  a 
good  gymnasium  for  the  joint  use  at  different  times — of  men  and 
women. 

No  games  are  allowed  during  school  hours. 

No  match  games  are  permitted  without  the  consent  of  the  fac- 

ylty. 

A  teacher  is  expected  to  be  on  the  grounds  at  all  games. 

Every  student  is  on  the  same  footing  in  all  games.  There  is 
no  student  association  to  keep  out  anyone  who  desires  to  join  in 
the  games. 

BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR,  1928-1929 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  to  furnish  board  and  rooms.  It  is 
not  thought  wise  to  board  students  who  room  in  the  town  or  to 
room  students  who  board  in  town. 

Women  must  board  in  Lovill  Home  or  White  Hall  unless  by 
special  permission  of  the  President. 

Men  can  choose  their  boarding  places. 

Men  and  women  are  not  allowed  to  board  at  the  same  places.

Every  student  must  pay  the  registration  fee. 

Only  double  beds  are  used.  Each  student  must  bring  bedding,  towels, 
and  other  small  things  for  use  in  rooms. 

A  fee  of  $1.00  per  term  is  charged  each  student  who  lives  in  the  dor- 
mitory. This  is  termed  the  Students'  Activity  Fee.  This  will  be  divided 
among  the  several  activities  of  the  school.  It  will  be  prorated  about  as 
follows: 

Social  Activities,  25  per  cent;  Lyceum,  25  per  cent;  Publications,  25 
per  cent;  Movies,  10  per  cent;  Advertising,  8  per  cent;  Miscellaneous,  7 
per  cent. 

For  late  registering,  $1.00.     For  change  of  course,  50  cents. 

SELF  HELP 

The  school  offers  no  work  to  students  for  which  they  may 
expect  pay.  Occasionally  students  can  find  a  home  in  town  where 
they  can  make  the  greater  part  of  their  board  by  doing  chores. 
A  small  number  of  students  rent  rooms  and  do  light  housekeeping. 
The  school  has  a  few  cottages  to  rent  to  families. 
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LOAN  FUNDS 

1.  Student's  Loan  Fund — This  fund  has  been  gathered  by  do- 
nations. 

2.  Leah  Jones  Stevens  Fund — This  was  established  by  the 
State  Primary  Teachers'  Association. 

3.  Masonic  Loan  Fund  was  donated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina. 

4.  The  Senior  Loan  Fund  was  begun  by  the  1924  Senior  Class. 
It  is  to  be  loaned  to  a  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  desires 
to  enter  the  Normal  department. 

5.  Middle  Fork  Loan  Fund.  The  1925  Legislature  author- 
ized the  setting  aside  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  light  plant  to  be 
used  as  a  loan  fund. 

Notes:  The  Summers  Hardware  Company,  of  Johnson  City, 
has  given  $200  to  the  Students'  Loan  Fund. 

Through  Mr.  A.  B.  Andrews,  the  Masonic  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina  has  given  $5,000  to  the  Masonic  Loan  Fund. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1925  gave  a  play  at  Commencement  and 
gave  the  proceeds  to  the  Senior  Loan  Fund.    This  was  $187.00. 

The  Class  of  1926  gave  the  proceeds  of  their  play,  which 
amounted  to  $205.00. 

The  Class  of  1927  used  the  proceeds  of  their  play  for  liquidat- 
ing the  debt  on  the  Rhododendron.    This  was  $237.00. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1928  gave  the  proceeds  of  their  play,  which 
was  $73.85,  to  the  Loan  Fund. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  New  River  Light  and  Power  Company 
have  amounted  to  date  to  $11,114.00. 

RECITATIONS 

1.  Students  who  miss  recitations  will  be  held  responsible  for 
them.  The  teacher  in  charge  of  the  class  will  require  the  student 
to  prepare  and  recite  the  missed  recitations.     If  this  is  not  done 
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within  one  week  something  will  be  taken  from  the  grade  of  the 
student. 

2.  No  student  will  be  passed  on  a  subject  who  has  missed  more 
than  one-fourth  of  the  recitations  during  any  month,  unless  he  is 
able  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  work  gone  over  during  the 
month. 

EXAMINATIONS 

At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  on  each  study- 
pursued  during  the  term.  The  grading  includes  the  class  work, 
the  deportment,  and  the  examination.  Figures  are  used  in  making 
the  report  as  to  the  standing  of  a  student  in  a  certain  branch  as 
follows:  A  figure  I,  2,  3*  or  4  indicates  that  the  student  passes 
the  work  gone  over;  a  figure  5  indicates  that  a  new  examination 
must  be  taken ;  and  a  figure  6  indicates  that  the  work  has  not  been 
satisfactory,  and  must  be  given  over  again. 

A  record  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  standing  of  each  pupil. 

HEALTH  CERTIFICATES 

A  certificate  of  health  will  be  required  of  all  who  register. 
This  can  be  given  by  a  physician  or  another  person,  and  must 
state  that  applicant  is  not  sick  with  contagious  disease,  and  has  not 
been  exposed  to  such  disease  for  a  time  less  than  twenty  days. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Perry  occupies  rooms  in  the  Lovill  Home  Annex, 
where  he  cares  for  patients.  This  gives  the  school  the  opportunity 
of  having  sick  students  cared  for  on  the  campus.  The  school  was 
fortunate'  during  the  year  in  having  very  few  cases  of  sickness. 

Dr.  Perry  gave  a  physical  examination  to  each  student.     A 
record  is  kept  of  this. 

COUNTY  CLUBS 

The  students  from  the  different  counties  have  organized  county 
clubs.  These  clubs  have  meetings  at  intervals  at  which  they  discuss 
subjects  of  interest  to  their  counties  and  the  school.    These  clubs 
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furnish  information  about  school  matters  to  their  local  papers. 
This  has  brought  the  school  into  the  notice  of  almost  every  county 
in  the  state.    The  authorities  appreciate  this. 

CREDITS  AND  CERTIFICATES 

The  school  often  receives  inquiries  about  credits  and  certificates  that 
cannot  be  easily  answered.  All  these  inquiries  are  referred  to  Dr.  James 
E.  Hillman,  Raleigh,  N.  C.    Dr.  Hillman  is  Director  of  Certification.

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Normal  Department 

The  Appalachian  State  Normal  School  is  a  two-year  normal 
school  based  on  a  standard  high  school  course.  The  work  i%strictly 
college  work  and  will  receive  college  credit  in  any  of  the  four-year 
colleges  towards  a  degree  in  Education.  Students  who  complete 
the  two  year  course  will  be  granted  the  Primary  B  or  Grammar 
Grade  B  Certifiate. 

All  the  normal  schools  in  North  Carolina  and  the  greater 
number  of  normal  schools  in  other  states  have  practically  the  same 
courses  of  study.  This  school  will  give  students  full  credit  for  all 
the  work  they  have  done  in  other  normal  schools.  But  a  student 
must  remain  three  quarters  in  order  to  graduate  from  the  normal 
department. 

Students  are  required  to  have  a  high  school  certificate  of  gradu- 
ation before  entering  the  normal  work. 

Graduation  from  the  normal  department  requires  96  quarter 
hours.  A  student  can  make  from  15  hours  to  18  hours  each 
quarter. 

A  recitation  requires  one  hour  for  preparation  and  one  hour  for 
class. 

Courses  that  require  no  preparation  are  given  only  half  credits. 

Students,  when  they  have  completed  the  requirements,  are 
graduated  and  given  a  diploma. 

Students  who  have  State  certificates  are  allowed  to  take  the 
normal  work  to  raise  State  certificates  from  the  elementary  to  the 
primary  and  grammar  grades.  No  student  will  be  given  a  diploma 
who  has  not  finished  a  high  school  course.  It  is  requested  that 
students  enter  the  Fall  Term  and  continue  the  three  quarters  for 
each  year.    This  arrangement  keeps  the  classes  in  better  alignment. 

In  the  scheme  of  courses  the  first  numeral  stands  for  the  num- 
ber of  the  course  in  that  subject,  the  second  numeral  stands  for 
the  number  of  recitations  per  week,  and  the  third  numeral  stands 
for  the  quarter  hours  credit.

BIOLOGY 
Biology  i.     General  Biology. 

Introduction  to  the  subject  sciences.  A  foundation  course  for 
later  study  in  botany,  zoology,  physiology,  psychology.  Topics: 
Nature  and  scope  of  general  biology,  nature  of  life,  protoplasm, 
cell  structure,  cell  nutrition,  cell  reproduction,  cell  behavior,  origin 
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of  sex,  differentiation  of  sex,  etc.    Types  of  plant  and  animal  life 
will  be  used  as  a  laboratory  basis  for  the  principles  learned. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  2.     Continuation  of  Biology  1. 

The  first  course  has  furnished  a  basis  for  a  more  systematic 
study  and  a  better  understanding  of  larger  scientific  principles. 
Through  the  study  of  the  morphology,  physiology  and  ecology  of 
representative  plants  and  animals,  these  general  topics  are  consid- 
ered: Lamarhim,  evolution,  Darwinism,  mutation  theory,  Men- 
delism,  etc. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  3.     Continuation  of  Biology  2. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  individual  a  better  under- 
standing of  his  own  mechanism,  with  a  view  to  better  fitting  him 
to  care  for  his  own  health  and  that  of  others.  Special  emphasis 
will  be  given  to  the  function  and  structure  of  the  muscular  nerves ; 
digestive,  respiratory,  circulatory,  and  excretory  systems. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  4.     Nature  Study  for  Grammar  Grades. 

Nature  study  through  observation,  studying  the  common  plants 
and  animals,  trees,  flowers,  ferns,  and  fungi,  birds,  pets  and  wild 
animals  which  are  common. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Biology  5.     Nature  Study  of  the  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  will  consist  of  such  aspects  as  come  within  intelli- 
gent interest  of  the  child,  viz. :    The  keeping  and  care  of  pets,  the 
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garden  making,  growing  vegetables,  flowers,  and  plants,  and  the 
organization  of  a  course  of  study  and  its  relation  to  the  child's 
school  days.  Methods  of  teaching  nature  subjects  are  presented 
and  outlined  suitable  for  these  grades  and  formulated. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week.  Credit, 
three  hours. 

CHEMISTRY 

Chemistry  i.     General  Chemistry. 

This  continues  the  course  that  has  for  its  aim  the  giving  of  a 
broad  conception  of  the  fundamental  principles,  laws,  and  theories 
of  chemical  action,  thereby  laying  the  foundation  for  further  study 
in  the  subject.  A  detailed  study  is  made  of  the  elements  oxygen, 
hydrogen,  nitrogen,  followed  by  the  study  of  other  elements  by 
families. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Text:   Smith's  General  Chemistry  for  College. 

Chemistry  2.     General  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  1.  Halogens,  carbons,  and  other 
compounds. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  3.     General  Chemistry. 

Continuation  of  Chemistry  2.  A  study  of  additional  non- 
metals  and  their  compounds;  elected  metals  and  their  compounds. 
Relation  of  these  to  daily  life  is  emphasized. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Chemistry  4.     Organic  Chemistry. 

Prerequisite:    Chemistry  1,  2,  and  3,  or  their  equivalent. 
This  is  a  basic  course  in  organic  chemistry.    The  work  of  this 
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quarter  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  aliphatic  compounds. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week.  Credit, 
three  hours. 

Chemistry  5.     Organic  Chemistry. 

A  continuation  of  Chemistry  4.  During  this  quarter,  work 
will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  organic  compounds. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week.  Credit, 
three  hours. 

Chemistry  6.     Qualitative  Analysis. 

A  systematic  separation  of  metals  and  non-metals  from  un- 
known solutions  and  study  of  the  principles  of  compounds,  solu- 
tion and  mass  action. 

Two  laboratory  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week.  Credit, 
three  hours. 

EDUCATION 

Education  i.     Introduction  to  Teaching. 

This  is  a  required  course  in  all  curricula.  It  is  a  course  aiming 
to  give  the  student  such  information  and  advice  as  will  aid  him 
in  the  selection  of  a  specific  curriculum.  Various  types  of  teach- 
ing service  are  analyzed,  especially  the  essential  qualities  necessary 
to  success  in  each  type  of  work.  For  this  purpose  instruction  is 
correlated  with  numerous  visits  to  the  observation  school. 

Four  periods  per  week.     Credit,  four  hours. 

Education  2.     Observation  and  Participation. 

This  is  the  laboratory  basis  for  Education  I. 
One  period  per  week.     Credit,  five-tenths  hour. 

Education  3.     Psychology. 

An  elementary  course  combining  the  important  topics  of  both 
general  and  educational  psychology.  The  chief  emphasis  is  upon 
instinctive  tendencies;  habit  formation,  memory,  association  and 
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economy  of  learning,  the  effective  life,  the  thought  process.  Much 
thought  is  given  to  the  more  significant  characteristics  of  children 
at  successive  levels  of  growth. 

One  laboratory  period  each  week  given  to  experiments  and 
learning  observation  of  children,  etc. 

Four  periods  each  week.    Credit,  four  hours. 

Education  4.     Educational  Measurements. 

Instruction  and  practice  in  the  use  of  standardized  tests  and 
scales.  The  work  is  given  at  the  time  the  student  is  doing  his 
practice  teaching,  when  their  value  in  improving  instruction,  etc., 
can  be  best  appreciated. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit,  two  hours. 

Education  5.     School  Management. 

This  course  attempts  to  give  the  teacher  a  broader  view  of  edu- 
cation and  a  better  understanding  of  the  principles  of  it.  The  work 
here  is  given  at  the  time  practice  teaching  is  done.  Many  of  the 
problems  discussed  are  those  that  come  up  while  practice  teaching 
is  being  done. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Education  6.     Grammar  Grade  Methods. 

The  aim  of  minimum  essentials,  psychology,  and  technique  of 
the  elementary  school  subjects:  Language,  spelling,  reading, 
geography,  history,  arithmetic,  etc.  This  course  parallels  Edu- 
cation 7,  Observation  and  Participation.  Much  use  will  be  made 
of  the  observation  school. 

Four  periods  per  week.    Credit  four  hours. 

Education  10.    Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  is  the  dominating  feature  of  the  students 
work  during  the  term  in  which  that  work  is  done.  The  student 
must  spend  two  hours  each  day,  either  in  actual  teaching  under 
supervision  or  doing  routine  of  school  work. 

Ten  hours  per  week.     Credit,  eight  hours. 
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Education  13.     Activities  of  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  will  concern  itself  with  projects  suitable  for  pri- 
mary grades.  The  subject  matter  of  the  old  curriculum,  reading, 
writing,  language,  number,  nature  study,  etc.,  will  grow  out  of 
these  projects. 

Four  periods  per  week.    Credit,  four  hours. 

Education  15.     Principles  of  Education. 

An  integrating  course  which  aims  to  bring  together  and  inter- 
pret the  details  of  education  theory  and  practice  represented  by  the 
preliminary  course,  and  to  leave  with  the  student  a  unified  body  of 
educational  doctrine.  It  involves  a  discussion  of  such  topics  as: 
the  definition  of  education,  the  aim  of  education,  the  develop- 
ment of  various  conceptions  of  educational  values,  that  genesis  and 
present  status  of  certain  controverted  questions  as:  the  doctrine  of 
interest,  the  relation  of  liberal  or  vocational  education,  the  doc- 
trine of  formal  discipline,  etc. 

Four  periods  per  week.    Credit,  four  hours. 

ENGLISH 

Each  of  the  courses  listed  below  is  planned  to  contribute  its 
respective  part  in  training  the  student  to  habits  of  accurate  thought- 
getting  and  effective  thought-presentation,  and  in  giving  him  an 
acquaintance  with  an  appreciation  of  the  English  language  and 
literature. 

English  1,  2,  3.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

This  is  a  fundamental  course  in  college  composition,  presenting 
a  careful  study  of  the  basic  facts  of  technical  English.  It  attempts 
to  correct  the  errors  of  both  written  and  spoken  language,  to  dis- 
cover logical  and  historical  reasons  for  correct  language  forms, 
and  to  develop  skill  in  recognition  and  use  of  these  forms.  Inten- 
sive reading  is  required.  This  is  prerequisite  to  any  other  course 
in  English, 
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Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter  hours. 

Texts:    Advanced  English  Grammar — Kittridge  and  Farley. 
Century    Handbook    of    Composition — Greever    and 

Jones. 
Century   Vocabulary   Builder — Irving   and  Bachelor. 

English  4,  5,  6.     Introduction  to  Literature. 

A  study  of  the  technique  of  versification,  including  familiarity 
with  general  types  of  poetry,  and  subdivisions  of  lyric  and  narra- 
tive poetry;  the  drama  as  a  type  of  literature,  with  a  study  of 
representative  plays;  and  the  study  of  prose  fiction  as  the  most 
popular  type  of  contemporary  writing.  Both  the  novel  and  the 
short  story  are  studied  in  detail. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 

Texts:    Forms  of  English  Poetry — Johnson. 

The  Technique  of  the  Drama — Woodbridge. 
The  Masters  of  the  English  Novel — Burton. 
Studying  the  Short  Story — Essenwein. 

English  7,  8,  9.     English  Literature. 

A  review  course  showing  the  development  of  the  language  in 
successive  periods  as  an  expression  of  the  life  and  thought  of  the 
respective  periods.  History,  language  forms,  and  social  ideals 
will  be  stressed.  As  extensive  reading  as  possible  will  be  required, 
with  report  and  theme  work. 

Three  quarters,  twelve  quarter-hours. 

Texts:    Century  Readings  in  English  Literature. 

History  of  English  Literature — Moody  and  Lovett. 

English  10.     Speaking  and  Debating. 

This  course  will  seek  to  prepare  students  for  public  occasions: 
the  organization  of  community  clubs,  societies,  and  general  group 
leadership.  Drill  will  be  given  in  outlining  and  assembling  ma- 
terial, in  presentation,  in  debating,  and  in  parliamentary  usage. 
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Three  quarters,  six  quarter-hours. 
Text:  To  be  selected. 

English  ii.    Literary  Criticism. 

This  is  a  course  in  the  essentials  or  characteristics  of  literature  ; 
imagination,  emotion,  thought,  form.  This  purposes  to  make  first- 
hand distinction  between  good  literature  and  that  of  an  indiffer- 
ent or  worthless  nature. 

One  quarter,  four  quarter-hours. 

Texts :    Literary  Criticism — Winchester. 
Parallel  reading  in  library. 

English  12b.     Literature  for  Children. 

This  js  designed  to  help  the  teacher  to  appreciate,  choose  and 
present  to  the  early  grades  the  literature  of  childhood.  A  survey 
and  classification  will  be  made  of  Mother  Goose,  folk  and  fairy 
tales,  myths,  legends,  fables,  hero  tales,  nature  and  realistic  stories; 
also  a  study  and  classification  of  the  poetry  of  childhood. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

English  12.     Literature  of  Grammar  Grades. 

This  is  a  systematic  study  of  the  literature  of  these  grades. 
Each  student  will  be  expected  to  compose  a  limited  number  of 
stories  for  telling.  Stories  will  be  classified  into  types  of  litera- 
ture, etc. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Credit,  three  hours. 

Texts:    Stories  for  Upper  Grammar  Grades — Cross  and  Stat- 
ler;  Children's  Literature — Curry-Clippenger. 

English  13.     Reading  and  Voice. 

Designed  primarily  to  insure  a  good  teaching  voice  and  effec- 
tive address  with  facility  and  ease  in  oral  expression. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Credit,  1.5  hours. 
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FRENCH 

French  i.     Beginning  French, 

Open  to  those  who  have  no  high  school  French.  Composition, 
conversation,  and  the  reading  of  a  large  amount  of  easy  French 
prose  and  poetry.     Study  of  selected  topics  in  French  Grammar. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  2.     Beginning  French. 

Continuation  of  French  1.    Credit,  three  hours. 

French  3.     Beginning  French. 

Continuation  of  French  2.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  4.     Elementary  French  Literature. 

In  this  course  a  considerable  amount  of  reading  is  done,  in- 
cluding modern  French  plays,  novels,  short  stories.  Composition 
and  conversation  form  an  important  part  of  the  course.  This 
course  is  open  to  students  who  have  had  one  or  two  years  of  French 
in  high  school,  or  French  1,  2,  and  3. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

French  5.     Elementary  French  Literature. 

Continuation  of  French  4.     Credit,  three  hours. 
French  6.     Elementary  French  Literature. 

Continuation  of  French  5.     Credit,  three  hours. 

GEOGRAPHY 

Geography  I.     Fundamentals  of  Regional  Geography. 

A  course  in  systematic  geography.  A  systematic  study  of  cli- 
mate, using  regions  of  North  America  as  types.  Topics :  Weather 
and  weather  observation;  elements  of  climate,  temperature,  mois- 
ture, winds  and  pressure,  influence  of  climatic  regions  upon  plants, 
animals,  and  industrial  life. 

Text ;    Principles  of  Geography— Salisbury, 
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Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

This  course  is  required  of  everyone.

Geography  2.     North  America  and  South  America. 

A  study  of  North  America  in  its  relations  to  the  world  as  a 
wrhole.  The  work  is  organized  around  problems.  Topics:  Coast 
line,  topography,  drainage,  soil  and  climate,  mineral  and  plant  re- 
sources, distribution  of  the  people. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Geography  3.     Economic  and  Commercial  Geography,   United 
States. 

A  study  of  geographical  features  involved  in  production,  con- 
sumption and  conservation  of  chief  commercial  products  of  the 
United  States.  Topics:  Food  resources,  cereals,  animals,  vege- 
tables, fruits,  power,  textile  industries,  etc. 

Text:    Commercial  and  Industrial  Geography — Smith. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

HISTORY 

History  i.     American  History.     1492- 1829. 

Deals  with  the  colonial  development,  formation  and  nature  of 
the  Constitution,  rise  of  political  parties,  etc. 
Text:   The  Colonies — Thwaite. 
Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours* 

History  2.     American  History.     1829-1877. 

Economic,  political,  and  social  changes  of  the  Jacksonian  epoch, 
slavery,  secession,  Civil  War,  reconstruction. 
Text:    Formation  of  the  Union — Hart. 
Three  hours  per  week.    Credit,  three  hours. 
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History  3.     American  History.     1877  to  date. 

Rise  of  the  New  South,  development  of  political  and  eco- 
nomic conditions,  Spanish-American  war,  the  new  nationalism  and 
internationalism. 

Text:   Division  and  Reunion — Wilson. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  4.     North  Carolina  History. 

General  course  in  the  social,  political,  and  economic  develop- 
ment of  the  State. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  8.     European  Background  for  American  History. 

A  course  which  attempts  to  emphasize  the  features  in  Euro- 
pean History  that  gives  an  interpretive  basis  for  an  understand- 
ing of  the  history  of  the  United  States.  Only  those  countries — 
England,  Germany,  France — which  have  had  a  more  or  less  defi- 
nite influence  on  the  political,  social,  and  economic  history  of  the 
United  States,  will  be  considered. 

Three  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

History  9.    For  Primary  Grades. 

This  is  a  combination  of  history,  community  life,  and  civics. 
The  work  is  built  up  around  the  units :  Home  food,  clothing,  shel- 
ter, school,  community,  illustrating  these  units,  pioneer  life,  shep- 
herd life,  Indian  life.  The  Vikings  and  local  community  history 
will  be  considered. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Credit,  three  hours. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

Home  Economics  in  the  program  of  teacher  training  finds  its 
justification  in  the  fact  ( 1 )  that  the  teaching  of  it  is  expected  in 
the  elementary  school  curriculum,  and  (2)  it  enhances  the  value 
of  the  teacher  in  the  community.    To  this  end  the  courses  are  or- 
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ganized  so  as  to  better  prepare  the  teacher  for  classwork,  and  for 
a  more  vital  service  in  the  community. 

Home   Economics    i.     Introductory    Course    in    Textiles    and 
Clothing 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  undergarments  and  a  simple 
cotton  or  linen  dress  with  an  application  of  construction,  hygiene 
and  art  principles.  Study  of  textiles  used  in  the  mending  of 
clothes,  as  patching  and  darning.  The  use  of  commercial  pat- 
terns and  the  use  of  sewing  machine  are  included.  This  course 
is  open  to  all  students  who  have  not  completed  one  full  year  of 
sewing  in  an  accredited  high  school. 

Two  double  periods  per  week.     Credit,  two  hours.    . 
Home  Economics  2.     Elementary  Clothing. 

This  course  aims  to  give  a  more  practical  knowledge  of  tex- 
tiles and  the  fundamental  principles  of  design,  their  application  to 
the  selection  and  adaptation  of  clothing.  A  study  of  commercial 
patterns.  The  principles  of  fitting  will  be  emphasized.  The  course 
will  include  simple  garment  construction.  This  course  is  open 
to  students  who  have  had  one  year  of  training  in  high  school. 

Two  double  periods  per  week.     Credit,  two  hours. 

Home  Economics  3  and  4.     Elementary  Cooking. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  whose  high  school  transcript 
carries  no  credit  for  such  work.  A  study  of  various  classes  of 
foods  and  the  underlying  principles  of  cooking.  Consideration  of 
the  nutritive  value  of  foods,  economy  in  buying,  preparation  and 
service.  Choice,  care,  and  management  of  kitchen  furnishings  and 
utensils. 

Two  hours  per  week  for  two  quarters.     Credit,  two  hours. 

Home  Economics  5.     House  Furnishing. 

Civic  responsibilities  of  the  home;  the  organization  and  effi- 
cient management  of  the  home  industries,  household  accounts  and 
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the  family  budget.  Construction  of  the  house  in  relation  to  the 
furnishings;  wall  and  floor  finishes;  floor  coverings,  draperies, 
household  linens;  china,  glass  and  kitchen  utensils. 

Five  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.    Credit,  three  hours. 

Home  Economics  6.     Elementary  Dressmaking. 

Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  i  and  2  or  their  equivalent. 
First  principles  of  dressmaking;  study  of  suitable  and  appropriate 
materials  and  buying  patterns;  economic  aspects  of  clothing  and 
budgets;  ready-to-wear  versus  home-made  garments.  Various  ar- 
ticles are  made  as  laboratory  exercises. 

Five  periods  per  week  for  one  quarter.    Credit,  three  hours. 

Home  Economics  7.    Millinery. 

A  beginning  course  in  millinery  which  includes  the  study  of 
the  fundamental  processes  of  millinery,  construction  and  design 
according  to  current  fashion. 

Five  periods  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit,  two  hours. 

Home  Economics  8.     Costume  Design. 

Structural  characteristics  and  types  of  human  figures  anal- 
yzed in  relation  to  clothing.  Dress  from  the  historic,  economic, 
hygienic  and  psychological  standpoint. 

Five  hours  per  week  for  one  quarter.    Credit,  three  hours. 

Home  Economics  9  and  10.     Advanced  Cooking. 

Prerequisite  of  Home  Economics  3  and  4  or  their  equivalent. 
Many  of  the  topics  treated  in  Home  Economics  3  and  4  will  be 
taken  up  in  a  more  extended  fashion.  Special  consideration  is 
given  to  meal-planning,  adapting  to  conditions,  nutritive  value, 
cost,  planning  and  serving  of  breakfasts,  lunches,  and  dinners, 
menus  for  special  occasions,  and  table  service. 
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INDUSTRIAL   ARTS 

Arts  i.     Fundamentals  of  Drawing, 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  fundamental  principles 
of  drawing,  design,  lettering,  composition,  and  color  harmony  in 
their  application  to  dress,  home,  school,  and  community  interests 
around  them;  to  give  students  facility  and  confidence  in  their 
ability  to  draw  and  illustrate  on  the  blackboard,  paper,  etc.,  a  wide 
range  of  school  subjects. 

Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

Arts  2.    J^r  awing  for  Primary  Grades. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  forms  fa- 
miliar to  primary  grades,  to  adapt  these  to  simple  applied  designs. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  simple  problems  suitable  for  primary  grades, 
such  as  nature  drawing,  simple  lettering,  poster  making,  color 
study,  etc. 

Prerequisite,  Arts  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

Arts  3.     Industrial  Arts  for  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  means  more  than  the  commonly  conceived  notion  of 
"handwork,  busy  work,  etc.,,  "Industrial  Arts  Education  should 
give  to  the  child  an  acquaintance  with  raw  products  of  nature,  and 
the  changes  made  in  them  so  that  they  may  be  more  usable  for  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  utensils,  records  as  books,  tools,  machines,  etc." 
The  manipulation  and  work  with  clay,  textiles,  wood,  paper,  food, 
printing,  should  give  the  child  an  understanding  of  these  industries 
and  develop  standards  and  good  taste. 

Prerequisite,  Arts.  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

Art  6.     Drawing  for  the  Grammar  Grades. 

Effort  is  made  to  show  the  relation  of  drawing  to  the  technique 
and  the  teaching  of  other  subjects.     In  doing  this  such  general 
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topics  and  principles  as  the  following  are  considered:     Color  har- 
monies and  perspective  principles  of  design,  illustration  and  com- 
position, picture  study  and  art  appreciation,  free-hand  lettering, 
poster  arrangement,  card-board  construction,  etc. 
Prerequisite,  Arts  i. 

Two  periods  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 
Arts  7.     Art  Appreciation. 

A  study  of  the  principles  of  Art  as  shown  in  the  masterpieces 
of  painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture,  with  emphasis  on  showing 
how  the  art  of  a  nation  reflects  its  growth.  How  to  teach  picture 
study  in  the  grades  is  one  of  the  applied  problems  in  this  course. 

Prerequisite,  Arts  1. 

Two  hours  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

LATIN 
Latin  1,  2,  3. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  through  the  year.  Livy  and  Horace 
will  be  read.  There  will  be  Latin  Composition  and  History  of 
the  Latin  Language  and  life  of  the  Roman  people  in  lectures. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Latin  4,  5,  6. 

A  continuous  course  through  the  year.  Ovid  and  Cicero's  Let- 
ters will  be  read.  Latin  Composition  and  History  fo  the  Latin 
Language  will  be  continued. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

MATHEMATICS 

Mathematics  i.     Advanced  College  Algebra. 

Permutations  and  combinations,  partial  fractions,  logarithms, 
continued  fractions,  inequalities,  variation,  probability,  theory  of 
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equations,  determinants,  complex  variables,  graphical  representa- 
tion. 

Three  recitation  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 

Mathematics  2.     Plane  Trigonometry, 

Trigonometric  functions,  transformations,  trigonometric  equa- 
tions, solution  of  plane,  right  and  oblique  triangles,  inverse  func- 
tions, constructions  of  logarithmic  and  trigonometric  tables. 

Three  hour  recitation  periods  per  week.     Credit,  three  hours. 
Mathematics  3.    Analytic  Geometry. 
Mathematics  4.    Analytic  Geometry. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  physical  education  is  of  two  kinds:  (a)  the  required  gen- 
eral course  in  physical  education  for  all  students;  (b)  courses  in 
physical  education  designed  to  prepare  the  teacher  for  her  work 
in  the  school  room  and  on  the  playground. 

Physical  Education  i,  2,  3. 

Required  of  all  freshmen  without  credit.  This  course  is  de- 
voted to  physical  training  for  the  purpose  of  building  up  good 
bodily  health  on  the  part  of  the  student.  A  good  deal  of  the 
time  is  given  to  helping  students  establish  and  maintain  correct 
posture.  The  following  forms  of  physical  training  are  carried  out : 
( 1 )  in  the  fall  months  out-of-door  games,  such  as  baseball,  volley 
ball,  tennis,  and  hockey;  (2)  during  winter  months,  basketball, 
tactics,  calisthenics,  some  apparatus  work,  and  games;  (3)  spring 
months,  tennis,  volley  ball,  baseball,  and  hockey. 

Physical  Education  4.     Plays  and  Games  for  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  offers  the  students  an  actual  playing  acquaintance 
with  the  types  of  games  that  children  of  these  ages  like  and  need 
for  their  development.    The  significance  of  play  in  early  childhood 
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is  emphasized.     A  part  of  this  work  will  be  done  in  actual  con- 
tact with  the  children  of  the  demonstration  school. 
Two  periods  per  week.    Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  5.     Plays  and  Games  for  Primary  Grades. 
Continuation  of  Physical  Education  4. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  8.    Plays  and  Games  for  Grammar  Grades. 

Same  as  Physical  Education  4,  except  that  application  is  made 
to  children  of  these  grades. 

Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

Physical  Education  9.    Plays  and  Games  for  Grammar  Grades. 
Continuation  of  Physical  Education  8. 
Two  hours  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 

PHYSICS 
Physics  i. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  throughout  the  year.  A  course  in 
high  school  physics  is  prerequisite.  A  knowledge  of  trigonometry 
would  be  very  desirable. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

Physics  2. 

This  is  a  continuous  course  throughout  the  year.  Physics  1  is 
prerequisite. 

Two  laboratory  periods  and  two  recitation  periods  per  week. 
Credit,  three  hours. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

Music  i.    Fundamentals. 

Elements  of  vocal  music,  including  a  thorough  course  in  no- 
tation, sight  reading,  voice,  ear  training,  rhythmic  forms  and  oral 
and  written  dictation. 
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This  is  a  prerequisite  to  all  other  courses  in  music. 
Two  hours  per  week.    One  hour  credit. 

Music  2.     Primary  Music. 

Care  and  development  of  the  child  voice;  how  to  secure  good 
tone;  discussion  of  methods,  treatment  of  monotones,  the  use  of 
the  songs,  singing  games,  dramatization  and  folk  dances  on  a  basis 
for  the  development  of  the  child's  tonal  and  rhythmic  senses; 
practice  teaching  during  class  period  as  a  prpearation  for  teaching 
music  in  tjie  primary  grades  and  the  acquirement  of  a  repertoire  of 
children's  songs. 

Two  hours  per  week.    One  hour  credit. 

Music  3.    Primary  Music. 

A  continuation  of  Music  2  above. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  6.     Grammar  Grade  Music. 

Presentation  of  all  problems  of  sight  singing  and  theory.  The 
use  of  various  types  of  systematic  drill  for  securing  accurate  and 
rapid  sight  singing.  Practice  teaching  during  class  period  as  a 
preparation  for  teaching  music  in  the  grammar  grades.  Students 
are  led  to  formulate  good  methods  from  principles  set  forth. 

Two  hours  per  week.    One  hour  credit. 

Music  7.     Grammar  Grade  Music. 

A  continuation  of  Music  6  above. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

Music  8.     Music  Appreciation. 

A  course  in  constructive  listening  designed  to  acquaint  students 
with  standard  vocal  and  instrumental  compositions.  Biographies 
of  great  musicians,  examples  from  early  church  and  folk  music  to 
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opera,  oratoric,  chamber  music  and  symphony  will  receive  atten- 
tion. 

Two  hours  per  week.     One  hour  credit. 

SOCIOLOGY 

i.    Elements  of  Sociology. 

A  study  of  the  underlying  principles  of  society  with  application 
to  present  day  problems. 

2.  Education  for  Citizenship. 

A  general  citizenship  course  involving  the  duties  and  privileges 
of  the  citizens  of  a  democracy.  A  study  of  human  relationships  in 
organized  society. 

3.  Immigration  Problems. 

A  study  of  population  movements  under  modern  conditions. 
The  causes,  channels,  and  methods  of  immigration,  particularly  the 
problems  of  race  and  nationality,  are  included  in  the  study. 

WRITING 
Writing  i.     Palmer. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  not  to  enable  students  to  procure 
a  Palmer  certificate;  that  is  incidental,  if  it  comes  at  all.  The 
course  has  a  two-fold  object,  viz.:  To  develop  in  each  student  a 
legible  hand,  and  to  give  some  idea  of  principle  and  technique  of 
teaching  writing.  A  minimum  of  80  on  the  Ayers  scale  is  a  pass- 
ing grade ;  students  who  teach  in  the  observation  school  must  reach 
a  minimum  of  80. 

Two  periods  per  week.     Credit,  one  hour. 
Texts:    Palmer   Method    and    Freeman.     The   Teaching   of 
Handwriting. 

Writing  2.    Palmer. 

Continuation  of  Writing  1. 

Courses  in  addition  to  the  Regular  Courses  of  Study.  These 
courses  may  be  used  as  electives. 
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SPECIAL  COURSES 

By  special  arrangements  with  private  teachers,  students  may 
have  the  advantages  of  taking  instructions  in  Art,  Piano,  and 
Voice.  The  school  does  not  bear  the  salaries  of  either  of  these 
teachers.  A  rental  fee  is  charged  each  student.  $1.50  per  quar- 
ter is  charged  for  the  use  of  a  practice  piano.  A  uniform  tuition 
of  $15  is  charged  for  each  of  these  courses. 

FINE  ART 

The  system  of  instruction  seeks  to  develop  originality  and  en- 
courage the  individuality  of  the  student  by  bringing  Art  and  Na- 
ture together  in  a  practical  and  critical  way. 

First  Year. 

Free  hand  drawing  in  charcoal  and  pencil  from  simple  casts 
and  still  life  subjects.  Industrial  Arts  and  Crafts,  like  block-print- 
ing, book  plates,  dyeing,  and  Batik  work.  Simple  out-door 
sketches.  Modeling  in  clay,  copy  work  in  charcoal,  pastel,  water 
color,  or  oil. 

Charcoal  studies  from  casts  and  still  life.  Commercial  Art  and 
poster  work.  Still  life  in  oil  and  water  colors.  Advanced  copy 
work  in  oil. 

Second  Year. 

Advanced  charcoal  cast  drawing  and  figure  construction.  Still 
life  in  oil  and  water  colors.  Advanced  modeling  and  designing. 
Portrait  studies. 

Studies  from  still  life  in  oil,  water  colors,  and  pastel.  Land- 
scape painting  in  all  mediums.  Original  designs  and  their  appli- 
cation. Tapestry  painting.  Portrait  study.  Picture  study  and 
art  appreciation.

Course  i.  Finger  exercises,  scales,  and  Mrs.  Crosby  Adams' 
beginner's  book.    Kohler  Op.  249,  Book  1.    Czerny  Op.  599,  first

Cramer  (Bulow.)  Bach  Two  and  Three  Part  Inventions.  Kul- 
lack  Octaves  Book  11.  Heller  Op.  47.  Sonatas  by  Mozart, 
Hayden  and  Beethoven.  Song  accompaniments.  Hymn  playing 
for  chapel.  Advanced  pieces.  Special  memory  work  and  re- 
citals. 

Requirements  for  graduation: 

1.  Completion  of  courses  to  satisfaction  of  teacher. 

2.  Two  private  lessons  each  week. 

3.  A  passing  grade  on  one  year  of  Theory. 
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4.  A  public  graduation  recital,  mostly  from  memory. 
Diplomas  are  awarded  to  graduates. 

VOICE 

Students  are  taken  without  previous  training  and  given  in- 
dividual instruction. 

This  department  embraces  correct  breathing  and  breath  con- 
trol, voice  placing,  and  development  of  resonance.  Enunciation 
and  diction,  training  of  mind  and  ear.  Song  interpretations  and 
repertoire  work. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

The  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  high  school  department  were 
taught  in  the  training  school  during  the  year  1927- 1928.  The 
high  school  work  has  been  discontinued.  On  this  account  the 
course  of  study  will  not  be  given  in  this  issue  of  the  catalogue. 
The  roll  of  students  will  be  found  with  the  Normal  students. 
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THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

SUMMER  QUARTER 

This  institution  is  a  State  Normal.  All  its  energies  are  de- 
voted to  training  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  For  this 
purpose  it  has  a  two-year  normal  course  based  upon  standard  high- 
school  graduation.  The  summer  quarter  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
year's  work.  Whatever  work  one  takes  during  the  summer  will 
count  toward  graduation,  provided  the  entrance  requirements  shall 
have  been  met. 

WHO  MAY  TAKE  THE  WORK 

Since  the  summer  quarter  is  an  integral  part  of  the  year's 
work,  the  same  entrance  requirements  prevail  as  during  the  regu- 
lar year.  In  terms  of  training  and  in  terms  of  certificates,  the 
following  will  be  entitled  to  enter  the  institution  and  receive  credit 
as  indicated: 

(a)  Graduates  of  standard  high  schools.  With  two  six- weeks 
summer  schools  such  students  would  receive  an  Elemen- 
tary B  certificate. 

(b)  Graduates  of  non-standard  four-year  high  schools  approved 
by  the  College  Association  of  North  Carolina.  However, 
such  students  must  attend  a  year,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
an  Elementary  A  certificate  will  be  issued. 

(c)  Those  having  one  or  two  years  of  standard  college  work. 

(d)  Holders  of  any  one  of  the  following  certificates: 
(i)   Provisional  Elementary. 

(2)  Elementary  Class  B. 

(3)  Elementary  Class  A. 

(4)  Primary  Class  C. 

(5)  Grammar  Grade  Class  C. 

Four  six-weeks  summer  schools  are  necessary  to  raise  a  certi- 
ficate from  one  class  to  another — e.  g.,  Primary  Class  C  to  Pri- 
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mary  B.  To  remain  through  both  terms  this  summer  will  com- 
plete one-half  the  work.  One  six-weeks  summer  school  will  give 
those  with  one  year  of  standard  college  credit  an  Elementary  A 
certificate,  and  those  with  two  years  of  standard  college  credit  a 
Grammar  Grade  C  or  Primary  C,  provided  the  work  be  done  in 
Education. 

In  1928  there  were  two  summer  schools.  The  first  term  be- 
gan June  5  and  closed  July  13.  The  second  summer  school  be- 
gan Jul/  17  and  closed  August  24. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  worked  out  nine  six- 
weeks  summer  schools.  This  work  is  intended  for  teachers  in 
service.  The  work,  however,  corresponds  to  the  work  during  the 
regular  year.  Teachers  can  take  this  work  and  receive  credit 
towards  graduation  from  the  Normal  Department.  This  makes 
the  summer  schools  a  part  of  the  regular  normal  work. 

BOARD  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

Registration  fee  (per  term  of  six  weeks) $  5.00 

Board  in  dormitory  (per  term  of  six  weeks) 27.00 

Extra  fees  are  charged  for  science  courses.  Students  register- 
ing after  the  third  day  of  each  term  will  pay  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00. 

Students  who  desire  to  reserve  room  in  the  dormitory  must 
deposit  a  fee  of  $1.00.  In  no  case  will  the  reservation  fee  of 
$1.00  be  returned.  Rooms  will  be  held  for  three  days  after  the 
opening. 

Beginning  with  the  summer  of  1927,  30  semester  hours  will 
be  required  to  raise  a  certificate  from  one  class  to  another.  At  the 
above  date,  if  one  has  done  a  part  of  the  work  necessary  to  raise 
her  certificate  to  a  higher  class,  it  will  be  raised  when  four  sum- 
mer schools  are  completed. 

If  you  have  any  question  to  ask  regarding  your  certificate,  you 
should  take  it  up  with  Dr.  J.  E.  Hillman,  Division  of  Certification, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  not  with  this  institution. 
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TEACHER  TRAINING  DEPARTMENT 
DEMONSTRATION  SCHOOL 

The  Teacher  Training  Department  is  a  very  essential  and  significant 
one  since  the  Normal  School  receives  students  for  the  express  purpose  of 
educating  and  training  them  to  become  teachers  in  our  public  schools.  In 
order  to  know  whether  or  not  teachers  have  been  produced,  some  medium 
of  careful  testing,  discovering,  and  building  is  necessary.  The  Teacher 
Training  Department  furnishes  this  medium. 

Purpose:  This  department  bears  the  same  relation  to  the  professional 
training  of  teachers  that  a  laboratory  bears  to  the  training  of  scientists. 
Students  here  have  the  opportunity  of  observing  actual  teaching  by  ex- 
perienced teachers,  of  doing  practice  teaching  under  the  supervision  of  a 
well-trained  staff,  and  of  seeing  the  administrative  details  of  school  or- 
ganization in  operation.  It  further  serves  as  a  laboratory  in  which  new 
educational  theories  may  be  tested  by  experiment,  and  where  proposed 
methods  may  be  adopted  to  the  various  conditions  under  which  the  stu- 
dent will  be  required  to  teach. 

Organization:  The  Demonstration  School  is  the  elementary  school 
of  the  town  of  Boone.  It  consists  of  seven  grades.  These  grades  are 
divided  into  small  groups.  The  student  teacher  teaches  these  small  groups 
in  rooms  especially  made  for  this  purpose.  It  is  recognized  that  smaller, 
rather  than  larger  groups,  are  of  greater  benefit  to  the  student  in  that 
she  can  under  such  conditions  give  concentrated  attention  to  the  vital 
factors  of  teaching. 

Supervision:  This  department  is  in  charge  of  the  director  of  the 
demonstration  school  and  seven  critic  teachers.  Written  plans  or  out- 
lines of  all  lessons  are  to  be  made  by  the  student  teacher  and  submitted 
to  the  critic  teacher  or  supervisor  for  approval  before  they  may  be 
taught.  Students  are  allowed  as  much  freedom  and  originality  ia  both 
method  and  management  as  is  consistent  with  sound  educational  principles. 

Observation:  This  work  includes  teaching,  writing  reports,  observ- 
ing, criticising,  lesson-planning,  assisting  the  teacher,  attending  confer- 
ences, and  keeping  records.  An  endeavor  is  made  to  place  the  student 
in  the  atmosphere  of  a  real  school  with  as  much  of  the  responsibility 
peculiar  to  the  teacher  in  charge  as  possible. 

Students  while  teaching  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  progress  of 
their  pupils  in  the  subjects  they  teach. 

During  the  school  year  groups  of  students  were  taken  to  the  schools  at 
Cove   Creek,  Blowing  Rock  and  Valle  Crucis  for  observation. 
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CORRESPONDENCE  STUDY 

The  Appalachian  State  Normal  School,  desiring  to  be  of 
the  greatest  possible  service  to  the  public  school  teacher,  is  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  foremost  institutions  of  the  country  in  founding 
a  correspondence-study  department.  This  department  is  open  alike 
to  our  large  and  ever-increasing  number  of  students,  and  to  those 
who  without  normal  school  training  desire  to  prepare  themselves 
for  more  efficient  service. 

Courses  by  correspondence  are  taught  by  regular  professors 
in  the  institution,  which  assures  the  student  that  each  course  will 
be  thorough  and  up-to-date.  There  will  always  be  the  maximum 
touch  between  the  instructor  and  the  student.  The  student  recites 
each  lesson  in  its  entirety,  and  may  have  any  question  answered 
on  which  he  needs  help. 

REGULATIONS 

Admission:  For  admission  to  the  correspondence  department 
the  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard  or  approved  high 
school,  or  holder  of  a  standard  teachers'  certificate,  viz.:  provi- 
sional Elementary,  or  above. 

FEES 

A  fee  of  $2.00  per  quarter  or  credit  hour  is  charged,  payable  in 
advance.  Thus  a  three-hour  course  costs  six  dollars ;  a  four-hour 
course  costs  eight  dollars.  No  fee  or  parts  of  fees  can  be  refunded 
after  the  course  is  begun.  A  registration  fee  holds  good  for  twelve 
months  after  date  of  registration.  If  a  student  wishes  to  complete 
a  course  after  that  time,  a  renewal  fee  of  $2.00  is  charged.  Due 
to  the  heavy  summer  school  work,  the  correspondence  work  will 
be  suspended  between  June  1  and  September  1,  unless  a  substitute 
instructor  can  be  secured. 
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The  student  will  pay  postage  on  lessons  and  assignments  each 
way,  and  should  forward  with  each  lesson  postage  for  its  return. 
Money  should  be  sent  by  check  or  post  office  money  order,  made 
payable  to  Appalachian  State  Normal  School. 

CREDIT 

All  courses  offered  count  toward  graduation  from  this  institu- 
tion. The  Division  of  Certification  at  Raleigh  will  allow  credit 
toward  State  Teachers  Certificate  for  work  completed  here  by 
correspondence  on  same  basis  as  during  the  regular  term  and  sum- 
mer term.  A  teacher  may  therefore  earn  both  certificate  credit 
and  credit  toward  graduation  from  this  institution. 

To  secure  one  summer  school  credit  by  correspondence,  it  is 
necessary  to  complete  12  hours  work. 

To  secure  credit  for  a  course,  a  final  examination  must  be 
taken  after  all  assignments  have  been  completed.  This  must  be 
done  not  later  than  three  months  after  the  last  assignment  has  been 
sent  in.  This  examination  must  be  taken  here,  or  elsewhere  under 
the  supervision  of  some  one  approved  by  this  institution. 

All  lesson  assignments,  together  with  corrected  lessons,  must 
be  returned  before  credit  is  given. 

Not  more  than  two  courses  may  be  taken  at  the  same  time. 
It  is  desirable  that  the  students  send  in  at  least  one  assignment 
per  week,  though  the  student  is  permitted  to  send  in  more  or  less 
assignments  per  week  as  their  circumstances  permit.  At  least  four 
weeks  is  required  to  complete  a  course. 

* 

No  course  will  be  accredited  by  correspondence  which  dupli- 
cates a  course  previously  taken  for  either  certificate  or  college 
credit. 
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BOOKS 

Text  books  for  the  different  courses  may  be  had  from  the 
publishers  or  from  this  institution.  The  assignments  for  each 
course  will  usually  be  six  times  the  number  of  credit  hours  given 
for  that  course. 

COURSES 

Education  5.     School  Management.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

In  this  course  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  give  the  teacher  a 
broader  view  of  education  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  it.  The  following  topics  are  taken  up :  The  aim  of  edu- 
cation, the  function  and  aim  of  management,  daily  program,  the 
measure  of  a  teacher's  work  in  the  school  room,  grading  and  pro- 
motion, order  and  discipline,  rewards  and  punishment. 

Psychology  4.     Child  Psychology.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  physical  and  mental  development  of  children  from 
birth  to  adolescence.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  the  influence 
of  the  heredity  and  environment,  innate  tendencies  and  capacities, 
the  moral  and  religious  development  of  the  child,  language  and 
speech  development,  individual  differences  and  their  significance  in 
education,  the  adjustment  of  school  work  to  the  welfare  of  the 
child. 

History  i.     American  History.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  takes  up  the  conditions  in  Europe  about  1492,  the 
purpose  for  sending  colonies  to  America,  the  causes  for  the  failure 
of  some  colonies,  while  others  succeeded,  the  early  development 
of  various  colonies. 

History  2.     American  History.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  History  1,  and  follows  out  the 
same  principles.     It  covers  the  period  from  1750  to  1829,  with 
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emphasis  upon  the  causes  that  developed  the  American  nation  out 
of  scattered  and  inharmonious  colonies,  and  the  methods  through 
which  this  was  brought  about. 

History  8.     European  Background.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

A  course  in  European  History  which  emphasizes  the  features 
directly  bearing  upon  the  background  and  development  of  Amer- 
ican History.  Those  countries  (England,  France,  and  Germany) 
which  have  had  more  or  less  definite  influence  on  the  political,  so- 
cial, and  economic  history  of  the  United  States  will  be  considered. 

English  2.     Composition.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  is  a  practical  course  in  composition  for  the  every  day 
needs  of  teachers.  It  aims  at  correctness,  forcefulness,  and  effec- 
tiveness of  expression.  Topics:  Grammatical  correctness,  sen- 
tence formation,  paragraphing,  rhetoric,  style,  word  selection,  nar- 
rative discourse. 

English  7.     English  Literature.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

This  course  covers  the  principal  developments  in  English  Lit- 
erature from  Chaucer  to  the  present  time.  Effort  is  made  to  bring 
out  the  connection  between  social  and  literary  movements,  to  show 
how  the  literature  of  a  period  reveals  the  life  of  the  time,  and  to 
give  familiarity  with  the  characteristics  of  the  chief  literary  forms. 

Education  13.     Activities  of  Primary  Grades.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  course  will  concern  itself  with  the  aims  and  objectives  of 
education  in  the  primary  grades.  Subject  matter  and  school  ac- 
tivities necessary  to  obtain  these  aims  and  objectives  will  touch 
reading,  hygiene,  language,  number,  nature  study,  etc.  The  place 
of  projects  and  child  activities  will  be  presented  as  a  basis  of  or- 
ganization of  the  primary  curriculum. 
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Geography  i.     Principles  of  Geography.  Cr.  4  hrs. 

This  is  a  course  in  systematic  geography,  being  a  foundation 
course  for  the  later  study  of  geography.  The  chief  topics  are 
weather  and  weather  observation,  and  the  elements  of  climate: 
Temperature,  moisture,  winds,  and  pressure,  and  the  influence  of 
climatic  regions  upon  plants  and  animals,  and  upon  industrial  life. 

Home  Economics  5.    House  Furnishing.  Cr.  3  hrs. 

fThis  course  will  deal  with  ideas  in  terms  of  form,  line,  color 
and  texture  in  a  direct  and  simple  way  as  they  apply  to  household 
furnishing.  It  is  hoped  that  a  greater  degree  of  confidence  is 
developed  by  a  careful  study  of  the  principles  involved  in  success- 
ful home  decorating. 

It  is  our  desire  that  the  course  will  aid  you  to  create  for  your- 
self an  expressive  and  individual  environment  of  life.

Owing  to  the  increasing  demand  for  work  beyond  the  two  years  of 
Normal  the  Authorities  authorized  that  a  third  year  be  added  beginning 
with  the  fall  term  of  1928.  The  work  offered  this  year  will  be  standard 
third  year   Normal  work. 

The  Demonstration  School  will  have  two  first  grade  teachers  and  a 
teacher  for  the  other  grades,  also  an  Industrial  Arts  teacher.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  County  School  Authorities  for  the  stu- 
dent teachers  to  attend  a  number  of  the  rural  schools  for  observation. 

The  Boone  high  school  will  not  be  taught  as  a  part  of  the  Normal. 
The  high  school  will  be  located  this  year  in  the  Science  building  on  the 
school  campus. 
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The  first  football  team  the  school  has  ever  put  out  has  been  organized 
and  has  a  schedule  of  games  during  the  fall  season.  The  athletic  field 
will  be  greatly  improved. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Isaacs  Department  Store  to 
furnish   gymnasium   and   bathing  suits. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  keep  the  expenses  at  a  minimum.  The 
school  will  not  change  its  charges  for  fees,  board  and  rent. 

A  central  heating  plant  will  be  in  operation  by  the  first  of  the  year 
1929. 

The  uncertainty  of  the  hydro-electric  plant  which  is  owned  by  the 
school  and  furnishes  lights  to  the  school  and  town  caused  the  school  to 
build  a  duplicate  steam  plant.  The  new  plant  is  now  in  operation  and 
will  take  care  of  any  emergencies. 

The  call  for  loans  from  the  loan  funds  has  become  so  great  that  the 
funds  cannot  supply  all  the  calls.  The  loans  will  hereafter  be  given 
to  the  students  whom  appear  to  be  the  most  promising  persons  for  making 
prospective  public  school   teachers. 

A  discussion  among  the  teachers  during  the  spring  in  regard  to  the 
schedule  met  with  quite  a  number  of  approvals.     This  change  proposes — 

First,  Organize  a  six-day  week  programme; 

Second,  Change  the  required  subjects  and  the  electives; 

Third,  Offer  all  the  courses  offered  during  the  two  years  in  each 
quarter ; 

Fourth,  Give  each  teacher  a  full  quarter  vacation  during  the  school 
year. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  students  who  arc  entering  for  the  first 
time  and  students  who  have  less  than  a  year's  credit  will  be  assigned 
rooms  in  Lovill  Home.  Students  with  as  much  as  one  year's  credit  will 
be  assigned  rooms  in  White  Hall.
